The  One  Hundred  arid  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Council  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  after 
the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Deans  of  Convocation,  including  the  rector  of 
the  parish,  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell. 

Bishop  A.  W.  Knight,  D.  D.,  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South,  preached  the  sermon  from  St.  Mat.,  28:19, 
on  Christian  Education. 

A  chancel  window  in  memory  of  the  late  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  for  over  twenty  years  rector  of  this  parish,  the  Right 
Rev.  Ellison  Capers,  D.  D.,  was  unveiled  after  an  address  by 
the  Bishop  on  the  life  and  work  of  Bishop  Capers. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  as  presented  by  the  Bishop  was  called 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council.  There  were  found 
present  thirty-two  clergymen  entitled  to  all  privileges  of 
Council,  and  four  entitled  to  seat  and  voice  but  not  to  vote — 
thirty-six  in  all. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  deputies. 
Fifty-eight  deputies,  representing  twenty-eight  parishes  and 
five  missions,  were  found  present. 

A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  orders  being  present, 
Council  was  declared  duly  organized.  The  Bishop  appointed 
as  a  Committee  on  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy:  Revs.  F.  M. 
Ambler,  F.  H.  Harding,  R.  C.  Jeter ;  and  as  a  Committee  on 
Credentials  of  Lay  Deputies:  Messrs.  J.  I.  Waring,  J.  A. 
Ball,  John  Rivers. 

The  election  of  a  Secretary  being  in  order,  Rev.  A.  S. 
Thomas  was  nominated.  There  being  no  further  nominations, 
on  motion,  the  chair  cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for 
the  nominee. 

Rev.  E.  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 
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Mr.  William  Godfrey  was  nominated  as  Treasurer.  On 
motion,  there  being  no  further  nominations,  the  Secretary 
cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominee. 

The  rector  of  the  parish  extended  a  welcome  to  the  Council. 
This  was  appropriately  responded  to  by  the  Bishop. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  A.  DeRosset,  it  was  ordered  that  tele- 
grams .of  greeting  be  sent  to  the  other  Councils  of  the  Church 
convening  at  this  time,  and  also  to  the  Right  Rev.  W.  T. 
Capers,  son  of  the  former  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  recently 
consecrated  Bishop  of  West  Texas. 

Rev.  Mr.  DeRosset  was  appointed  to  forward  the  messages. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  the  hours  of  the  daily  ses- 
sions of  Council  be  as  f  ollows :  From  10  a.  m.  until  1  :30  p.  m., 
with  morning  prayer  at  9:30  a.  m. ;  from  3:30  p.  m.  until 
6  p.  m.,  and  8:30  p.  m.,  provided  that  the  session  this  after- 
noon be  until  5  p.  m.

Rev.  F.  A.  DeRosset  gave  notice  that  on  tomorrow  he  would 
move  to  amend  Rale  of  Order  XIII  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "ballot"  the  words  "and  by  orders." 

Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  gave  notice  that  on  tomorrow  ht 
would  move  to  amend  Section  7  of  Rule  I  of  the  Rules  of 
Order  by  expunging  the  part  thereof  referring  to  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund,  since  this  fund  is  now 
in  the  trust  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  included  in 
the  report  of  such  Trustees.

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.     (Vide  Appendix  I.) 

The  following  report  was  adopted: 

The  Committee  to  whom  (according  to  the  provision  of  Sec.  3, 
Cannon  VIII)  was  referred  the  Roll  of  Lay  Deputies  to  the  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  together  with  the  certifi- 
cates of  their  appointment,  and  list  of  the  Treasurer,  required  by 
Canon  X,  Sec.  2,  report  as  follows: 

That  all  the  parishes  and  organized  missions  mentioned  in  the  said 
Roll  of  Lay  Deputies  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council, 
excepting  the  Parishes  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill;  Good  Shepherd, 
Yorkville;  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia,  and  the  Organized  Mission  of 
Our  Saviour,  Rion,  which  have  failed  to  pay  their  Diocesan  dues,  as 
is  shown  by  the  list  of  the  Treasurer;  also  St.  Matthias,  Summerton, 
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and  Epiphany,  Upper  St.  John's,  as-  to  which  the  certificates  presented 
are  unsigned  by  Rector,  Secretary  of  the  Vestry  or  Warden.

That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  through  its  Council, 
does  hereby  give  its  consent  to  be  included  in  that  group  of  Dioceses 
and  Missionary  Districts  designated  by  Canon  as  the  Fourth  Province. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  be 
requested  to  prepare  and  report  upon  such  constitutional  or  canonical 
amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  election  of  Deputies 
to  the  Synod  of  this  Province. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  election  of  clerical  and  lay  dele- 
gates toi  the  Provincial  Synod  be  made  the  special  order  for 
tomorrow  at  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  immediately  thereafter  the 
subject  of  the  SufFagran  Bishop  for  the  colored  people  of  the 
Church  as  presented  in  the  Bishop's  Address  be  taken  up  for 
consideration. 

The  following  report  was  adopted: 

Your  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes  have  had  referred 
to  them  the  applications  to  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council 
of  St.  John's,  Shandon;  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville,  as  Parishes,  and  St.

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Boyd.  It  was  received,  action  upon  its  recommendations 
being  deferred  to  a  subsequent  session. 

REPORT   OF    THE   SOCIAL   SERVICE    COMMISSION  TO 
DIOCESAN  COUNCIL,  MAY,  1914. 

True  religion  is  inspired  by  faith,  and  issues  in  conduct,  individual 
and  social.  This  is  the  major  theme  of  Christianity,  and  the  Church 
has  been  at  its  best  when  these  two  elements  have  been  most  per- 
fectly balanced  and  adjusted.  No  one  will  question  that  the  early 
Church  was  characterized  by  a  faith  both  vivid  and  enthusiastic. 
Their  viewpoint  in  regard  to  the  destiny  of  the  world  was  not  the 
same  as  ours.  The  conditions  and  problems  with  which  they  were 
confronted  were  far  different,  but  that  their  faith  gave  rise  to  action 
the  most  energetic,  to  service  the  most  complete  in  its  self-denying 
intensity,  the  evangelization  of  Europe  bears  witness.  Always  great 
faith  has  gone  with  great  service.  In  these  modern  times,  with  a 
divided  Christianity,  the  churches  seem  to  find  themselves  at  sea  in 
regard  to  what  they  ought  to  do  and  stand  for.  The  thoughtful 
observer  cannot  but  be  struck  with  the  futility  and  aimlessness  of 
much  of  our  Church  activity.  We  have  a  well-organized  and  equipped 
Board  of  Missions,  to  which  we  contribute  with  more  or  less  liberality. 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  but  few  seem  to  think  that  there  are  problems 
to  be  solved,  conditions  to  be  bettered,  wrongs  to  be  righted  here  at 
our  own  doors,  in  our  own  communities,  of  certainly  not  less  impor- 
tance and  obligation.  These  problems  and  tasks  are  those  of  men,  of 
strong  men,  and  call  for  all  the  heroic  qualities  which  have  characterized 
the  great  conquests  of  Christianity  in  the  past,  and  the  Church  will  not 
find  its  renewed  faith,  will  not  be  recognized  by  humanity  as  the  power 
it  is  capable  of  becoming  until  it  addresses  itself  to  their  solution  and 
accomplishment. 

Your  Commission  has  not  been  empowered  nor  equipped  by  you  to 
take  any  effective  action.  Our  last  report  was  not  even  considered 
in  regard  to  its  recommendations.  It  is  useless  to  play  at  social  service. 
Unless  we  are  greatly  in  earnest,  we  had  best  let  it  alone,  leave  it  for 
more  active  and  wide-aAvake  organizations. 

There  is  nothing  sectarian  about  social  service,  therefore,  our  Church 
should  co-operate  with  other  churches  and  organizations  which  are 
working  in  this  field.  Our  Church  might  well  be  a  leader  of  such 
activities  in  this  State.  It  would  put  us  in  a  new  light  before  the 
people.  It  would  do  more  for  Christian  unity  than  all  the  resolutions 
ever  passed  by  convention  or  synod.  It  would  be  our  best  assurance 
of  growth  and  enlargement,  because  the  Church  that  best  serves  the 
cause  of  humanity  is  the  Church  that  men  will  reverence  and  adhere  to. 

The  work  of  a  social  service  commission  must  first  be  one  of  educa- 
tion and  inspiration.  To  make  it  really  effective  there  should  be  a 
paid  secretary,  who  could  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  work.  In  default 
of  this  a  commission  composed  of  members  each  of  whom  would  be 
willing  to  devote  something  of  his  time  to  a  certain  phase  of  the  work, 
and  which  would  meet  not  less  than  once  every  quarter  to  plan  and 
assign  its  work  could  accomplish  something. 

Speakers  could  visit  the  various  Parishes  in  the  interest  of  social 
service,  pamphlets  could  be  gotten  out  and  distributed,  petitions  could 
be  gotten  up  and  sent  to  the  Legislature  asking  for  remedial  legisla- 
tion; social  service  committees  for  the  consideration  of  local  matters 
could  be  organized  in  every  town,  and  a  State  organization  effected. 
Such  an  organization  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  ends  of  civic 
righteousness  would  quickly  make  itself  felt  in  far-reaching  effects. 
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Among  the  more  important  needs  of  our  State  we  note  the  following: 

(1)  Prison  reform.  Better  sanitation  and  food  for  prisoners;  separa- 
tion of  hardened  criminals  from  first  offenders;  the  abrogation  of 
infamous  or  humiliating  punishments  for  trivial  offences;  the  operation 
of  the  suspended  sentence,  and,  generally  speaking,  the  substitution 
of  the  spirit  of  reclamation  for  the  spirit  of  revenge. 

(2)  Public  health.  Better  laws,  and  better  administration  of  laws, 
in  regard  to  the  reduction  and  final  elimination  of  contagious  diseases. 

(3)  The  improvement  of  rural  conditions.  Better  schools,  better 
churches,  a  more  developed  social  life. 

(4)  The  improvement  of  the  conditions  of  the  mill  villages,  with  the 
abolition  so  far  as  practicable  of  child  labor. 

(5)  Also,  because  little  can  be  accomplished  without  honest  officials, 
better  political  conditions  should  be  striven  after,  and  our  elections 
should  be  placed  beyond  the  possibility  of  fraud. 

The  Church,  of  course,  cannot  undertake  all  these  phases  of  work, 
but  it  may  be  an  inspirer  of  such  work,  and  ought  to  make  plain  to 
its  members  where  their  duty  lies. 

We  propose  as  an  amendment  to  the  Canon  constituting  a  Social 
Service  Commission  now  pending  before  this  Council  to  strike  out  in 
Section  1  the  words  "fourteen  members,"  substituting  the  words  "nine 
members,"  and  instead  of  "three  men  from  each  Convocational  Dis- 
trict" "two  men  from  each  Convocational  District;"  and  instead  of 
"five  women  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary" 
at  its  annual  meeting  the  words  "three  women,  one  from  each  Con- 
vocational District,  to  be  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  at  its  annual  meeting." 

We  also  propose  to  change  the  number  of  Section  4  to  Section  5, 
the  following  to  be  numbered  Section  4: 

Sec.  4.  Tuesday  night  of  the  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  devoted  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Social  Service  Commission's  report. 

We  propose  the  following  resolutions  for  the  adoption  of  this  Council: 

(1)  The  Deans  of  the  several  convocations  shall  have  authority  to 
nominate  members  for  the  Social  Service  Commission  from  their 
respective  convocations  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2)  That  this  Council  appropriate  one  hundred  dollars  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  this  Commission  during  the  ensuing  year.

Rev.  F.  A.  DeRosset  introduced  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons : 

Resolved,  That  Art.  Ill  of  the  Constitution  be  altered  by  the  insertion 
of  the  words  "or  has  been  engaged  in  educational  work  in  any  institu- 
tion of  learning  under  the  supervision  of  the  Church"  after  the  word 
"Council"  in  the  eighth  line. 

The  hour  for  the  special  order — the  election  of  delegates  to 
the  Provincial  Synod — having  arrived,  on  motion  of  Mr.  J.  N. 
Frierson,  it  was  resolved  that  Rule  XIII  be  suspended  and 
that  Council  elect  the  delegates  by  individual  ballot  of  all 
deputies  present. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh,  the  special  order  was  post- 
poned in  order  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  with  reference  to  the  matter  of  the 
Provincial  Synod.    The  Committee  reported  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  question  as  to  whether  any  legislation  is  necessary  in  regard  to  this 
Diocese  adopting  the  Provincial  System,  beg  leave  to  report  that  no 
constitutional  or  canonical  legislation  is  necessary.  The  Diocese,  through 
its  Council,  is  at  liberty  to  give  or  withhold  its  consent  to  the  proposed 
system  by  a  simple  resolution.  But  if  the  Council  consents  it  will  be 
necessary  to  change  the  Rules  of  Order  so  as  to  provide  for  the  election 
of  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod  when  in  order. 

The  Committee  takes  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  Council  to  one 
feature  of  this  matter  indicated  in  the  Address  of  the  Bishop  yesterday. 
In  his  Address  the  Bishop  stated  that  if  hereafter  a  Racial  Missionary 
District,  with  its  colored  Bishop,  should  be  erected  by  the  General 
Convention  within  the  bounds  of  any  Province  such  Bishop  would 
become  entitled  to  membership  in  the  Provincial  Synod  together  with 
clerical  and  lay  delegates,  also  colored.  In  view  of  this  contingency 
the  Committee  ventures  to  suggest  that  it  may  be  expedient  for  the 
Council  to  consider  more  carefully  the  matter  of  consenting  to  the 
Provincial  System,  lest  we  may  find  ourselves  committed  to  action  that 
may  be  irrevocable  and  the  Diocese  unable  to  withdraw  from  the 
Province  when  once  it  has  become  part  thereof. 

This  report  was,  on  motion,  received  as  information. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  A.  DeRosset,  it  was  resolved  that  in 
the  election  of  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod  the  procedure 
provided  for  in  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  be  followed. 

On  motion,  the  order  of  the  day  was  suspended  and  a  motion 
was  passed  to  reconsider  the  resolutions  passed  on  yesterday 
consenting  to  the  inclusion  of  the  Diocese  in  the  Fourth 
Province.    Then,  on  motion,  this  consideration  was  post- 
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poned  until  after  the  discussion  and  action  upon  the  subject 
of  the  Suffragan  Bishop. 

It  was  resolved  that  in  this  discussion  speeches  be  limited  to 
ten  minutes. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Jeter  introduced  the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  Less  than  one-half  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled 
to  representation  in  the  Council  are  represented  by  delegates  at  this 
Council;  and, 

Whereas,  The.  question  of  a  Suffragan  Bishop  is  a  matter  affecting 
the  whole  Diocese;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  debate  and  a  vote  on  this  question  be  postponed  until 
next  year. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Frierson  moved  the  following  as  a  substitute: 

Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  in  Council  assembled  does  hereby  express 
its  preference  for,  and  approval  of,  the  plan  for  the  election  of  a 
Suffragan  Bishop  for  the  colored  work  in  this  Diocese. 

Mr.  Walter  Hazard  moved  the  following  as  substitute  to  the 
substitute : 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  hereby  expresses  its  approval  of  the  plan 
for  a  Suffragan  Bishop  in  preference  to  the  Racial  District  Plan,  and 
that  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  treats  of  this  subject  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons,  with  instructions  to  draft  the  proper  amendment  or  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  to  provide  for  carrying  said 
plan  into  effect  in  the  event  of  its  final  adoption,  and  to  report  the 
same  to  the  next  Council. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  3  :30  o'clock. 


3 :30  P,  M.

Air.  Walter  Hazard  introduced  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  X,  Sec.  4,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  "Standing"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "Finance," 
so  that  said  Section  4,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  4.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  shall  become  vacant  the  Finance 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council.

Resolved,  That  Standing  Resolution  No.  12  (adopted  in  1890),  as 
printed  on  page  153  of  the  Journal  of  1913,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "November,  1890,  and  every,"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "October,  1914,  and  on  the  same 
day  in  each,"  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "October"  on  the  next  to 
the  last  line  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "September,"  so  that 
the  said  resolution,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  1914,  and  on  the  same  day  in  each  year 
thereafter,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify 
the  several  Clergymen,  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable 
not  later  than  September  15th. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  DeRosset,  it  was  resolved  that 
Standing  Resolution  No.  10  be  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  words  "deputies  and"  the  words  "if  desired  by  any 
deputy." 

The  following  report  was  received: 
REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  COMMISSION. 

The  Commission  feels  that  strong  forward  steps  have  been  taken 
in  the  past  year  in  connection  with  our  Sunday  School  work. 

Greater  interest  is  being  engendered  at  each  meeting  of  the  different 
Convocations,  and  the  schools  are  awaking  to  their  opportunity  all  over 
the  Diocese.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  while  many  of  the 
schools  did  not  send  a  delegate  to  the  Convention  held  in  Spartanburg, 
yet  they  sent  their  share  of  the  expenses  necessary  to  make  this  Con- 
vention a  success. 

We  feel  that  this  Convention  marks  the  high-water  mark  so  far  in 
our  Sunday  School  work  in  South  Carolina.  It  is  seldom  that  such  a 
body  of  experts  are  gathered  together  for  the  work  of  one  Diocese. 
Workers,  such  as  Dr.  Bradner,  Mrs.  Loman,  Mr.  Mead,  Mr.  Hall, 
Deaconess  Sands,  Professor  Baker  and  others  are  all  experts  in  their 
several  lines  and  the  faculty  of  our  Convention  might  have  graced  any 
Sunday  School  meeting  in  the  United  States.  We  say  this  advisedly, 
because  three  of  those  we  had  with  us  were  those  selected  to  lead  in 
their  respective  departments  at  the  General  Convention  in  New  York, 
so  that  we  were  indeed  fortunate  to  secure  them. 

In  addition  to  this,  Winter  Institutes  have  been  conducted  both  in 
Columbia  and  Charleston,  Charleston  being  one  of  the  first  cities  in 
this  country  to  take  up  the  work  of  the  General  Board  and  apply  it  to 
local  conditions. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  we  have  also  done  well.  Our  receipts 
were  from  all  sources,  $210.45,  and  our  expenses  were  $194.57,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $15.88.  This  is  after  paying  all  the  expenses  of  adver- 
tising the  Convention  and  the  expenses  of  all  the  speakers.    There  is 
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no  reason  why  the  work  of  Religious  Education  in  this  Diocese  should 
not  go  forward

The  Committee  has  considered  the  matter  coming  before  them  of 
making  Columbia  the  permanent  place  of  meeting  of  the  Council.  They 
report  that  in  their  opinion  the  proposed  legislation  may  be  accom- 
plished without  altering  Sec.  1  of  Art.  II  of  the  Constitution.  By  that 
article  it  is  now  in  the  power  of  the  Council  to  select  Columbia  year 
after  year  as  a  place  of  meeting,  by  resolution  10  that  effect.  In  such 
resolution  the  proviso  might  easily  be  incorporated  that  entertainment 
of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  by  the  Parish  in  which  the  meeting- 
is  held  is  not  expected  or  desired.  The  advantage  of  this  is  that  with- 
out amending  the  Constitution  the  Council  could  go  back  to  its  present 
custom  of  meeting  in  different  places  should  the  plan  of  meeting  in 
Columbia  or  any  other  one  place  be  deemed  inexpedient  for  any  reason.

G.  W.  Lay,  the  Rector,  representing  St.  Mary's  School, 
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Raleigh;  by  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  Rector,  representing  the 
Porter  Military  Academy,  and  by  Rev.  F.  A.  DeRosset  in 
behalf  of  the  Jerusalem  and  the  East  Mission. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read  by  its  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell.  On  motion,  the 
report  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed  in  the  Journal. 
(Vide  Appendix  II.) 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
read  the  apportionment  upon  the  various  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese.  With  some  changes  these  were  accepted 
and  adopted  as  the  apportionments  for  the  ensuing  year. 
(Vide  Appendix  II.) 

It  was  ordered  that  the  reports  of  the  Deans  of  Convoca- 
tion be  printed  in  the  Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  II.) 

Nominations  were  called  for  from  the  Missionary  Districts 
for  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  the  following 
nominations  were  made  :

Council  adjourned  until  10:00  a.  m.  tomorrow.

THIRD  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  14,  A.  D.  1914,  10:00  A.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  after  divine 
service  at  9  :30  o'clock. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  and 
adopted. 
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Mr.  H.  P.  Duvall  read  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. The  report  was  received  and  the  recommendations 
appended  thereto  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee  begs  to  offer  for  your  consideration  a  report  which 
it  considers  is  most  encouraging.  Our  Council  one  year  ago  was  facing 
the  largest  apportionment  it  has  ever  had  for  General  Missions  by 
some  $500,  making  a  total  of  some  $7,706,  to  be  met  by  September 
1,  1913,  with  less  than  one-half  paid,  with  an  additional  expense 
account  of  $600  for  the  General  Convention,  $300  additional  for 
Bishop's  traveling  expenses,  totaling  about  $1,600  more  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  And  after  your  Committee  had  made  their  report  asking 
for  an  assessment  to  cover,  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  commencing 
work  in  the  mill  districts,  added  an  additional  2  per  cent,  levy,  or,  say, 
S1.250.  In  other  words,  the  Parishes  and  Missions  were  asked  for 
some  $2,600  more  than  usual.  And  your  Committee  can  now  come 
to  you  and  say  the  Church  has  responded  to  your  call.  The  apportion- 
ment for  General  Missions  was  paid  in  full;  the  levy  of  1  per  cent, 
for  Bishop's  salary  and  5  per  cent,  for  Church  extension,  general 
expenses  of  Council  and  General  Convention  have  been  met  more 
closely,  considering  the  amount  involved  and  the  sudden  increase,  than 
ever  before.  The  spirit  seems  to  be  rapidly  gaining  ground  that  we 
are  not  simply  making  gifts,  but  trying  to  pay  our  honest  debts  for 
the  obligations  we  are  under  to  our  branch  of  the  Christian  Church 
for  the  great  benefits  we  receive  therefrom. 

The  report  of  Treasurer  of  Council  is  most  satisfactory,  except  the 
collection  of  Sewanee  Fund,  which  gets  less  each  year — only  $436  against 
8-562  last  year,  which,  with  the  8500  from  the  Trustees,  makes  the  total 
8936,  a  deficit  of  some  $4-75. 

What  the  Fixaxce  Committee  Has  Accomplished. 

Since  the  Finance  Committee  was  organized  or  created  under  Canon 
XXI  three  years  ago,  it  has  met  regularly  several  times  a  year  and 
has  thoroughly  gone  into  the  finances  of  the  Church  and  made  recom- 
mendations to  Council  as  to  the  budget  for  the  year,  and  from  the 
appropriations  of  Council  for  Church  Extension  work  of  $1,500  each 
year  for  three  years  has  made  appropriations  for  over  thirty  Missions. 

It  has  made  appropriations  for  seven  Church  buildings,  viz.:  Dar- 
lington, Conway,  Ninety-Six,  Mullins,  Charleston  Navy  Yard,  Dillon 
and  St.  James,  Greenville;  for  the  purchase  of  five  lots  for  Church 
buildings,  viz.:  Conway,  St.  George,  Greer,  Shandon,  and  St.  Timothy, 
Columbia;  for  the  building  of  three  Rectories,  viz.:  Greenwood,  Edge- 
field. Barnwell;  for  one  vestry  room,  St.  Andrew's,  Greenville;  for 
one  Parish  house,  St.  Peter's,  Plantersville;  for  Sunday  School  work 
for  five  country  Sunday  Schools  near  Florence;  for  furniture  for  one 
Church,  Mullins;  for  schools,  two,  St.  John's  Industrial  School,  Charjes- 
ton,  and  St.  Mary's  School,  Columbia;  for  Rectors,  viz.:  Malvern  Hill, 
Bennettsville,  Dillon,  Ridgeway,  and  St.  James,  Greenville;  for 
Assistant  Rector,  one,  Florence,  and  for  colored  Archdeacon. 

Last  year  Council  levied  an  assessment  of  2  per  cent,  for  work  in 
mill  centers.  This  amounted  to  $1,225,  and  with  this  fund  this  work 
has  been  aided  at  Spartanburg,  Columbia  and  Graniteville  mill  villages. 

The  following  Unorganized  Missions  are  in  the  above  list:  Navy 
Yard,  St.  Peter's,  Plantersville,  Christ  Church,  Mullins,  Mission  at 
Conway,  Mission  at  Graniteville,  Mission  at  Malvern  Hill,  and  Dillon, 
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and  the  Committee  hopes  that  these  Missions  will  as  soon  as  possible 
complete  their  organization  and  come  into  union  with  Council. 

Treasurer  of  Council. 

Council  dues  and  Bishop's  Fund  have  been  paid  up  very  closely,  with 
a  balance  on  hand  of  $574.79,  about  the  same  as  last  year,  to  credit  of 
expense  account  of  Council,  and  with  a  balance  of  $2,657.50,  $791.00 
less  than  last  year,  to  credit  Bishop's  Common  Fund.  This  was  caused 
by  receiving  $990.00  less  interest  from  investments  of  funds  of  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund  than  last  year.  This  will  probably  be  explained  when 
we  receive  report  from  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees. 

Of  the  Sewanee  apportionment  less  than  50  per  cent,  was  paid;  one- 
half  was  paid  by  Middle  Convocation,  54  Parishes  and  Missions  con- 
tributing, 27  of  which  were  in  Columbia  Convocation.

Editor  of  Diocese. 

The  editor  reports  the  paper  self-supporting,  except  as  to  editor's 
salary,  all  debts  paid  and  $77.11  on  hand,  if  all  subscribers  would 
pay  his  balance  would  be  increased  at  least  $200.00.  With  the  great 
improvement  in  the  paper  and  the  amount  of  Church  news  it  is  sur- 
prising that  it  has  not  more  paying  subscribers.  However,  the  editor 
has  not  called  on  our  Committee  for  any  help,  and  we  hope  the  sub- 
scription list  will  soon  begin  to  grow. 

We  recommend  that  a  page  in  The  Diocese  be  devoted  monthly  to 
the  Treasurers  of  the  various  funds;  and  also  request  that  the  editor 
put  on  his  free  mailing  list  Treasurer  of  every  Parish  and  Mission. 

We  also  recommend  that  every  Parish  and  Mission  send  to  Council 
next  year  their  Treasurer  for  a  conference  of  all  Treasurers  and  the 
Finance  Committee  as  to  a  system  of  financial  work  in  the  Parishes 
and  Missions,  as  we  think  many  troubles  of  the  Church  come  from 
want  of  system  and  promptness  in  their  financial  arrangements. 

Treasurer  Advancement  Society. 

Treasurer  of  Advancement  Society  has  only  reported  on  the  Society's 
own  funds,  as  all  trust  funds  have  been  turned  over  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  Church.  All  of  his  collections  of  interest  on  investments,  mem- 
bers' dues  and  balance  from  last  year,  $2,790.02,  have  been  used  for 
Missions,  except  his  commissions,  salary  for  Librarian,  $50.00,  and 
some  small  incidentals.

This  Committee  in  going  over  the  reports  from  the  Missionaries  in 
the  Diocese  find  that  there  is  one  Missionary  who  does  not  receive  a 
salary  sufficient  to  comply  with  Canon  XII,  Sec.  12.  We  also  find 
that  the  salaries  of  many  of  the  Missionaries  and  Rectors  are  not  paid 
monthly,  and  we  wish  to  impress  on  these  Parishes  that  the  Ministers 
should  be  paid  promptly  and  regularly,  as  otherwise  their  efficiency 
will  be  greatly  impaired.  While  the  Church  is  not  a  business  institu- 
tion primarily,  there  is  a  business  side  to  it,  and  this  side  should  be 
run  on  strictly  business  principles.  And  we  ask  that  the  Vestries  of 
each  and  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  see  that  their  finances 
are  gotten  in  proper  shape,  and  that  the  Ministers  be  relieved  of  this 
business  side  of  the  Church's  work  as  much  as  possible,  and  we  suggest 
that  Vestries  should  see  that  salaries,  assessments,  and  apportionments 
are  promptly  paid.

At  an  average  cash  expense  of  $52  per  month,  an  average  of  13  per- 
sons have  received  meals,  fuel,  lights,  water;  besides  paying  matron,- 
cook,  insurance  and  incidental  expenses.  Generous  contributions  of 
groceries  from  Charleston  churches  have  made  this  possible.  Of  78 
Parishes  and  Missions,  54  have  given  no  assistance  in  the  past  year.  The 
roof  and  flues  are  in  such  a  dilapidated  condition  that  the  ladies  are 
suffering  severely.  The  smallest  sum  for  which  they  may  be  repaired 
is  $400.  The  Trustees  have  no  funds,  owing  to  the  neglect  above  men- 
tioned. That  this  condition  should  continue  is  a  serious  reproach  to  the 
Diocese. 

We  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations  to  Council: 
1st.  That  a  levy  of  1  per  cent,  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  for 
salary,  which  is  $4,000.00  and  for  traveling  expenses  and  clerical  help, 
$500.00,  be  laid  upon  each  church  and  parish  on  the  current  expenses, 
including  salary,  fuel,  etc.,  and  that  a  sum  equivalent  to  6  per  cent,  on 
the  expenses  of  each  Church  and  Parish  in  union  with  Council,  be  levied 
upon  each  Church  and  Parish  for  the  following  items:

For  expenses  of  Council   750  00

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and  that  said  levy  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  reports  made  by  the 
various  Churches  and  Parishes  as  recorded  in  the  Journal  of  1913,  and 
that  $1.00  be  made  the  minimum  assessment. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

H.  P.  Duvall,  Chairman. 

Rev.  Walter  Mitchell  moved  that  this  Diocese  adopt  the 
Nelson  plan  for  the  endowment  and  support  of  the  University 
of  the  South.    The  motion  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  H.  Harding,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  give  this  year  to  the  University  of  the 
South  $1,000,  this  to  include  the  usual  $500  from  the  income  of  funds  in 
hands  of  Trustees,  and  that  the  Council  request  the  Bishop  to  secure 
through  the  Vice  Chancellor  a  representative  to  visit' the  Parishes  and 
Missions  of  the  Diocese  in  the  interest  of  the  University. 

Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton  moved  the  f  ollowing  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  special  Committee  on  Episcopal  Residence  be 
appointed  at  this  Council,  and  that  this  committee  be  empowered,  in  the 
event  of  the  sale  of  the  Edmunds  property  at  Aiken,  to  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds to  the  purchase  or  erection  of  a  suitable  Episcopal  Residence  in 
such  location  as  may  seem  best  to  the  committee  upon  a  full  considera- 
tion of  the  whole  question. 

Upon  request  of  the  Bishop,  Dr.  Kershaw  took  the  chair. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Johnson  moved  as  a  substitute  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  the  sale  of  the  Edmunds  property  in 
Aiken,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  estab- 
lishing a  boarding  school  or  college  for  girls  in  this  Diocese. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Jeter  moved  as  a  substitute  for  this  substitute 
the  following : 

Resolved,  That  upon  the  consummation  of  the  sale  of  the  Edmunds 
property  at  Aiken,  the  proceeds  be  devoted  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  look- 
ing to  a  division  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Johnson  withdrew  his  substitute  resolution.  After 
debate  a  vote  was  taken  upon  the  substitute  offered  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Jeter,  resulting  in  its  adoption. 

The  Bishop  resumed  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walter  Hazard,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  inform 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Council  of  Sewanee  that,  insamuch  as 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  has  never  assumed  responsibility  for  dues 
or  apportionments  levied  by  said  'Council,  this  Diocese  does  not  regard 
itself  as  liable  for  the  claim  of  $375  presented  by  the  Treasurer  of  said 
Council  and  cannot  authorize  the  payment  of  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Ambler,  it  was 
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Resolved,  That  this  Council  does  hereby  endorse  the  suggestion  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  requests  the  Parishes  and  Missions  to  send  their 
Treasurers  to  the  next  Council  for  a  Treasurers'  Conference  with  them- 
selves and  the  Treasurer  of  Council. 

Council  was  addressed  by  Prof.  Charles  H.  Herty,  of 
Chapel  Hill,  on  the  subject  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund. 

Rev.  John  C.  Carman,  Superintendent  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Sunday  School  Association,  was  presented  to  Council  and 
spoke  a  few  word's  on  religious  education. 

Council  entered  upon  the  election  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. On  motion,  there  being  no*  other  nominations,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  Council  for  the 
following  nominees,  which  being  done,  they  were  declared  duly 
elected!  to  be  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese :  Revs. 
W.  B.  Gordon,  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  A.  R.  Mitchell,  A.  S. 
Thomas,  S.  C.  Beckwith,  and  Messrs.  R.  I.  Manning,  T.  W. 
Bacot,  H.  P.  Duvall,  W.  C.  Bissell,  C.  S.  Gadsden. 

The  following  report,  read  by  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  was 
received  and  the  resolutions  recommended  adopted  (after  the 
insertion  of  some  amendments)  as  printed  in  this  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  OX  MISSIONS,  DIOCESAN 
COUNCIL,  1914. 

Your  Commission  has  not  been  as  actively  at  work  this  year  as  in 
previous  years,  for  the  reason  that  under  the  new  Canon  on  Missions, 
passed  at  the  last  Council,  by  virtue  of  which  our  work  and  status  were 
denned  and  the  method  of  forming  the  Commission  was  changed,  the 
membership  of  the  Commission  was  to  be  determined  by  the  respective 
Convocations.  It  was  felt  by  the  Chairman  that  it  would  be  unwise  for 
the  old  Commission  to  undertake  any  aggressive  work.  But  the  Convo- 
cations failed  to  arrange  for  our  successors,  so  that  it  was  thought  best 
in  the  time  that  remained,  to  try  to  secure  certain  data  and  also  to  make 
an  effort  to  have  a  Committee  on  Missions  appointed  in  every  congre- 
gation. 

We  would  call  especial  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  success  of  the 
work  for  Missions  depends  first  of  all,  upon  the  clergy.  They  are  the 
leaders;  if  they  lead  rightly  the  people  will  follow.  If  they  lead  wrongly 
they  will,  of  course,  do  more  harm  than  good;  our  experience  is  that  too 
many  of  the  clergy  do  neither,  but  permit  the  whole  missionary  question 
to  drift  along  in  a  more  or  less  haphazard  way. 

This  is  illustrated  by  the  replies  received  from  the  clergy  to  the  list 
of  questions  sent  out  some  time  ago,  and  appended  herewith  as  a  part 
of  this  report. 

According  to  the  last  Journal,  there  are  in  the  Diocese  59  Parishes,  36 
Organized  Missions,  20  Unorganized  Missions.  Of  these  we  have  replies 
from  24.  Parishes,  6  Organized  Missions,  and  3  Unorganized  Missions, 
Out  of  a  total  of  115,  but  33  sent  replies  in  time  to  be  incorporated  in 
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this  report.  The  replies  from  one  Parish  were  not  signed,  so  that  we 
have  no  means  of  knowing  from  which  one  they  are  and  they  have  not 
been  considered  for  that  reason. 

Taking  up  the  more  important  questions  asked,  we  find  only  eight 
Parishes  and  Missions  have  overpaid  their  apportionment;  those  on  this 
roll  of  honor  are  All  Saints',  Waccamaw,  $4.07;  Epiphany,  Laurens, 
$12.45;  St.  John's,  Charleston,  $142.00  for  the  General  Board  and  $50.00 
for  the  Diocesan;  Trinitv,  Columbia,  some  $400.00;  St.  Paul,  Bennetts- 
ville,  $27.00;  St.  Timothy,  Columbia,  $30.00;  St.  Peter's,  Plantersville, 
$0.44. 

The  fact  that  but  eight  have  overpaid  the  amounts  apportioned  them 
would  seem  to  show  that  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  has  done  that  which 
the  General  Church  and  the  Board  of  Missions  have  tried  very  hard  to 
prevent,  namely,  taken  the  apportionment  as  the  maximum  to  be  reached, 
whereas,  in  fact,  it  is  the  minimum  amount  required  for  the  work  of  the 
Church.  And  if  the  other  Dioceses  follow  our  example  in  this  respect  it 
would  mean  that  in  every  mission  field  some  important  work  would  have 
to  go  unprovided  for  and  other  work  could  not  be  begun  at  all. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future  we  will  make  the  amount  appor- 
tioned us  the  very  least  we  can  afford  to  give  and  not  the  greatest;  that 
we  will  not  be  content  to  do  the  least. 

According  to  the  replies  received,  but  three  others  have  paid  the  appor- 
tionment in  full.  These  are  Resurrection,  Greenwood;  St.  Michael's, 
Charleston;  Trinity,  Abbeville.  That  is  to  say,  only  three  are  probably 
in  a  position  to  go  on  and  join  the  eight  who  have  already  overpaid. 
Nine  others  expect  to  meet  the  apportionment  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

This  makes  but  a  total  of  20  Parishes  and  Missions  out  of  the  32  who 
sent  replies,  who  expect  to  or  who  have  paid  it. 

This  condition  requires  some  explanation  and  in  the  other  questions  it 
was  our  hope  to  be  able  to  find  it.  In  connection  with  the  Forward 
Movement  which  the  Board  was  instructed  by  the  Church  to  make,  the 
Board  in  the  beginning  did  all  that  it  could  to  make  it  clear  that  the 
larger  amounts  could  be  relatively  easily  secured,  provided  the  plans 
which  it  proposed  were  adopted  and  put  into  operation  as  they  directed. 
The  Every  Member  Canvass  is  not  a  charm,  nor  does  it  work  like  medi- 
cine does.  But  if  it  is  introduced  after  the  sort  of  careful  preparation 
advised  by  the  Board,  it  will  do  what  is  claimed  for  it. 

We  find  that  but  seven  Parishes  and  Missions  have  even  tried  it. 
All  report  gratifying  success;  and  without  a  single  exception  these  seven 
are  in  the  list  mentioned  above  of  those  who  have  paid  or  will  pay  their 
apportionment.  It  occurs  to  us  that  those  congregations  which  feel 
depressed  over  the  amounts  apportioned  them  should  loyally  adopt  the 
method  urged  by  the  Board,  before  they  determine  to  do  less  than  the 
minimum  expected  of  them.  In  this  connection,  but  three  replied  that 
they  expected  to  do  this  within  the  next  year. 

Fourteen  Parishes  and  Missions  gave  the  Easter  Offering  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendation  of  Council,  except  that  one  of  them  used 
the  half  which  was  asked  for  the  Colored  Work,  for  Current  Expenses. 
In  answer  to  the  question  whether  or  not,  an  offering  in  lieu  of  the 
Easter  Offering,  would  be  taken  for  this  purpose,  all  but  six  ignored 
the  question,  these  six  said  that  they  would  not  do  so;  five  said  no;  one 
was  doubtful  about  it. 

Your  Commission  feels  that  this  situation  is  in  part  the  result  of 
faulty  methods  of  raising  the  funds  needed  for  the  work  of  all  sorts  for 
which  the  respective  Parishes  and  Missions  are  responsible.  We  do  not 
feel  that  a  mere  plan,  of  itself,  would  revolutionize  Parochial  finances; 
but  we  are  equally  certain  that  if  this  plan  is  used  in  accordance  with 
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the  suggestions  sent  with  it,  it  will  so  improve  the  Parochial  income  that 
it  would  not  be  difficult  to  overpay  the  apportionment  both  for  Diocesan 
and  General  Missions  and  use  the  Easter  Offering  as  Council  has  recom- 
mended in  addition.  This  is  not  a  "council  of  perfection,"  but  a  matter 
of  fact  which  experience  has  demonstrated  over  and  over  again,  within 
the  Diocese  and  out  of  it. 

So  far  as  we  are  able  to  explain  the  hesitancy  in  trying  the  plan,  it  is 
due  to  a  feeling  that  if  so  much  more  money  is  taken  out  of  the  Parish 
for  Missions,  there  will  be  just  that  much  less  left  for  Parochial  obliga- 
tions within  the  Parish  itself.  That  the  average  Parish  has  all  it  can  do 
to  meet  these  latter  now.  But  this  is  mere  theory  and  is  based  upon  a 
wrong  presumption,  namely,  that  the  money  which  is  now  being  given 
is  all  that  there  is  to  be  had  for  such  purposes.  Over  against  this 
theory  we  set  the  experience  of  those  who  have  given  our  method  an 
honest  trial.  Those  congregations  have  found  that  when  a  dollar  left 
the  Parish  it  did  not  leave  an  "aching  void,"  but  that  it  brought  to  the 
surface,  for  use  within  the  Parish,  from  two  to  five  other  dollars,  and 
these  latter  were  given  more  cheerfully  than  the  one  dollar  had  been 
under  the  old  method. 

With  regard  to  the  future,  your  Commission  wishes  to  have  more 
time  given  to  it  at  the  next  Council  where  the  whole  missionary  proposi- 
tion may  be  brought  before  the  Council.  In  the  meantime,  we  have  for 
distribution,  in  accordance  with  the  letter  sent  to  the  clerical  members  of 
Council,  a  selected  set  of  pamphlets  from  the  General  Board,  and  we 
shall  be  happy  to  have  every  member  of  Council  take  a  set  home  and  read 
it  carefully. 

In  conclusion,  we  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Commission  on  Missions  be  authorized  to  hold  a 
Laymen's  Missionary  Convention,  before  next  Council,  if  in  its  judgment 
the  plan  is  found  feasible. 

Resolved,  2.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  there  should  be 
formed  in  every  congregation  a  Committee  on  Missions. 

Resolved,  3.  That  this  Committee,  when  formed,  be  expected  to  hold 
for  its  congregation  an  Every  Member  Canvass  for  Missions,  where  such 
plan  is  not  now  in  use. 

Resolved,  4.  That  Wednesday  night  of  next  Council  be  given  to  this 
Commission. 

With  regard  to  the  resolution  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  that  the  Coun- 
cil organize,  for  boys  and  young  men,  a  society  like  that  of  the  Junior 
Auxiliary  for  girls  and  young  men,  your  Commission  would  report  that 
as  the  Board  of  Missions  is  now  at  work  on  this  matter,  we  think  it 
would  be  better  for  us  to  wait  and  second  their  efforts  rather  than  to 
go  ahead  on  our  own  initiative.  We,  therefore,  ask  for  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  As  the  General  Board  of  Missions  hopes  soon  to  offer  a  plan 
for  an  organization  for  boys  and  young  men,  such  as  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  this  Diocese  wishes  to  see  perfected  within  the  Diocese,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  wait  for  this  action  of  the  Board,  hoping  that  such 
contemplated  organization  be  formed,  and  that  we  do  all  we  can  to  put 
into  operation  in  the  Diocese  the  plan  which  they  may  recommend.

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Finlay,  it  was  resolved  that  Tues- 
day night  of  the  next  meeting  of  Council  be  given  up  to  the 
consideration  of  the  subject  of  Social  Service. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  I.  Manning,  it  was  ordered  that  a 
telegram  of  greeting  and  sympathy  be  sent  to  Mr.  W.  B. 
Moore,  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Home  and  member  of  this 
Council,  detained  by  illness,  praying  for  him  a  speedy  recov- 
ery to  health. 
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The  election  of  two  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  being  in  order, 
Rev.  F.  N.  Skinner  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Weston  were  nominated. 
There  being  no  further  nominations,  the  Secretary  was  by 
vote  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  Council  for  the  above 
named  nominees,  which  being  done,  they  were  then  declared 
duly  elected. 

The  changes  in  Canon  XX  indicated  in  the  following 
report  being  proposed,  the  same  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Canons,  which  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they  recommend  the  following- 
changes  in  Canon  XX,  Section  2: 

First.  Strike  out  word  "eight"  in  line  one,  and  insert  the  word 
"twelve."  Second.  In  line  two,  add  the  word  "Orphanage"  after  the 
word  "Home."  Third.  Strike  out  words  "three"  and  "five,"  in  the 
parenthesis,  and  insert  in  the  respective  places  "five"  and  "seven." 
Fourth.  Strike  out  in  lines  four  and  five  the  words  "togethe'r  with  four 
Trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the  Church  Home  itself"  so  that  the  whole 
section  shall  read  as  follows : 

There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  Council  twelve  Trustees  of  the 
said  "The  Church  Home  Orphanage"  (five  from  among  the  clergy  and 
seven  communicants  from  among  the  laity),  who  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualify,  and  who  shall  control  and 
manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  a 
member  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  Board  shall 
annually  report  to  the  Council. 

This  report  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  concurrent  vote — - 
nineteen  clergymen  and  nineteen  churches  voting.  The  pro- 
posed amendments  were  therefore  declared  adopted. 

Nominations  being  called  for  for  twelve  Trustees  for  the 
Church  Home  Orphanage,  the  following  were  nominated: 
Revs.  O.  T.  Porcher,  C.  W.  Boyd,  A.  T.  Cornwell,  W.  H.  K. 
Pendleton,  C.  H.  Jordan,  Messrs.  P.  T.  Hayne,  H.  P.  Duvall, 
R.  I.  Manning,  W.  B.  Moore,  H.  A.  Ligon,  M.  D,,  William 
Godfrey,  W.  W.  Johnson.  The  Secretary  was  directed  by 
vote  to  cast  the  ballot  of  Council  for  the  nominees. 

There  being  no  other  nominees,  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  cast  the  ballotr  for  the  following  nominees  for  Trustees  of 
St.  Mary's  School  at  Raleigh :  Revs.  T.  T.  Walsh  and  L.  G. 
Wood,  and  Messrs.  P.  T.  Hayne  and  T.  W.  Bacot. 

The  following  report  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh  was 
received  and  the  suggested  resolutions  adopted: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  GIRLS'  SCHOOL. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Council  of  1913,  the  following  was 
adopted,  on  motion  of  Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh: 

Whereas,  There  is  in  this  Diocese  a  growing  need  for  a  boarding  school 
for  girls,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed,  by  the  Bishop,  to 
investigate  as  to  the  expediency  of  establishing  such  a  school,  and  report 
to  the  next  meeting  of  Council. 

The  first  step  undertaken  by  your  Committee,  by  way  of  investigation, 
had  reference  to  the  number  of  girls  from  "Episcopalian  families  reg- 
istered at  non-Episcopal  boarding  schools  and  "colleges"  in  this  State 
during  the  .term  1912-13. 

The  result  was  as  follows:

The  number  of  pupils  registered  for  the  same  period  at  our  present 
Diocesan  School  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  was  16. 

It  was  also  ascertained  that  there  were  several  boarding  schools  and 
colleges  within  this  State  at  which  the  total  expense  per  annum,  without 
music,  art,  etc.,  was  $200.00  and  less.  The  maximum  rate  was  charged 
by  Chicora,  Greenville  Female  and  Lander  Colleges.  The  rates  at 
other  institutions  were  as  follows:  Orangeburg  College,  $133.00;  Clifford 
Seminary,  $140.00;  Summerland  College,  $170.00,  and  Coker  College, 
,$180.00. 

By  special  request,  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  inspected  the 
Edmunds  property,  at  Aiken,  which  is  now  owned  by  this  Diocese. 
The  lot  occupies  one-half  of  a  city  block.  The  dwelling  house  is  com- 
pletely equipped  with  modern  conveniences  and  contains  fifteen  rooms, 
exclusive  of  the  basement,  kitchen,  large  pantry  and  three  baths.  There 
is  also  a  commodious  stable,  with  sleeping  rooms  above. 

In  the  event  this  property  were  utilized  for  the  purposes  of  a  board- 
ing school,  it  would  be  necessary  to  erect  a  dormitory. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  if  the  remaining  half  of  the 
city  block  were  donated  for  school  purposes  there  would  yet  be  a 
deficiency  of  land  for  future  expansion  of  the  school. 

Your  Committee  has  unquestionable  information  that  two  denomina- 
tional colleges  for  women  in  South  Carolina  have  recently  been  estab- 
lished and  equipped  solely  by  the  communities  in  which  they  are  located, 
and  without  any  initial  expense  to  the  churches  which  control  them. 
That  a  similar  benefaction  might  be  offered  to  the  Episcopal  Church  is 
by  no  means  improbable,  and  it  appears  to  your  Committee  that  the  hope 
of  such  good  fortune  is  sufficiently  reasonable  to  warrant  more  definite 
effort  toward  this  end. 

The  results  of  this  investigation  may  be  summed  up  as  follows: 

1st.  That  there  are  more  than  two  hundred  of  our  girls  now  attending 
non-Episcopalian  institutions  within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese  and  less 
than  one-tenth  of  this  number  at  our  present  Diocesan  School. 
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2d.  That  in  seven  of  these  schools  and  colleges  the  cost  per  annum  is 
not  more  than  $200.00. 

3d.  That  at  least  two  of  these  institutions  were  established  at  very 
small  expense  to  the  ecclesiastical  bodies  which  control  them. 

Your  Committee  would,  therefore,  report  that,  in  their  judgment,  it 
is  expedient  that  further  action  be  taken  toward  the  establishment  of  a 
boarding  school  or  college  for  girls,  and  they  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  seven  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  with 
authority  to-  investigate  as  to  the  ways  and  means  of  establishing  a 
boarding  school  or  college  for  girls,  to  be  under  control  of  the  Diocesan 
Council  and  devoted  to  the  objects  of  Christian  education. 

Resolved,  That  this  Committee  be  authorized  to  consider  propositions 
from  communities  in  the  State  looking  to  the  foundation  and  support  of 
such  a  school  or  college,  visiting  and  inspecting  such  sites  as  may  be 
offered,  and  reporting  to  the  next  meeting  of  this  Council.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hartwell  M.  Ayer,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  appoint  at  his  convenience  three  laymen 
as  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  develop  some  plan  for  the 
increase  and  the  establishment  of  an  improved  system  for  the  collection 
of  funds  in  the  Diocese  for  the  support  of  aged  and  dependent  clergy- 
men and  their  families  under  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  and  that 
the  plans  of  such  Committee  be  submitted  to  the  Bishop  for  his  approval. 

Time  for  the  recess  of  Council  was  extended  to  1 :45  p.  m. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Canons  was  received1.  The  recommendations  were  all 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote — the  proposed  amendment  to 
Art.  Ill  of  the  Constitution  and  to  Canon  XII,  Sec.  10,  pass- 
ing over  to  the  next  Council  f  or  final  action : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons  beg  leave  to  report  they 
have  considered  the  several  matters  referred  to  them,  viz.: 

1.  The  amendment  proposed  by  the  Rev.  F.  A.  DeRosset,  to  Art.  Ill 
of  the  Constitution,  as  follows,  to  insert  after  the  word  "Council,"  in 
the  eighth  line,  the  words  "or  who  has  been  engaged  for  the  same  period 
in  educational  work  in  any  institution  of  learning  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Church,"  the  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment. 

2.  The  amendment  to  Canon  XII,  Sec.  10,  proposed  by  Mr.  Walter 
Hazard  to  strike  out  the  words  "missionaries  and  of,"  in  line  1,  and 
the  words  "if  possible,"  in  line  2,  and  by  adding  after  the  word  "Treas- 
urer" the  words  "of  the  Diocese."  The  Committee  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment. 

3.  The  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Hazard  to  strike  out  the  word 
"Standing,"  in  Canon  10,  Sec.  4,  and  insert  the  word  "Finance."  The 
Committee  reports  that  the  change  suggested  is  inexpedient. 

4.  The  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  in  view  of  the 
numerous  amendments  and  other  changes  that  have  recently  been  made 
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in  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  in  the  Rules  of  Order  and  the  Standing 
Resolutions,  this  Committee  be  empowered  to  sit  in  the  interim  and 
revise  the  same  to  accord  with  the  changes  made. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  action  on  all  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  be  postponed  to 
the  next  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Walter  Hazard,  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  hereby  endorses  the 
principle  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  without  committing  itself  as  to 
the  details  thereof  and  without  agreeing  to  the  unification  of  the*  existing 
Diocesan  agencies  for  clerical  relief.  Further 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to 
be  known  as  "the  Committee  on  the  Church  Pension  Fund,"  to  take 
into  consideration  the  relation  that  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  should 
bear  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  and  to  report  to  the  next  Council. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
Committee  on  Finance :  Messrs.  H.  P.  Duvall,  R.  I.  Manning, 
F.  R.  Frost,  John  P.  Thomas,  Jr.,  Walter  Hazard.

REPORT   OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   THE   STATE   OF  THE 

CHURCH. 

In  presenting  the  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  your  Committee 
would  first  of  all  express  our  gratitude  to  God,  our  Father,  for  the 
great  privilege  of  another  year  of  service;  and  for  the  footprints  of 
progress  that  have  been  made  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Council. 
It  is  a  great  joy  as  well  as  an  inestimable  privilege  to  take  the  humblest 
part  in  extending  Christ's  Kingdom  in  the  world.  To  labor  in  love  for 
the  salvation  of  those  committed  to  our  care  and  the  establishing  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  on  this  earth;  to  deal  with  things  spiritual,  and  to 
see  the  fruits  of  our  labors  in  the  ingathering  of  souls  into  God's  house- 
hold has  been  our  joy  during  the  past  year.  And  this  joy  we  would 
make  known  to  all  men,  that  our  Lord's  call  for  laborers  to  work  in 
His  vineyard  may  not  be  in  vain. 

The  General  Convention  in  New  York  during  the  past  year  will  be 
noted  in  history  for  what  it  did  not  do;  and  distinguished  as  a  great 
Convention  by  two  clear  notes — the  note  of  unity  and  the  note  of 
progress  in  missions.  No  Convention  of  the  Church,  perhaps,  has  caught 
a  broader  vision  of  the  Church's  mission  and  sounded  a  clearer  note  of 
enthusiasm  for  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  the  dark  places  of 
the  earth. 

The  history  of  the  Church  since  the  meeting  of  our  Council  in  Charles- 
ton is  marked  by  progress,  and  should  send  us  forth  with  deeper  con- 
secration and  greater  hopefulness  to  do  the  work  whereunto  we  have 
been  called.  There  has  been  an  advance  all  along  the  line,  if  dry 
statistics  can  be  relied  upon.  It  seems  that  ten  Parishes  and  ten  Mis- 
sions have  failed  to  send  in  the  reports  required  by  the  Canons  to  this 
Council.  In  referring  to  the-  reports  made  to  the  Council  last  year,  and 
those  of  this  present  one,  we  find  an  increase  in  baptisms  of  — ;  in 
Sunday  School  scholars  and  teachers  of  — ;  in  confirmation  of  — ;  in 
communicants  of  — . 

When  we  add  the  increase  in  the  nonreporting  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, the  actual  gain  on  last  year  will  be  materially  increased.  In 
considering  the  financial  statistics,  we  find  a  reason  both  for  encourage- 
ment and  a  summons  to  renewed  effort,  especially  along  systematic 
lines.  It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  King's  business  requires 
business  methods  as  well  as  haste. 
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The  growth  and  advance  of  the  Church,  however,  is  not  marked  by 
the  increase  in  dollars  and  cents,  nor  the  numbers  in  confirmation 
classes,  but  in  the  spiritual  growth  and  devotion  of  her  members. 
In  the  number  of  postulants  and  candidates  for  the  Priesthood,  eight 
in  all,  there  is  much  cause  for  thankfulness  that  our  young  men  are 
responding  to  the  call  of  the  Father  for  more  laborers  in  His  vineyard. 

Much  attention  has  been  directed  to  social  service  in  some  of  the 
Dioceses  during  the  past  few  years,  and  your  Committee  urges  greater 
efforts  along  this  line,  and  calls  attention  to  the  problems  of  the  wage 
system,  the  Southern  cotton  mills,  and  practical  education  in  Rural 
Parishes.  We  are  a  Diocese  of  Rural  Parishes,  so  to  speak,  and  we 
should  be  alive  to  our  opportunities  of  extending  the  influence  and 
power  of  our  Church  along  the  lines  of  the  progressive  spirit  of  the 
times  and  the  everyday  needs  of  our  rural  population.  This  Church 
of  ours  is  a  teaching  Church,  and  we  feel  that  the  children  should  not 
only  be  taught  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  but  that  they  should  be  by  the 
sides  of  their  parents  or  teachers  in  the  Church  at  service  time,  sharing 
in  the  worship  of  God's  Holy  Temple. 

The  work  of  the  Church  Extension  the  Finance  Committee  is  doing 
should  be  heartily  commended  as  the  most  important  agency  in  the 
Diocese  in  lengthening  our  cords  and  strengthening  our  stakes  on  the 
outposts.  If  there  could  be  some  means  devised  whereby  more  funds 
could  be  raised  for  this  purpose,  greater  things  for  the  advancement 
of  the  Church  and  the  glory  of  God  would  be  brought  to  pass.  The 
conservation .  of  the  Church's  strength  should  claim  earnest  effort  on 
our  part.  To  this  end  the  work  of  confirmation  should  be  more  closely 
followed  up  and  Missions  established  in  every  mill  village,  that  her 
members  in  drifting  from  village  to  village  may  find  a  Church  home 
to  welcome  them.  The  Church  needs  to  make  a  wise  adventure  of  faith; 
and  to  do  this  the  people  must  be  informed  as  to  the  needs  at  home 
and  abroad  and  trained  in  the  privilege  of  giving  to  the  support  of  her 
work. 

We  heartily  commend  the  "Every  Member  Canvass"  and  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Duplex  System  of  Envelopes  as  a  means  to  this  ena. 
Finally,  your  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  are 
"epistles  read  and  known  of  all  men,"  and  if  we  are  realizing  more 
and  more  that  the  King's  business  requires  haste  and  responding  to  the 
Father's  call  to  service,  surely  the  Gospel  message  will  be  sounded 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  beloved  Diocese,  and  God  s 
blessing  will  be  with  the  Church  during  the  coming  year.

In  the  Martin  Scholarship  Account  $3,000.00  have  been  invested  in  the 
6%  bonds  of  the  Banker's  Realty  Company. 

There  is  now  on  hand  from  savings  bank  interest  and  coupons  $361.04, 
not  yet  turned  over  to  the  school. 
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St.  Mary's  is  not  only  one  of  the  oldest  of  our  Church  schools  for  girls, 
but  is  one  of  the  highest  in  grade  and  in  the  character  of  its  work.  It 
is  also  by  far  the  largest  of  our  Church  boarding  schools  for  girls  in  the 
United  States.  The  next  largest  have  enrollments  of  between  130  and 
140.  While  the  enrollment  at  St.  Mary's  for  the  past  five  years  has 
been:  Boarding  pupils,  150,  157,  152,  187,  178;  to  which,  adding  the  num- 
ber of  other  students,  the  totals  for  these  five  years  are:  239,  244,  242, 
301,  279.  The  number  for  the  present  year,  though  smaller  than  last 
year,  is  well  above  the  average  of  preceding  years.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
attendance  for  the  coming  year  will  show  an  increase  even  over  the 
banner  years  1912-13. 

The  health  of  the  school  during  the  past  year  has  been  excellent.  There 
was  one  case  of  a  dangerous  contagious  disease.  It  was  a  very  light 
case,  and  served  to  illustrate  the  admirable  spirit  of  the  school,  and  the 
confidence  inspired  in  both  pupils  and  patrons  by  the  vigilance,  frankness 
and  intelligent  care  of  the  Rector  and  the  School  Physician  in  providing 
for  the  welfare  of  the  school  family.  The  work  and  discipline  of  the 
school  were  not  interrupted,  and  the  result  on  the  whole  was  beneficial 
rather  than  the  contrary. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  attendance  of  pupils  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
the  very  material  improvements  made  in  the  building  and  the  general 
equipment  of  the  school,  which  have  marked  the  administration  of  the 
present  Rector.  As  far  as  possible,  during  the  past  year,  very  great  care 
has  been  taken  in  perfecting  the  means  for  preventing  fires,  and  provid- 
ing ready  and  safe  exits  from  all  buildings  in  case  of  necessity. 

The  management  refers  with  special  satisfaction  to  the  improvement 
in  the  life  of  the  school,  made  by  the  admirable  management  of  the  new 
dining  hall  and  kitchen,  as  well  as  to  the  accommodation  provided  by  the 
new  wings  added  a  few  years  ago  to  the  Main  Building.  The  pupils  have 
better  accommodations,  better  food,  better  heat,  and  better  light  than 
ever  before. 

The  teaching  force  has  been  improved,  and  improved  arrangements  of 
classes  and  studies  are  producing  better  results.  The  Music,  Art, 
Expression  and  Business  Departments  have  continued  on  a  high  plane  of 
excellence.  In  the  Music  Department  alone  there  are  each  year  from 
150  to  175  students.  St.  Mary's  uses  no  high  sounding  names,  but  this 
number  of  students,  with  a  musical  faculty  of  nine  instructors,  con- 
stitute what  would  usually  be  called  a  large  Musical  Conservatory.  A 
Department  of  Domestic  Science  has  again  been  added,  and  during  the 
past  year  classes  have  been  started  in  Domestic  Art. 

In  all  its  departments  St.  Mary's  commands  the  respect  of  all  intelli- 
gent and  well-informed  educators  who  know  it,  and  stands  distinctly  for 
honest  standards  and  efficiency  in  work. 

All  this  is  most  satisfactory  and  encouraging,  but  the  hopefulness  of 
the  situation  should  seem  to  emphasize  the  demands  of  the  work.  We 
cannot  stand  still.  Unless  we  advance  we  eventually  deteriorate.  Our 
present  prosperity  and  success  are  unquestionably  based  upon  the 
improvements  made  during  the  years  since  the  Dioceses  undertook  the 
work.  More  than  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  have  been  spent  on  these 
improvements.  Nearly  forty  thousand  dollars  came  from  the  legacy  of 
that  noble  friend  and  former  pupil  of  the  school,  Miss  Clement;  and 
another  forty  thousand  was  borrowed  and  remains  unpaid.  It  St.  Mary's 
is  to  continue  its  useful  course  that  debt  must  be  paid  and  money  must  be 
given  for  needed  improvements  from  year  to  year.  Our  Main  Ruilding 
must  be  remodeled,  as  well  as  the  two  stone  buildings — "East  Rock"  and 
<cWest  Rock."  A  new  wing  should  be  constructed  to  afford  permanent 
and  convenient  practice  rooms  in  place  of  the  present  wooden  make- 
shifts.   This  wing  would  also  provide  additional  rooms  to  take  the  place 
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of  those  in  the  framed  building,  which  should  be  removed.  And,  above 
all,  the  admirable  Gymnasium,  under  the  Dining-  Hall  should  be  completed 
and  adequately  furnished  with  shower  baths  and  all  things  necessary  for 
its  proper  use  and  enjoyment.  Two  thousand  dollars  would  properly 
equip  the  Gymnasium  and  four  thousand  dollars  would  be  necessary 
to  put  in  the  necessary  shower  baths,  lockers,  etc.  These  are  some  of  the 
things  needed.  Others  there  are  hardly  less  important.  And  these 
things  will  not  do  themselves.  Some  generous  and  large  minded  man  or 
woman  must  take  up  the  matter.  We  have  many  persons  of  wealth  and 
intelligence,  many  who  must  be  able  to  see  that  their  wealth  has  been 
given  them  for  purposes  other  than  personal  indulgence  or  aggrandize- 
ment. May  we  not  confidently  hope  that,  by  generous  gifts  while  alive,  or 
by  noble  bequests  in  the  final  disposition  of  their  estates,  those  who  are 
able  to  do  great  things  for  the  Church  and  for  mankind,  may  come  to  our 
aid  in  this  good  work  of  making  St.  Mary's  to  go  on  increasing  in  useful- 
ness, making  the  world  better  and  happier  in  the  generations  to  come,  as 
it  has  been  doing  in  the  past?

accorded  them  and  for  the  courtesies  shown  them  during  their  stay. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Evison,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
new  charter  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  be  incorporated 
in  the  Journal.     {Vide  Appendix  VIII.) 

The  Secretary  read  an  invitation  from  the  local  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
offering  to  the  deputies  the  use  of  their  building  during  the 
meeting.  The  Secretary  was  directed  toi  return  the  thanks 
of  Council. 

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  today's  session  being  read  and 
approved,  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

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Bishop's  Annual  Address  and  Journal 

124TH  COUNCIL  DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 
Christ  Church,  Greenville,  S.  C,  May  12th,  1914. 

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

"Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

Necrology. 

Since  I  last  addressed  you  the  American  Church  has  lost  by  death 
five  of  her  Bishops. 

On  May  17th,  1913,  in  New  York  city,  departed  this  life  the  Rt.  Rev. 
William  "Crosswell  Doane,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Albany.  For 
twenty-four  years  Bishop  Doane  had  served  as  Vice  President  and 
Chairman  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  He  was  a  recognized 
leader  in  the  House  of  Bishops  and  widely  known  and  admired  both 
in  this  country  and  in  England. 

On  December  18th,  1913,  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  New  York,  departed 
this  life  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Douglas  Robinson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Nevada, 
after  a  brief  but  most  useful  episcopate  of  only  five  years. 

On  March  13th,  1914,  at  his  home  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  departed  this 
life  Rt.  Rev.  John  Scarborough,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New  Jersey. 

On  March  31st,  1914,  at  his  home  at  Concord,  New  Hampshire, 
departed  this  life  Rt.  Rev.  William  Woodruff  Niles,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
New  Hampshire. 

On  April  13th,  1914,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  departed  this  life  Rt. 
Rev.  Charles  Clifton  Penick,  D.  D.,  formerly  Bishop  of  Cape  Palmas. 

From  our  own  Diocese  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  the  death  of  two 
clergy : 

The  Rev.  William  Henry  Bowers,  Vicar  of  St.  Matthias,  Bethnal 
Green,  London,  England,  departed  this  life  on  October  6th,  1913. 

Mr.  Bowers  was  at  one  time  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Charleston, 
and  was  canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

On  November  25th,  at  his  home  in  Columbia,  departed  this  life  the 
Rev.  Joseph  S.  Quarles,  Archdeacon  of  the  Colored  Work  in  this 
Diocese. 

Archdeacon  Quarles  had  the  confidence  and  respect  of  both  races. 
Born  in  Edgefield,  S.  C,  in  1858,  he  was  ordained  Priest  by  Bishop 
Capers  in  1903.  In  1905  he  took  charge  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Columbia, 
then  a  weak  and  struggling  institution  with  only  eighty  pupils.  At  the 
time  of  his  death  he  had  over  four  hundred  children  enrolled  and  an 
actual  attendance  of  over  three  hundred.  His  death  was  a  great  loss 
to  the  work,  and  while  we  have  filled  his  place  as  Archdeacon  by 
appointing  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Baskervill,  of  Calvary  Church,  Charleston, 
we  have  so  far  been  unable  to  find  a  suitable  successor  as  head  of  the 
school. 

Postulants. 

I  have  accepted  as  Postulants  from  this  Diocese: 

John  Girard  Strohecker,  of  Charleston,  a  cadet  at  the  Porter  Military 
Academy. 

Joseph  R.  Walker,  of  Beaufort,  also  a  cadet  at  the  Porter  Military 
Academy. 
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Oliver  James  Hart,  of  Yorkville,  who  has  since  been  admitted  a  can- 
didate for  Holy  Orders,  and  is  now  pursuing  his  studies  in  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  New  York. 

Leonard  Augustus  Prouty,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  College  and  a 
native  of  Virginia,  who  has  accepted  the  position  of  a  teacher  at  the 
Porter  Military  Academy  for  next  year,  where,  in  addition  to  his  teach- 
ing, he  hopes  to  prosecute  his  theological  studies  under  the  direction  of 
the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell. 

William  Shannon  Stoney,  of  Camden,  S.  C,  and  a  brother  of  the  Rev. 
James  M.  Stoney,  now  a  student  in  the  University  of  South  Carolina, 
but  who  hopes  to  enter  the  Academic  Department  at  Sewanee  in  Sep- 
tember. 

To  this  list  must  be  added  Andrew  P.  Magwood,  of  Charleston,  who 
has  been  a  Postulant  for  three  years  and  is  now  pursuing  his  academic 
studies  at  Sewanee. 

Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  • 

Among  our  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  I  have  to  report: 

Oliver  James  Hart,  of  Yorkville;  Julian  Clyde  Perry  and  Julian  A. 

Simpkins  (both  colored),  now  students  at  the  Bishop  Payne  Divinity 

School,  Petersburg,  Va. 

This  makes  a  total  of  five  Postulants  and  three  candidates  for  Holy 

Orders  from  this  Diocese,  with  prospects  of  at  least  three  more  within 

the  next  year. 

In  other  words,  South  Carolina  has  reached  the  point  where  she  is 
able  to  provide  a  native  ministry  of  her  own  and  will  soon  be  in  a 
position  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  t*he  Diocese  with  her  own  recruits.  This 
is  cause  for  congratulation  and  thankfulness.  I  cannot  but  feel  that 
the  action  taken  by  this  Council  two  years  ago  at  Beaufort  in  appointing 
a  special  Committee  on  the  "Increase  of  the  Ministry"  and  in  setting 
apart  a  Sunday  in  the  year  when  the  clergy  are  requested  to  preach 
a  special  sermon  on  the  need  of  men  for  the  ministry  has  begun  to  bear 
fruit,  and  that  God  has  answered  our  prayers  and  blessed  our  efforts 
to  send  forth  more  laborers  into  His  harvests. 

I  wish  especially  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Increase  of  the  Ministry,  of  which  the  Rev.  Albert  S.  Thomas  is  the 
Chairman,  and  to  urge  upon  the  clergy  present  the  duty  of  preaching 
oftener  on  this  subject  and  of  offering  the  prayer  which  I  have  author- 
ized for  this  purpose. 

Ordinations. 

On  May  9th,  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  I  ordained  to  the  Priest- 
hood Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin. 

On  June  22d,  1913,  in  All  Saints'  Chapel,  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  I  ordained 
to  the  Diaconate  James  M.  Stoney. 

Clerical  Changes. 

I  have  to  report  the  following  accessions  to  our  working  force  since 
last  Council: 

The  Rev.  Charles  Innes  LaRoche,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  Wash- 
ington, has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Parishes  of  Trinity  Church,  Edisto, 
and  S't.  John's,  Johns  Island. 

His  many  friends  will  be  glad  to  welcome  him  back  to  his  native 
State  and  Diocese  and  to  hear  of  his  good  work  on  the  coast. 

The  Rev.  J.  Haller  Gibboney,  Jr.,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia, 
has  accepted  a  call  to  Grace  Church,  Anderson,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  T. 
Phillips,  of  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta,  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter,  and  entered  upon  his  duties. 
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The  Rev.  James  M.  Stoney,  whom  I  ordained  to  the  Diaeonate  last 
June  at  Sewanee,  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Charleston. 

The  Rev.  Albert  Bramwell  Bennett  was  ordained  Deacon  by  the 
Bishop  of  Tennessee  at  my  request  last  September  and  has  been  placed 
in  charge  of  St.  John's,  Shandon,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Charles 
E.  Woodson. 

The  Rev.  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin  was  ordained  Deacon  by  the  Bishop 
of  Newark  last  May  at  my  request,  and  will  take  charge  in  June  of 
St.  Andrew's  and  St.  James'  Missions,  Greenville,  made  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  J.  Norwood  Tillinghast. 

We  have  thus  added  six  clergy  to  our  working  force  since  last 
Council — three  from  other  Dioceses  and  three  from  among  our  own 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Rev.  John  W.  Motte,  for  nearly  fifty  years  a  devoted  presbyter 
of  this  Diocese,  has  been  obliged  on  account  of  growing  age  and  bodily 
infirmity  to  resign  his  Parish  of  Epiphany,  Eutawville,  and  Upper  St. 
John's,  and  has  gone  to  live  with  his  son  in  Savannah,  Ga.  His  people, 
as  well  as  his  Bishop,  part  with  him  most  reluctantly.  He  is  one  of 
the  saintliest  and  most  consecrated  men  I  have  ever  known,  and  wher- 
ever he  has  served  in  this  Diocese  he  has  left  behind  him  the  record  of  a 
work  well  done,  and  the  people  under  his  charge  have  been  well  trained 
and  taught  in  the  principles  of  our  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

The  Rev.  J.  Norwood  Tillinghast  left  us  last  October  to  accept  the 
position  of  assistant  to  Dr.  McKim,  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Rev.  H.  H.  Lumpkin  has  resigned  St.  John's  Church,  Charleston, 
and  he  and  his  devoted  wife  have  accepted  work  at  Fairbanks,  Alaska, 
under  Bishop  Rowe.  What  I  feel  about  Mr.  Lumpkin's  leaving  us  I 
will  try  to  express  elsewhere  in  this  address. 

The  Rev.  George  Croft  Williams,  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  has  been  called  to 
take  his  place,  and  I  am  o;lad  to  sav  has  accepted  our  call,  to  take  effect 
July  1st. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Charles  E.  Woodson 
from  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia.  Mr.  Woodson  has 
accepted  a  call  to  Christ  Church,  A7icksburg,  Miss.,  and  expects  to  take 
charge  of  his  new  work  on  June  1st.  We  part  with  Mr.  Woodson  with 
very  sincere  regret.  He  was  a  most  useful  and  valuable  member  of 
this  Council,  earnest  and  devoted  to  his  work.  Our  prayers  and  best 
wishes  go  with  him  into  his  new  field  of  labor. 

New  Churches  Built  and  Consecrated. 

On  September  14th,  1913,  I  consecrated  St.  Luke's  Church,  Columbia. 

This  is  a  handsome  new  church  built  by  the  colored  people  of  St.  Luke's 
Congregation  on  Hampton  avenue  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
their  lot  on  Lady  street. 

On  November  9th,  1913,  I  consecrated  St.  James'  Church,  Ninety-Six. 
This  church  was  built  and  consecrated  within  a  year,  and  those  who 
took  part  in  this  undertaking  deserve  our  thanks  and  congratulations. 

A  very  attractive  and  beautiful  church  has  been  built  at  Mullins, 
in  which  the  congregation  are  now  worshipping. 

St.  Philip's  Colored  Mission,  Greenville,  has  just  completed  a  new 
church,  which  was  made  up  partly  of  material  belonging  to  a  chapel 
on  Mrs.  Eubanlt's  place,  near  Greenville,  and  partly  of  material  fur- 
nished by  the  congregation  itself.  It  is  a  very  neat  and  churchly  build- 
ing, and  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  deserves  our  thanks 
for  the  active  part  he  took  in  its  erection,  for  without  his  co-operation 
and  help  it  could  not  have  been  built. 
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The  church  at  Conway,  which  was  destroyed  by  a  tornado  last  Sep- 
tember, I  am  glad  to  report  has  been  rebuilt  and  the  congregation 
'   expect  to  hold  services  in  the  new  building  some  time  this  month. 

Plans  have  been  adopted  and  the  contract  will  soon  be  let  for  new 
churches  at  Dillon,  and  at  St.  John's,  Shandon;  St.  David's,  Cheraw; 
St.  John's,  Florence,  and  St.  James',  Greenville. 

The  Chapel  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charleston,  known  as  "St.  Peter's-by- 
the-Sea,"  has  been  completed,  and  we  held  our  first  service  in  the  new 
building  on  Sunday  night,  April  19th.  A  large  and  enthusiastic  con- 
gregation was  present,  and  the  future  of  the  Mission  is  most  promising. 

The  devoted  Rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Timothy's,  Columbia, 
have  just  completed  a  very  handsome  stone  Church  at  a  cost  of  some 
$12,000.00,  and  are  now  worshipping  in  their  new  church. 

New  rectories  have  been  built  within  the  past  year  at  Bennettsville, 
Marion,  Ridgeway  and  Rock  Hill,  and  at  Spartanburg  the  Church  of 
the  Advent  and  its  Rector  are  to  congratulated  on  the  completion  of 
their  handsome  new  stone  Parish  House,  which  has  been  pronounced 
by  competent  judges  one  of  the  most  complete  and  best  arrangd  Parish 
Houses  in  the  South.  I  hope  that  the  good  example  of  the  Church  of 
the  Advent  may  be  followed  in  other  parts  of  the  Diocese  where  Parish 
Houses  are  needed. 

This  makes  a  total  of  six  new  churches  built  within  the  past  year, 
with  five  others  either  in  process  of  erection  or  to  be  built  shortly;  four 
new  rectories  built  and  one  Parish  House.  Surely  this  a  record  to  be 
proud  of  and  the  bare  statement  of  these  facts  ought  to  be  sufficient  to 
encourage  us  to  go  forward  with  renewed  diligence  and  earnestness  in 
the  work  which  lies  immediately  before  us. 

Confirmations. 

The  confirmations  for  the  past  year  show  a  decided  increase  over  any 
previous  year,  being  620,  which  is  nearly  a  hundred  more  than  they 
were  last  year,  and  one  hundred  seventy-six  more  than  there  were 
in  1908. 

In  the  appended  list  I  make  no  mention  of  places  visited  at  which 
there  was  no  confirmation.

The  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

The  most  notable  change  in  the  work  of  the  Orphanage  since  our  last 
Council  has  been  .the  establishment  of  a  Printing  Department.  A  sub- 
stantial brick  building  has  been  erected  for  this  purpose  and  Mr.  J.  P. 
Booker  has  been  made  manager,  to  succeed  Dr.  C.  H.  Prince,  who 
resigned.  The  Orphanage  is  now  in  a  position  to  fill  orders  for  Church 
printing  of  all  kinds.  I  hope  the  clergy  will  bear  this  in  mind,  and  will 
give  the  printery  of  our  Orphanage  an  opportunity  to  do  their  work. 

The  Trustees  at  our  last  meeting  decided  to  ask  the  Diocese  and 
friends  of  the  Orphanage  for  another  cottage  to  meet  the  growing  needs 
of  the  institution.  The  Orphanage  has  now  a  large  waiting  list  of  appli- 
cants, who  cannot  be  accommodated  for  lack  of  room.  Besides  this,  it 
has  become  necessary  owing  to  the  increased  number  of  children  to 
provide  school  facilities  for  "them  within  the  grounds  and  to  organize 
a  separate  educational  department  with  a  competent  teacher  at  the  head 
But  in  order  to  do  this  we  must  have  more  classrooms.    In  the  opinion 
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of  the  Trustees  and  the  Superintendent  a  new  building  of  some  sort  is 
an  urgent  need,  which  cannot  be  postponed. 

I  have  one  further  announcement  to  make  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  this  most  valuable  and  useful  institution,  and  that  is  that  since  our 
last  meeting  we  have  obtained  a  new  charter  from  the  State  which  gives 
the  right  to  the  Council  to  elect  the  entire  number  of  Trustees  for  both 
the  Church  Home  in  Charleston  and  for  the  Orphanage  in  Yorkville, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  awkward  and  confusing  method  followed 
before  of  having  eight  Trustees  elected  by  the  Council  and  four  by  the 
corporation  in  Charleston,  known  as  the  Church  Home. 

I  must  add  a  word  here  of  endorsement  of  the  good  work  done  by 
the  Home  for  Ladies  in  Charleston. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  bestowed  upon  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  the  ladies  from  the  different  Parishes  and  churches  in  the  city,  for 
the  very  generous  support  they  have  given  that  institution.  Although 
it  is  a  Docesan  institution,  yet  but  for  the  support  of  the  Church  people 
of  Charleston,  I  fear  it  could  not  be  run  at  all.  Where  local  interest 
and  support  are  so  strong  there  is  a  disposition  outside  to  let  Charleston 
take  care  of  the  Home  entirely.  I  wish  to  remind  you  here  that  this  is 
your  Home,  and  that  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  is  responsible  for  its  sup- 
port. I  hope  that  the  Good  Friday  offerings  for  this  work  will  be  taken 
up  in  every  Parish  and  Mission,  and  that  the  amount  given  will  show  a 
steady  and  healthy  increase  over  past  years. 

The  Provincial  Synod — Pension  Fund — Board  or  Religious  Educa- 
tion— Boys'  Auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

There  are  several  matters  of  importance  to  come  before  this  Council  to 
which  I  can  only  allude  in  passing,  hoping  that  you  will  give  them  the 
consideration  they  deserve  at  the  proper  time. 

(a)  It  will  be  necessary  at  this  Council  to  elect  delegates  to  the  Pri- 
mary Synod  of  this  Province,  which  meets  in  New  Orleans  next  Novem- 
ber, and  I  desire  to  call  your  special  attention  to  Art.  VII  of  the  Consti- 
tution, which  provides  that  no  Diocese  shall  be  included  in  the  Province 
without  its  own  consent.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  Council 
explicitly  express  its  willingness  to  be  included  in  the  Province,  formerly 
known  as  the  Fourth  Missionary  Department,  and  that  we  elect  Clerical 
and  Lay  delegates  to  represent  us  as  provided  by  Canon. 

(b)  I  also  lay  before  you  a  communication  from  the  Bishop  of  Massa- 
chusetts, asking  that  we  give  our  approval  to  the  principal  of  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  for  our  old  and  disabled  clergy,  which  was 
recommended  by  the  last  General  Convention. 

(c)  I  further  submit  for  your  consideration  a  communication  from  the 
Rev.  Wm.  E.  Gardner,  Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of  Religious 
Education,  asking  that  we  bring  before  this  Council  the  purposes  and 
plans  of  the  Board,  and  make  the  appropriation  of  $178.00,  which  has 
been  placed  upon  this  Diocese  for  its  share  of  the  work. 

(d)  I  also  submit  for  your  consideration  a  communication  from  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese,  asking  that  we  make  provision  to 
organize  the  boys  of  the  Church  along  the  lines  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary, 
but  as  a  separate  organization  under  the  Board  of  Missions,  in  order 
that  our  boys  may  be  instructed  in  Missions,  and  may  do  their  part  in 
extending  the  Master's  Kingdom. 

Negro  Suffragan  Bishop. 

You  will  recall  that  at  our  last  Council  a  resolution  was  passed 
memorializing  the  General  Convention  to  give  South  Carolina  more  time 
in  which  to  consider  the  matter  of  a  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop  for  this 
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Diocese.  Now,  I  assume  that  this  resolution  was  passed  in  good  faith, 
and  that  you  are  honestly  desirious  of  giving  more  time  to  the  considera- 
tion of  this  grave  and  important  question. 

I  do  not  bring  this  matter  before  you  again  in  order  to  precipitate  a 
controversy,  or  to  disturb  the  peace  of  the  Church,  but  because  no  one  who 
was  present  at  our  late  General  Convention,  and  who  heard  the  debates 
in  the  House  of  Deputies  and  the  House  of  Bishops  on  the  subject  of  a 
Racial  Episcopate,  can  any  longer  doubt  that  this  American  Church  is 
going  to  give  the  Episcopate  in  some  form  to  the  negro.  While  the 
whole  matter  was  referred  by  the  House,  of  Deputies  to  a  Special  Com- 
mission to  report  three  years  hence,  on  the  other  hand  the  House  of 
Bishops,  after  a  debate  which  lasted  nearly  two  days,  adopted  a  constitu- 
tional amendment,  providing  for  a  separate  Racial  Missionary  Jurisdic- 
tion for  Negroes,  with  a  Bishop  of  their  own.  So,  that  it  must  now  be 
apparent  even  to  the  most  skeptical  that  something  will  be  done,  and  that 
ouite  soon,  to  meet  the  peculiar  religious  conditions  of  the  negro  in  the 
South.  We  can,  therefore,  no  longer  defer  action  on  this  subject.  We 
can  no  longer  take  the  position  that  it  is  purely  an  academic  question, 
and  one  which  does  not  concern  us  here  in  South  Carolina.  We  must 
remember  that  we  are  a  part  of  a  great  national  Church,  and  while  the 
right  of  local  self-government  is  secured  to  us  under  the  Constitution, 
yet  that  right  can  be  exercised  only  within  a  restricted  sphere.  We 
must  realize  that  legislation  of  a  most  far  reaching  character,  and  one 
which  directly  and  vitally  concerns  us  may  at  any  time  originate  in  the 
General  Convention  and  become  a  law  under  which  we  must  act.  I  do 
not  mean  to  say  that  the  General  Convention  can  take  away  from  us  the 
right  to  decide  whether  we  wish  to  have  the  negroes  of  this  Diocese 
included  in  ft  Racial  Missionary  District  or  not.  It  is  true  that  they  have 
not  that  right.  No  General  Convention  or  Provincial  Synod  will  ever 
undertake  to  coerce  South  Carolina  into  doing  what  she  does  not  wish  to 
do.  But  there  are  other  ways,  aside  from  direct  legislation,  by  which  the 
same  results  may  be  accomplished,  as  those  contemplated  by  the  advo- 
cates of  the  Separate  Racial  District. 

If,  for  example,  the  two  Dioceses  of  East  and  Xorth  Carolina,  who 
favor  the  Racial  District  Plan,  should  succeed  in  organizing  their 
negroes  into  a  separate  Missionary  District,  under  a  Negro  Bishop,  it  is 
easy  to  see  that  such  an  arrangement  would  powerfully  influence  and 
affect  the  negroes  in  our  own  Diocese.  In  the  light  of  recent  experience, 
it  is  not  too  much  to  suppose  that  representatives  from  such  a  Racial 
District  would  come  into  this  Diocese  with  the  avowed  intention  of  con- 
verting our  negroes  to  their  views,  and  if  in  time  our  colored  churchmen 
should  clamor  to  be  admitted  into  the  Racial  Missionary  District,  under 
a  Bishop  of  their  own,  you  could  not  blame  them.  Nor  could  you  be 
surprised  if  there  should  be  a  gradual  exodus  of  negro  clergy  from  this 
Diocese  to  those  parts  of  the  South  which  were  under  negro  Bishops. 
This  would  naturally  and  inevitably  follow,  and  such  pressure  would  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  us  that  eventually,  whether  we  liked  it  or  not,  for 
the  sake  of  peace,  and  rather  than  see  our  entire  work  among  the  negroes 
disintegrate  and  go  to  pieces,  we  would  yield,  and  come  into  line  with  the 
policy  of  our  sister  Dioceses.  It  takes  no  great  amount  of  foresight  to 
see  that  this  would  be  the  inevitable  result. 

As  I  see  it,  therefore,  the  real  question  before  us  is  not  whether  we 
want  the  negroes  to  have  a  Bishop  or  not,  but  what  kind  of  a  Bishop  do 
we  prefer  that  they  shall  have.  This  is  really  what  is  before  us,  and  this 
is  what  we  have  said  we  wanted  more  time  in  which  to  consider.  And 
this  is  the  question  I  am  asking  you  to  consider.  As  a  matter  of  fact  this 
great  question  has  never  been  fully  considered  or  discussed  by  this 
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Council.  You  will  recall  that  at  Beaufort,  for  reasons  which  seemed  wise 
to  the  leaders  of  this  House,  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  debate  the 
question  at  all,  and  our  meeting  closed  with  the  very  brief  resolution, 
"That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  it  was  not  expedient  to  elect  a 
Negro  Suffragan  Bishop  at  this  time." 

At  Charleston  last  year  the  matter  came  up  again,  in  a  different  form, 
•but  no  attempt  was  made  to  debate  the  question  .on  its  merits,  so  that 
what  I  am  asking  you  to  do  has  never  been  done  before  by  this  Council. 
I  do  not  share  the  doubts  of  those  who  say  that  this  question  cannot  be 
discussed  without  passion  and  ^prejudice.  I  do  not  believe  that  I  am 
expecting  too  much  of  you  when  I  say  that  I  want  this  Convention  of 
Christian  men  to  come  together  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  with  a  full 
realization  of  the  tremendous  issues  involved,  and  to  debate  this  ques- 
tion upon  the  high  moral  plane  of  duty  to  a  backward  and  dependent 
race. 

As  you  know,  J  am  opposed  to  a  separate  Racial  Missionary  District 
for  the  negroes.  Not  only  in  my  judgment  is  it  subversive  of  Catholic 
order  and  practice,  and  destructive  of  the  unity  of  the  Church,  but  it  is 
fraught  with  grave  dangers  to  the  negroes  themselves.  Allow  me  briefly 
to  point  out  the  dangers  which  I  feel  beset  this  plan. 

In  my  judgment,  the  greatest  test  that  the  wisdom  of  any  Bishop  can 
be  put  to  arises  in  connection  with  the  choice  of  fit  persons  to  enter  the 
ministry  of  the  Church.  This  is  a  grave  responsibility,  calling  for  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  human  nature  and  the  ability  to  judge  men  cor- 
rectly. It  requires  gifts  of  leadership  and  of  executive  ability  which  are 
rare  in  any  race.  What  then  would  be  the  probable  effect  of  putting 
into  the  hands  of  a  negro  Bishop  and  his  colored  Council  of  Advice,  the 
whole  responsibility  of  deciding  who  should  become  ministers  in  this 
Church,  it  has  been  pointed  out  by  more  than  one  negro  priest,  with 
whom  I  have  corresponded  on  this  subject,  that  as  soon  as  a  separate 
Racial  District  was  formed,  quite  a  number  of  ambitious  negro  clergy 
from  the  religious  bodies  about  us,  who  covet  the  authority  of  the  Apos- 
tolic Office  and  Order  of  the  Church,  would  seek  admission  into  our  min- 
istry. Would  the  newly  consecrated  negro  Bishop  be  able  to  withstand 
the  pressure?  I  confess  my  mind  is  filled  with  the  greatest  misgivings 
when  I  consider  what  might  result  from  the  bestowal  of  so  great  author- 
ity upon  a  race  just  emerging  from  slavery. 

My  second  objection  to  this  plan  is  that  many  of  our  best  and  most 
intelligent  negroes  are  opposed  to  it.  The  only  Convocations  of  negroes 
in  the  South  who  want  it  are  the  negroes  of  North  and  East  Carolina. 
Our  own  negroes  have  twice  put  themselves  on  record  as  opposed  to  it. 
The  negroes  of  the  two  Dioceses  of  Virginia,  led  by  Archdeacon  Russell, 
perhaps  the  best  informed  and  most  influential  negro  priest  in  the  South 
today,  are  also  opposed  to  any  separation  of  the  races  in  the  Church. 

I  have  in  my  possession  two  letters  from  negro  clergy  whose  record 
and  standing  I  have  investigated,  and  find  them  to  be  men  whose  word 
and  opinion  carry  weight,  and  they  both  advise  against  the  Racial  Dis- 
trict Plan. 

The  agitation  for  a  separate  Racial  District  comes  almost  entirely 
from  negroes  living  North  of  Mason  and  Dixon  Line.  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  majority  of  our  own  negroes  want  it.  How  much  longer  this 
may  be  the  case  is  a  question.  As  one  of  my  colored  clergy  said  to  me 
not  long  since,  "Bishop,  we  are  with  you  in  preferring  the  Suffragan 
Plan,  but  if  the  Church  continues  to  refuse  to  give  us  any  kind  of  a 
Bishop,  then  you  cannot  blame  us  if  we  join  the  ranks  of  the  'memorial- 
ists.'"  In  other  words,  while  as  yet  the  negro  memorialists  in  the  South 
are  in  the  minority,  I  believe  the  movement  is  steadily  gaining  headway, 
and  if  not  checked,  must  eventually  succeed.

Again,  1  am  apposed  to  the  Missionary  District  Plan  because  it  will 
widen  the  gulf  between  the  two  races  in  the  South,  and  weaken  in  the 
white  man  a  sense  of  his  responsibility  for  the  weaker  and  dependent 
race.  If  any  one  wants  to  shirk  responsibility  for  the  moral  and  reli- 
gious training  of  the  negro,  I  cannot  imagine  a  better  or  more  effective 
way  of  doing  it  than  by  setting  the  negroes  apart  in  a  District  by  them- 
selves without  white  leadership  or  control.  This  would  be  an  easy  way 
of  washing  our  hands  of  responsibility.  A  way  so  easy,  that  many  are 
tempted  to  follow  it.  But  for  that  very  reason  we  should  distrust  it, 
and  be  slow  to  adopt  it. 

But  the  strongest  objection  to  the  Racial  Missionary  District  remains 
still  to  be  stated,  and  grows  out  of  the  entirely  new  conditions  created 
in  the  Fourth  Missionary  Department  since  the  last  General  Convention 
by  the  passage  of  the  Canon  on  Provinces.  Under  that  Canon  any  new 
Missionary  District  which  may  hereafter  be  formed  within  the  territory  of 
this  department  is  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Provincial  Synod. 
The  Canon  gives  the  Bishop  of  such  a  District  a  right  to  a  seat  and  vote, 
and  provides  further  for  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  delegates  from  each 
Diocese  and  Missionary  District  who  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  and  votes  in 
the  Synod.  I  think  that  those  who  are  advocating  a  negro  Missionary 
District  in  this  Department  should  realize  just  what  they  are  recom- 
mending. To  erect  such  a  District  would  raise  once  again  the  old  ques- 
tion of  negro  representation  in  the  Councils  of  the  Church,  which  came 
so  near  disrupting  this  Diocese  some  twenty-five  years  ago.  With  this 
difference,  that  in  the  case  before  us  the  Southern  Church  would  be  pow- 
erless to  annul  Or  abridge  the  rights  of  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  Juris- 
diction, whose  rights  had  been  secured  to  it  by  the  General  Convention. 
You  have  only  to  read  the  new  Canon  on  Provinces  to  see  that  I  have 
correctly  interpreted  the  provisions  of  the  Canon. 

But  it  may  be  answered  that  in  the  new  Canon  providing  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Racial  Missionary  District,  special  provision  might  be  made  for 
excluding  the  negroes  from  representation  in  our  Provincial  Synod.  But 
as  this  could  not  be  done  without  the  consent  of  the  General  Convention, 
does  any  man  here  believe  that  such  an  act  of  disenfranchisement  of  the 
negro  would  be  passed  by  that  body?  Even  supposing  that  the  Church 
in  the  South  would  consent  to  such  exclusion  of  negro  delegates,  is  it  at 
all  probable  that  the  Northern  portion  of  our  Church  would  ever  give  its 
sanction  to  such  action? 

What  we  are  facing,  therefore,  is  the  old  question  of  negro  represen- 
tation in  the  Councils  of  the  Church  in  a  new  form. 

If  a  single  Racial  District  is  ever  erected  in  the  South,  others  would 
soon  follow,  with  the  inevitable  result  that  instead  of  having  one  Bishop 
and  eight  delegates  from  one  District,  we  would  soon  have  them  from 
several  Districts,  with  the  attendant  consequences  of  race  feeling  and 
friction.  It  ought  to  be  clear  to  any  thinking  man  by  this  time,  that  in 
the  proposed  Racial  District  for  Negroes  we  are  departing  from  the 
beaten  path  of  History  and  Church  Order,  and  are  embarking  on  an 
experiment  in  eccleastical  polity  and  Church  Government  which  is  without 
precedent,  and  which  is  likely  to  bring  upon  us  far  greater  evils  than 
those  which  we  seek  to  avoid. 

We  would  do  well,  therefore,  to  look  to  the  future,  and  to  discuss  this 
question  with  an  open  mind,  and  in  a  spirit  of  farseeing  statesmanship, 
as  becomes  men  confronted  with  so  grave  a  problem. 

The  Negro  S'ttffragax  Plajt  Preferred. 

In  my  opinion,  the  only  possible  way  to  stop  this  agitation  for  a  sep- 
arate Racial  District  for  the  Negro  is  for  some  Diocese  to  try  the  Suf- 
fragan Plan,  as  recommended  by  the  Special  Committee  of  the  General 
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Convention,  appointed  at  Boston,  to  consider  the  claims  of  the  negro 
memorialists.  There  is  too  much  inherent  justice  in  the  plea  which  the 
negro  makes  for  a  Bishop  of  his  own  race,  for  us  ever  to  hope  to  defeat 
this  movement  by  a  policy  of  inactivity  and  indifference.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  me  to  repeat  here  the  arguments  in  favor  of  the  Suffragan 
Plan.  I  covered  the  ground  so  fully  at  Beaufort  two  years  ago,  that 
there  is  little  that  I  can  add  to  what  I  said  then. 

Let  me,  in  conclusion,  briefly  recapitulate  my  reasons  for  preferring  the 
Suffragan  Plan. 

(a)  It  is  the  Church's  own  plan.  It  has  been  successfully  tried  for 
many  years  by  the  English  Church  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  where 
conditions  are  not  so  dissimilar  to  our  own  as  to  affect  the  soundness  of 
the  principle  involved. 

(b)  It  is  distinctly  a  Southern  plan,  having  been  first  proposed  by 
Bishop  Atkinson,  of  North  Carolina,  and  Bishop  Gregg,  of  Texas,  as  far 
back  as  1877. 

(c)  The  plan  proposed  does  not  commit  the  Church  to  a  step  from 
which  she  cannot  withdraw,  if  it  should  prove  a  failure.  If  the  Suf- 
fragan Bishop  should  become  unruly  or  rebellious  we  could  secure  his 
resignation  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  as  provided  for  by  Canon,  and 
retire  him  to  a  Parish.  Since  the  Suffragan  Bishop  has  no  jurisdiction 
except  what  has  been  assigned  him  by  his  Diocesan,  it  is  competent  for  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  at  any  time,  if  conditions  seem  to  justify  such 
action,  to  withdraw  his  consent  to  have  the  Suffragan  perform  any 
Episcopal  acts  in  his  Diocese.  The  position  of  a  Suffragan  under  these 
conditions  would  be  wholly  untenable  as  he  could  no  longer  exercise  his 
Episcopal  office. 

As  1  have  pointed  out  before,  a  Negro  Suffragan  Bishop  would  have 
no  seat  or  vote  in  this  Council,  and  would  not  attend  its  sessions,  unless 
you  invited  him  to  do  so.  He  would  preside  under  me  over  his  own  Col- 
ored Council,  and  would  have  the  care  and  oversight  over  the  colored 
work  in  the  Diocese,  and  that  only  in  so  far  as  would  be  agreed  upon 
between  us.  He  would  have  a  seat,  but  no  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  I  presume  that  this  rule  would  apply  also  to  our  own  Provincial 
Synod.  He  would  not  have  the  right  of  succession,  no  Suffragan  Bishop 
has  ever  had  that  right,  and  our  Constitution  expressly  provides  that  the 
Suffragan  should  not  succeed  on  the  death  of  the  Diocesan.  As  I  pointed 
out  at  Beaufort,  if  these  safeguards  against  possible  abuses  are  not  suf- 
ficient, it  is  entirely  competent  for  this  Council  to  take  any  further 
action  which  it  may  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  this  Diocese. 

(d)  But,  finally,  brethren,  let  us  not  take  counsel  of  our  fears.  Let 
us  lift  this  question  out  of  the  plane  of  mere  expediency,  and  discuss  it 
not  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  "lesser  of  two  evils,"  but  from  the  high 
vantage  ground  of  our  duty  as  a  Church  to  evangelize  the  negro  race. 
If  we  are  going  to  give  the  Church  to  the  Negro,  we  cannot  consistently 
withhold  that  which  is  most  distinctive  of  our  Church.  We  cannot  say 
to  him,  we  will  give  you  the  Prayer  Book,  and  the  Sacraments  of  life, 
the  Diaconate  and  the  Priesthood,  and  refuse  to  give  him  a  Bishop  of  his 
own  race. 

All  historv  goes  to  show  that  you  can  only  save  a  race  morally  and 
spiritually  from  within.  You  must  give  them  leaders  and  teachers  of 
their  own,  to  whom  they  can  look  up  for  guidance  and  inspiration.  I 
repeat  what  I  have  said  before,  "No  man  can  be  a  Bishop  to  a  race  that 
he  cannot  visit  socially" — a  white  Bishop  cannot  do  this  work  satisfac- 
torily. The  negro  needs  the  white  man's  oversight  and  co-operation,  but 
he  needs  also  to  have  some  one  of  his  own  race  to  represent  him  upon 
the  rostrum,  and  at  educational  and  industrial  gatherings  of  his  people. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  Suffragan  Plan  furnishes  us  with  an  ideal

solution  of  this  vexed  problem.  It  preserves  the  unity  of  the  Church 
under  the  white  Bishop,  while  fully  recognizing  the  necessity  for  race 
leadership.  It  makes  for  peace  and  good  feeling  between  the  races  by 
deepening  in  the  white  man  a  growing  sense  of  'responsibility  for  the 
moral  and  religious  training  of  the  negro.  It  reduces  to  a  minimum  the 
possibility  of  separation  within  the  Church  on  racial  lines,  and  is  far  less 
likely  to  result  in  schism,  or  the  erection  of  a  separate  Xegro  Episcopal 
Church  than  any  plan  which  has  been  proposed. 

It  is  certainly  worth  the  experiment;  and  if,  after  fair  trial,  it  should 
prove  a  failure,  we  would  not  have  taken  a  step  which  was  irrevocable,  or 
irremedial.  We  could  then  step  aside  and  give  the  advocates  of  the 
separate  Racial  District  Plan  an  opportunity  to  try  it. 

If,  therefore,  after  full  and  careful  consideration  you  are  disposed  to 
agree  with  me  in  what  I  recommend,  then  I  would  suggest  that  you  first 
place  yourself  on  record  as  favoring  the  Negro  Suffragan  Plan  rather 
than  the  separate  Racial  District  Plan.  When  this  is  done,  then  appoint 
a  Committee  to  nominate  suitable  men  and  to  report  back  to  the  next 
Council,  with  recommendations  looking  to  the  support  of  the  Suffragan 
Bishop. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  you  are  disposed  to  vote  down  the  proposal  to 
elect  a  negro  Suffragan  Bishop  for  this  Diocese,  then  I  wish  to  assure 
you,  that  while  I  would  deplore  such  action,  yet,  at  the  same  time  I  shall 
feel  that  I  have  done  my  full  duty  as  Bishop  in  laying  the  whole  matter 
clearly  before  you^and  in  pointing  out  the  dangers  which  threaten  us 
through  failure  to  take  any  action  at  this  time.  In  any  event,  I  shall 
respect  your  conscientious  convictions  on  a  matter  about  which  so  many 
good  men  differ,  and  on  whatever  side  you  may  cast  your  vote,  the  result 
can  in  no  way  affect  the  very  cordial  relations  which  exist  between  us, 
and  which  I  trust  will  always  continue  to  exist  between  me  and  the 
people  of  this  Diocese.  Should  you  decide  against  my  recommendation, 
it  is  not  my  intention  (unless  some  unforeseen  circumstances  should  arise 
to  make  me  change  my  mind)  to  bring  this  matter  before  you  again.  If 
it  is  brought  before  you  in  the  future,  the  initiative  must  be  taken  by 
some  one  else,  but  not  by  me.  I  shall  always  advocate  the  Suffragan 
Plan,  for  the  reasons  I  have  given,  but  I  do  not  think  that  this  gives  me 
the  right  to  agitate  the  question  further  in  this  Diocese,  unless  it  is 
clearly  the  wish  of  the  majority  to  have  me  do  so. 

Lay  Readers  and  Lay  Preachers. 

I  have  given  much  attention  recently  to  the  work  of  Lay  Preachers  as  a 
means  of  extending  the  Church  in  rural  Districts,  and  of  supplying 
vacant  Parishes  and  Missions  with  services.  As  you  are  aware  the  new 
Canon  on  Lay  Readers  allows  the  Bishop  to  give  permission  after 
"instruction  and  examination,"  to  Lay  Readers  to  deliver  addresses  of 
their  own  composition.  This  has  been  done  in  this  Diocese  with  great 
success,  and  with  the  most  gratifying  results  in  a  number  of  places.  In 
other  words,  the  results  of  the  experiment  so  far  have  abundantly  justi- 
fied the  wisdom  o<f  the  Church  in  making  use  of  her  earnest  and  capable 
laymen  as  Missionaries.  In  our  own  Diocese,  Prof.  H.  P.  Boggs  has  been 
serving  for  some  years  most  acceptably  as  a  Lay  Reader  and  Preacher 
at  Calvary  Church,  Glenn  Springs.  The  pulpit  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Charleston,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector  last  summer,  was  filled  for  a  part 
of  the  time,  with  entire  satisfaction  to  the  congregation,  by  Mr.  Wm.  C. 
Bissell,  and  recently  at  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  Mr.  Jno.  P.  Thomas 
ably  filled  the  pulpit  in  the  Rector's  absence.  St.  Paul's,  Graniteville,  and 
the  Mission  in  the  Barrows,  have  both  been  served  at  different  times  by 
Lay  Readers  who  have  delivered  addresses  of  their  own  composition,  and 
in  each  case  the  people  heard  them  gladly.    The  custom  of  inviting  lay- 
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men  to  deliver  addresses  at  special  services  during  Lent  has  long  obtained 
in  this  Diocese,  and,  therefore,  it  occurs  to  me  to  say  that  we  ought  to 
make  greater  use  than  we  do  of  our  laymen  as  Lay  Preachers.  I  am 
convinced  that  one  reason,  perhaps  the  chief  reason,  why  lay  services  have 
not  been  popular  with  our  people,  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Lay  Reader  usually  reads  somebody  else's  sermon.  The  congregation  feel 
that  he  is  only  a  mouthpiece  for  some  other  man's  ideas.  That  he  has  no 
message  of  his  own,  and  is  not  speaking  out  of  his  own  religious 
experience,  but  where  a  man  has  a  message  which  he  can  deliver,  I  say, 
let  him  deliver  it,  and  encourage  him  to  tell  his  message  or  that  small 
segment  of  the  great  circle  of  truth  which  he  has  worked  out  in  his  own 
experience. 

It  would  be  better  for  us  of  the  clergy  if  we  could  oftener  get  the 
layman's  point  of  view,  and  wherever  we  have  a  man  in  our  congrega- 
tions with  the  gift  of  prophecy,  encourage  him  to  prophesy.  Let  us  not 
forget,  in  this  connection,  that  the  greatest  preachers  the  world  has  ever 
seen,  namely,  the  prophets  of  the  Old  Testament,  were  for  the  most  part 
laymen.  Isaiah.  Hosea  and  Amos  were  Lay  Preachers.  In  the  New 
Testament,  as  we  know  from  St.  Paul's  Episties,  and  the  writings  of  the 
Fathers,  the  layman's  right  to  prophesy  in  the  Church  of  God  was 
never  questioned,  and  the  work  of  evangelization  in  the  early  Church 
was  performed  in  large  part  by  both  men  and  women  to  whom  had  been 
given  the  charismata  of  tongues.  In  the  Middle  Ages,  one  of  the  greatest 
religious  revivals  that  the  Church  has  ever  experienced  was  begun  by  the 
Franciscan  and  Dominican  Friars,  who  were  an  order  of  Lay  Preachers. 
In  the  Wesleyan  movement  in  England,  John  Wesley  soon  saw  the 
advantages  of  Lay  Preaching  and  the  local  preacher  has  ever  since 
played  a  large  and  important  part  in  the  spread  of  Methodism  both  in 
England  and  in  this  country.  Our  Church  has  been  slow  to  recognize 
the  proiihetic  gift  among  her  laymen,  and  to  make  use  of  it  in  the 
Church,  but  now  that  we  have  the  authority,  it  is  time  to  turn  it  to  better 
advantage.  "What  I  would  like  to  see  is  an  organization  of  some  sort  for 
the  Lay  Readers  of  the  Diocese.  A  Lay  Reader's  Guild,  as  they  have 
it  in  England,  where  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  could  meet  with  his  Lay 
Readers  once  a  year  for  conference  and  instruction.  Such  a  Guild  in 
this  Diocese  could  meet  either  before  or  at  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Sunday  School  Institute.  And  suice  so  many  of  our  Lay 
Readers  are  also  teachers  in  the  Sunday  School,  this  would  be  an 
admirable  time  to  hold  such  gatherings. 

We  might  go  even  further  and  arrange  for  a  special  course  of  reading 
and  study  for  our  Lay  Readers,  and  where  a  man  is  licensed  to  preach, 
we  might  require  him  to  pass  an  examination  on  the  course  prescribed. 
The  Lay  Reader  who  could  pass  such  examinations  could  be  given  a 
license  by  the  Bishop,  which  would  entitle  him  to  preach  anywhere  in 
the  Diocese  upon  the  request  of  the  Rector  who  needed  his  services.  In 
other  words,  my  idea  would  be  to  dignify  as  much  as  possible  the  work 
of  the  Lay  Reader,  and  to  make  the  people  feel  that  it  was  worth  while. 
If,  therefore,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  I  could  have  furnished  me  a 
list  of  approved  and  competent  men  who  were  qualified  to  preach  as 
well  as  conduct  the  services  of  the  Church,  then  it  would  be  possible 
for  me  to  send  out  such  men  from  Charleston  or  Columbia,  or  any  other 
Church  center  to  fill  the  purpits  of  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions  until 
regularly  ordained  ministers  could  be  found  to  do  the  work.  I  should 
like  to  have  at  my  disposal  for  work  of  this  kind  a  half  dozen  or  more 
men  who  would  volunteer  for  such  service  and  whom  I  could  call  on  in 
an  emergency. 

If  these  suggestions  commend  themselves  to  you,  I  would  like  to  ask 
for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  whom  this  portion  of  my  address 
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might  be  referred,  with  a  request  that  they  bring*  in  some  recommenda- 
tions covering  the  points  touched  upon. 

Sunday  School  Institute. 

As  mention  has  been  made  of  the  Sunday  School  Institute,  I  wish  to 
say  here  that  I  regard  the  work  of  the  Institute  as  second  to  none  in 
the  Church.  The  Institute  that  was  held  in  Spartanburg  last  November 
was  a  credit  to  the  Diocese,  and  Mr.  Lumpkin,  the  efficient  Chairman  of 
our  Sunday  School  Commission,  deserves  our  special  thanks  for  the  part 
that  he  had  in  arranging  the  programme  and  securing  the  speakers. 
There  may  have  been  larger  Institutes  in  other  Dioceses,  but  the  Church 
has  nothing  better  to  give  us  than  what  we  heard  at  Spartanburg.  The 
pity  of  it  all  was  that  there  were  so  few  of  our  clergy,  Sunday  School 
superintendents  and  teachers  present  to  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity. Brethren,  I  hope  we  will  do  beter  another  year.  I  call  upon 
the  clergy  present  to  give  notice  in  their  churches  to  these  annual 
meetings  of  the  Institute,  and  encourage  as  many  teachers  and  super- 
intendents as  possible  to  attend.  We  can  make  the  Sunday  School 
Institute  a  great  gathering  if  we  will;  all  it  needs  is  your  support,  and 
your  interested  and  appreciative  presence. 

V  OLUNTEERS    FOR    THE    FOREIGN  FlELD. 

The  Sunday  School  Institute  has  suffered  a  great  blow  in  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  Rev.  H.  H.  Lumpkin,  who  has  served  so  acceptably  and 
efficiently  as  Chairman  of  our  Commission  since  it  was  first  organized. 
We  part  from  him  most  reluctantly,  but  his  great  work  must  not  suffer 
a  backset  by  his  leaving  the  Diocese  at  this  time.  It  would  be  but  a 
poor  tribute  to  his  services  if  we  fail  to  find  a  worthy  successor  in  so 
important  a  field.  Mr.  Lumpkin,  as  you  know,  has  volunteered  as  a 
Missionary  to  Alaska,  and  he  and  his  devoted  and  loyal  wife  have  been 
accepted  by  the  Board  and  will  sail  for  their  distant  home  at  Fairbanks 
the  last  of  June. 

I  want  to  say  here,  that  while  I  part  with  Mr.  Lumpkin  with  the 
deepest  regret,  and  while  I  deplore  his  loss,  especially  at  this  time  when 
he  was  getting  such  remarkable  results  from  his  Parish  in  Charleston, 
yet  it  is  a  proud  moment  in  my  life  when  I  can  say  "South  Carolina 
has  given  of  her  best  to  the  foreign  field."  Mr.  Lumpkin  is  the  first 
clergyman  from  this  Diocese  to  go  to  the  foreign  field  in  over  fifty 
years.  My  Brethren,  let  us  thank  God  for  his  example  and  take 
courage.  The  Diocese  cannot  suffer  where  such  a  spirit  of  service  and 
self-sacrifice  is  to  be  found.  On  the  contrary,  I  feel  that  we  shall  be 
greatly  blessed,  and  I  pray  that  others  in  the  years  to  come  will  be 
inspired  to  follow  his  example.  I  am  sure  "it  is  a  matter  of  profound 
gratification  and  thankfulness  to  you  to  know  that  besides  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lumpkin  there  are  now  four  other  volunteers  for  the  foreign  field 
among  the  younger  women  of  the  Diocese — one  who  is  now  preparing 
in  the  Deaconess  Home  in  Philadelphia  and  three  others  at  Winthrop 
College.  How  mightily  hath  God  wrought !  And  how  much  in  earnest 
should  we  be  who  stay  behind  at  home  to  see  that  these  devoted  young 
lives  should  have  the  support  of  our  prayers  and  offerings  in  the  Mis- 
sion stations  to  which  they  go.  I  cannot  close  without  expressing  the 
deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  God  which  I  feel  in  being  privileged  to  repre- 
sent a  Diocese  which  has  met  its  apportionment  to  missions  for  five 
years  last  past,  without  failing  once;  and  has  given  of  her  choicest  sons 
and  daughters  to  send  the  message  glorious  and  to  publish  the  glad 
tidings  of  great  joy  to  the  children  of  God  in  distant  lands.

20th.  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter,  S.  C.  Celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Covington.  I  preached  and 
confirmed  three.  As  this  was  Mr.  Covington's  last  Sunday  with  his 
congregation  I  took  this  occasion  to  express  my  regret  at  his  leaving. 
After  the  service  I  met  with  the  vestry  and  suggested  several  names 
for  their  consideration,  with  a  view  to  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  Mr. 
Covington's  resignation.  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  the  infant  son 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Vivian  Manning. 

The  same  night  I  held  service  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Manning. 
Mr.  Mazyck,  the  Missionary  in  charge,  read  Evening  Prayer.  The 
Methodist  Minister,  Mr.  Watson,  read  the  first  lesson,  and  Mr.  McCord, 
the  Presbyterian  Minister,  the  second  lesson.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
three.

Same 
night  preached  at  the  Methodist  Church  at  Pinewood.  Mr.  Barnweli 
read  Evening  Prayer. 

Morning 
Prayer  read  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Mazyck.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
five.  In  the  afternoon  I  attended  a  delightful  reception  given  me  by  the 
Rector  and  his  wife  at  the  rectory. 

27th.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Charleston.  Morning  Prayer  read  by  Rector. 
Mr.  Cornwell.  I  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen.  Same  afternoon 
attended  the  services  of  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  building  of  St. 
James',  Goose  Creek.  I  preached  and  was  assisted  in  the  service  by 
the  Rev.  Frederick  A.  DeRosset  and  the  Rev.  F.  M.  Ambler. 

May. 

3d.  Near  Green  Pond,  S.  C,  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Theo.  D.  Ravenel, 
I  confirmed  Mr.  Ravenel  and  his  wife  and  baptized  their  infant  son. 

4th.  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort.  Morning  Prayer  read  by  Rector,  Mr. 
Clift.  I  preached  and  confirmed  five.  Same  night  at  Calvary  Church, 
Charleston,  I  preached  and  confirmed  twenty-two.  The  Rev.  Erasmus 
L.  Baskervill,  the  new  Rector,  read  Evening  Prayer. 

5th.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Church  Home  Orphanage 
at  the  Church  Home  in  Charleston.  Same  night  attended  meeting  of 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese  at  St.  Michael's  Parish  House. 

6th  to  8th.  In  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  123d  Annual  Council 
of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston. 

9th.  Ordained  to  the  Priesthood  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  the 
Rev.  Robert  Emmet  Gribbin  and  the  Rev.  Edwin  Anderson  Penick,  Jr. 
Mr.  Gribbin  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Way  and  Mr.  Penick  bv  the 
Rev.  Walter  Mitchell.  Rev.  Kirkland  G.  Finlay,  of  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia,  preached  the  sermon.  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  read  the 
Ante  Communion  service,  the  Rev.  Frederick  A.  DeRosset  the  Litany, 
the  Rev.  S.  Carv  Beckwith  the  Epistle,  the  Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley, 
D.  D.,  the  Gospel. 

11th.  Consecrated  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross  near  Eastover,  S.  C,  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  and  the  Rev.  Norwood  Tillinghast  assisting  in 
this  service.  I  preached  and  confirmed  three.  The  same  afternoon  held 
service  at  St.  Thomas'  Church,  near  Eastover.  The  Rev,  Jacob  R.  Jones 
read  Evening  Prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  fourteen,  and  later  in 
the  afternoon  confirmed  two  more  in  private. 

12th.  St.  John's,  Richland.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Tillinghast;  preached  and  confirmed  one. 
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16th.  In  South  Carolina  Society  Hall  attending  meeting  of  the 
Diocesan  Clergy  Relief  Society.  At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to 
admit  all  clergymen  of  the  Diocese  who  were  canonically  resident  within 
the  Diocese  at  the  time  of  their  death  to  the  benefit  of  this  fund.  No 
fees  will  be  charged  for  membership,  any  clergyman  who  makes  applica- 
tion to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Arthur  R.  Young,  Charleston,  S.  C,  is  eligible, 
and  upon  his  death  his  family  will  be  entitled  to  relief. 

14th-15th.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  opening  service  of 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  St.  Thaddoeus'  Church,  Aiken,  assisted  by .  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  R.  C.  Jeter.  At  the  business  session  the  same  day 
made  an  address,  and  spoke  again  at  night  on  the  "Work  of  Our 
Diocesan  Board  of  Missions."  This  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  will  long 
be  memorable  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  from  the  fact 
that  three  precious  young  lives  offered  themselves  for  service  in  the 
foreign  field.  These  were:  Miss  Virginia  Singleton,  former  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Columbia  Convocation,  and  Miss  Alice  H.  Gregg,  of  Mar's 
Bluff,  and  Miss  Eloize  Dublin,  of  Pendleton.  The  two  latter  are  students 
of  Winthrop  College.  In  attendance  and  interest  the  Aiken  meeting 
represented  the  high  watermark  in  the  life  of  the  Auxiliary  in  this 
Diocese.  It  was  an  inspiration  and  a  privilege  to  take  part  in  such 
a  meeting. 

18th.  Grace  Church,  Camden.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  F.  H.  Harding,  and  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Gordon. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  six.  Same  afternoon  I  visited  the  Mission  at 
Malvern  Hill  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Gordon.  Preached  and  con- 
firmed two. 

19th.  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Hagood.  Morning  Prayer  read  by 
the  Rector,  Mr.  Barnwell.  I  preached  and  confirmed  five.  A  feature 
of  this  service  was  the  baptism  of  two  young  men.  These  young  men 
sent  their  names  up  to  the  Rector  during  the  service  with  the  request 
that  he  would  baptize  them  and  present  them  for  confirmation. 

On  this  dav  I  learned  with  deep  regret  of  the  death  on  Saturday, 
May  17th,  1913,  at  his  home  at  Albany,  New  York,  of  the  Right  Rev. 
William  Crosswell  Doane,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  Albany. 
For  twenty-four  years  he  had  been  the  Vice  President  and  Chairman 
of  our  Board  of  Missions.  He  was  the  Nestor  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  a  recognized  leader  of  the  Church,  both  in  this  country  and  in 
England.  We  shall  miss  him  sadly  when  the  House  of  Bishops  convenes 
next  October  in  New  York. 

Celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Gordon.  I  preached.  Same  after- 
noon drove  to  the  home  of  the  Rev.  William  H.  Barnwell,  of  Statesburg. 

21st.  Holy  Cross,  Stateburg.  Morning  Prayer  read  by  Mr.  Barn- 
well. I  preached.  Same  afternoon  visited  for  the  second  time  this 
year  St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  Hartsville.  Confirmed  a  class  of  five 
presented  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Porcher,  and  made  them  a  short  address. 
At  night  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  of  the  Hartsville  Cotton  Mill  I 
delivered  an  address  to  the  mill  operatives. 

23d.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license  to  Mr.  William  F.  Robertson,  of 
Christ  Church,  Greenville. 

24th.  Received  notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Newark  that  acting  for  me, 
and  at  my  request,  he  had  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  in  Calvary  Church, 
New  York,  on  Trinity  Sunday,  May  18th,  1913,  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin. 

25th.  Trinity  Chapel,  Clemson  College.  Celebrated  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  R.  Maynard  Marshall.  Preached  and 
confirmed  sixteen.  This  was  the  first  time  I  had  visited  Clemson  since 
the  new  rule  requiring  the  students  to  attend  their  own  churches  on 
Sunday  morning  had  gone  into  effect.    All  were  pleased  with  the 
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change.  Mr.  Marshall  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  new  vested  choir 
of  the  cadets  of  the  academy  and  on  the  improvement  he  had  made  in 
the  chancel  and  by  the  addition  of  a  choir  room.

I  took  part  in  the  funeral 
services  of  Mrs.  John  Johnson,  the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  John  John- 
son, D.  D.

I  was 
glad  to  welcome  Mr.  Skinner  to  his  work  in  Ridgeway  and  to  see  the 
nice  new  rectory  which  the  congregation  had  recently  built  for  him.  The 
same  night  I  preached  the  baccalaureate  sermon  before  the  graduating 
class  of  Winthrop  College  in  the  College  Chapel.

5th.  Took  part  in  the  funeral  services  of  Susan  Dabney  Smeedes  at 
All  Saints'  Chapel,  Sewanee. 

6th.  Preached  in  All  Saints'  Chapel,  Sewanee. 

8th.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license  to  John  L.  Strohecker,  Pinopolis. 

20th.  Held  service  and  preached  at  "Thumping  Dick"  Mission,  near 
Sewanee.

She  leaves  a  host  of  friends  behind 
her  and  the  record  of  a  life  well  spent  in  the  Master's  service.

September. 

14th.  Consecrated  St.  Luke's  Church,  Columbia.  The  request  for  con- 
secration was  read  by  the  Senior  Warden,  Mr.  N.  E.  Lewis.  The  Sen- 
tence of  Consecration  was  read  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell. 
I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Arch- 
deacon, the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles,  and  the  Rev.  John  B.  Elliott. 

The  Rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Luke's  are  to  be '  congratulated 
upon  their  handsome  new  church  and  upon  the  splendid  investment  they 
have  made  of  the  money  accruing  from  the  sale  of  their  former  church 
property  on  Lady  street.  The  same  night  held  service  at  St.  Mary's 
Church,  Columbia.  Evening  Prayer  read  by  the  Archdeacon,  the  Rev. 
Geo.  E.  Howell.    I  preached  and  confirmed  eight. 

15th.  I  met  the  Trustees  of  Trinity  Mission  House,  and  after  hearing 
reports  of  the  work  under  Mr.  Poynor  and  Deaconess  Le  Compte, 
we  decided  to  petition  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese  for  $300.00 
towards  the  support  of  mill  work  in  the  city  of  Columbia.  The  same 
afternoon  I  laid  the  corner  stone  of  St.  Timothy's  Church  and  made  a 
short  address.  All  the  clergy  of  the  city  were  present  and  took  part 
in  the  service.  The  new  church  is  being  built  of  granite  blocks  with 
interior  trimmings  of  gray  brick  and  presents  a  very  handsome  appear- 
ance.

Mr.  Poynor  needs  $3,000.00 
to  put  the  roof  on  his  church  and  to  protect  it  from  the  weather. 

The  same  night  I  visited  St.  Stephen's,  Ridgeway.  Evening  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Skinner.  I  preached  and  confirmed  a 
class  of  five. 

16th  to  18th.  In  attendance  on  the  Colored  Council  at  Rock  Hill. 
The  Council  will  be  chiefly  memorable  for  the  spirit  of  self-help  which 
was  manifested  by  the  negro  Parishes  and  Missions.  The  Archdeacon 
reported  that  exclusive  of  St.  Mark's,  Charleston,  the  negro  communi- 
cants and  children  of  the  Diocese  had  raised  last  year  for  all  purposes 
over  $5,000.00.  If  we  add  to  this  the  amount  contributed  by  St.  Mark's 
congregation  towards  self-support,  the  total  would  be  something  over 
$7,000.00  annually.  This  is  a  very  creditable  showing  and  speaks  well 
for  our  colored  communicants. 

19th.  Visited  Mission  at  Lancaster.  Mr.  Boyd  read  Evening  Prayer; 
I  preached.  The  little  church  at  Lancaster  has  been  raised  to  the  level 
of  the  streets  and  repainted,  and  electric  lights  put  in.  Much  needed 
improvements  upon  which  the  congregation  and  Mr.  Boyd  are  to  be 
congratulated. 

I  read  in  the  paper  today  the  distressing  news  that  our  new  church 
at  Conway,  which  was  in  process  of  building,  had  been  blown  down  by 
a  tornado.  I  at  once  telegraphed  the  Warden,  Mr.  J.  E.  Coates, 
extending  my  sympathy  and  promising  him  $50.00  towards  the  restora- 
tion of  his  church.    I  hope  others  will  join  me  in  this  good  work. 

21st.  Epiphany,  Laurens.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Guignard.    I  preached  and  confirmed  one.  This 
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Sunday  happened  to  be  the  twentieth  anniversary  of  the  ordination  to 
the  priesthood  of  the  Rev.  Wilmont  S.  Holmes,  the  former  rector  of 
this  Parish.  We  remembered  him  and  his  work  in  the  progress  of  the 
Church  and  steps  were  taken  to  send  Mr.  Holmes  some  suitable  memorial 
of  the  occasion. 

The  same  night  visited  St.  Luke's,  Newberry.-  Evening  Prayer  was 
read  by  Mr.  Guignard;  I  preached. 

22d.  Visited  St.  Luke's  colored  school,  Newberry. 

23d.  Received  notice  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
that  it  had  approved  the  application  of  Mr.  Oliver  James  Hart,  of  York- 
ville,  to  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  also  the  appli- 
cation of  Mr.  A.  Barnwell  Bennett,  to  be  ordained  Deacon.  Mr.  Ben- 
nett was  ordained  Deacon  for  me  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Gailor, 
at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  on  Sunday,  September  28th.  Mr.  Bennett  has  been 
put  in  charge  of  St.  John's,  Shandon,  Columbia,  under  the  Rev.  Charles 
E.  Woodson,  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

26th.  I  dedicated  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Boggs,  at  Glenn 
Springs,  to  the  purposes  of  Christian  education,  with  special  reference 
to  the  needs  of  the  individual  pupil.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Chesiey  and  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  K.  Pendleton  were  present  and  spoke  words  of  congratula- 
tions and  greeting.  The  occasion  was  a  most  enjoyable  one  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Boggs  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  beautiful  home  school 
and  on  the  success  of  their  work. 

28th.  Calvary  Church,  Glenn  Springs.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Chesiey.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
eight. 

The  same  night  visited  Nativity,  Union,  preached  and  confirmed  one. 
I  took  this  occasion  to  welcome  Mr.  Chesiey  to  the  Parish  and  Diocese 
and  to  congratulate  the  congregation  on  their  new  organ  and  vested 
choir. 

30th.  Addressed  the  cadets  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy  in  St. 
Timothy's  chapel. 

October. 

3d.  Attended  important  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Porter  Military  Academy.  The  same  night  attended  a  great  mass  of 
men  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Law  and  Order  League  of  Charles- 
ton in  the  German  Artillery  Hall.  I  was  asked  to  speak  as  represent- 
ing the  Christian  Churches  of  Charleston. 

4th.  I  learned  with  sincere  regret  of  the  sudden  death  at  his  home 
near  Garnett,  S.  C,  of  Mr.  D.  B.  Rhodes,  Senior  Warden  of  the  Church 
of  the  Heavenly  Rest,  Hampton  county.  Mr.  Rhodes  was  one  of  those 
quiet,  earnest  and  devoted  churchmen  who  served  his  Church  and  Par- 
ish for  many  years  with  singleness  of  heart  and  entire  loyalty  to  her 
doctrine  and  worship.    His  death  is  greatly  to  be  regretted. 

5th.  St,  John's,  Pinopolis.  Preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. The  same  afternoon  I  visited  with  our  faithful  lay  reader,  Mr. 
J.  L.  Strohecker,  the  Mission  in  the  Barrows.  I  found  the  church  full 
of  an  eager  and  interested  congregation  awaiting  me.  The  revival  of 
this  Mission  and  the  increased  interest  which  I  found  on  all  sides 
among  the  people  themselves  is  due  to  the  faithful  and  sympathetic 
work  of  Mr.  Strohecker. 

8th  to  25th.  In  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. During  my  presence  in  New  York,  I  preached  at  All  Saints', 
Brooklyn,  and  Christ  Church,  New  York. 

26th.  Preached  in  Houston  Hall,  Philadelphia,  before  the  students 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  the  afternoon  at  St.  Mary's, 
West  Philadelphia. 
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27th.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license  to  \V.  T.  Pearce,  Holy  Trinity, 
Clemson. 

28th.  Attended  Charleston  Convocation  at  McPhersonville  and  made 
an  address  on  the  recent  General  Convention. 

29th.  Gave  Letter  Dimissory  to  the  Rev.  John  S.  Simmons,  transfer- 
ring him  to  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

November. 

1st.  Gave  Letter  Dimissory  to  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Tillinghast,  transfer- 
ring him  to  the  Diocese  of  Washington,  D.  C. 

2d.  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Baker;  preached.  In  the  afternoon  held  services 
and  preached  in  the  colored  mission  and  again  at  night  at  the  Parish 
Church,  and  confirmed  two. 

3d.  Met  with  the  vestry  of  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro.  The  same  night 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  Churchmen's  Club  of  Charleston  in  St. 
Michael's  Parish  House. 

7th.  Delivered  an  address  on  the  General  Convention  in  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston. 

9th.  Assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Jordan,  I  consecrated  St. 
James'  Church,  Ninety-Six.  This  little  church  was  built  and  paid  for 
within  one  year.  There  are  only  two  church  families  in  the  town. 
Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  devotion  and  zeal  of  this  little 
flock.  The  same  night  visited  Greenwood.  Pleld  evening  service  and 
preached. 

10th.  Visited  the  Mission  at  Calhoun  Falls.  Mr.  Jordan  conducted 
the  service  and  I  preached. 

11th.  St.  Stephen's,  Willington.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  and 
preached. 

14th.  Attended  special  called  meeting  of  the  Churchmen's  Club  of 
Charleston.  At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  undertake  business 
men's  Monday  services  during  Lent  under  the  auspices  of  the  club. 

15th.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  licenses  to  Prof.  H.  J.  Wallace,  St.  Luke's, 
Columbia,  Prof.  John  Thompson  Brown  and  to  Mr.  G.  H.  Green,  of 
St.  Paul's,  Rock  Hill. 

16th.  Held  service  at  the  Rock's  Church,  near  Eutawvile.  Celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  preached  and  confirmed  two.  After  service  met 
with  the  vestry  and  congregation  with  a  view  to  filling  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Mr.  Motte's  resignation.  I  also  took  this  occasion  to  express 
the  deep  sense  of  loss  which' I  felt  in  losing  a  life-long  friend  and  so 
saintly  and  devoted  a  priest  of  the  Church.  Our  prayers  and  best 
wishes  go  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Motte  to  their  new  home  in  Savannah, 
Ga.  The  same  afternoon  I  held  service  in  the  church  in  the  village  and 
returned  to  Belvidare  plantation  in  time  to  make  a  brief  address  to 
the  negroes  in  the  chapel  near  the  house. 

18th  and  19th.  In  attendance  upon  the  Sunday  School  Institute  at 
Spartanburg.  I  made  the  opening  address.  This  was  a  wonderful 
convention.  My  greatest  regret  is  that  so  few  of  our  Sunday  School 
teachers  and  clergymen  were  there  to  take  advantage  of  the  remark- 
able addresses  and  sectional  conferences  which  made  this  convention  the 
high  water-mark  of  Sunday  School  work  in  our  Diocese. 

Brethren,  let  us  do  better  the  next  time ! 

23d.  Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, preached  and  confirmed  five,  presented  by  the  Junior  Warden,  Mr. 
T.  J.  Moore. 

During  this  visit  I  was  shown  over  the  new  rectory  just  completed. 
The  rectory  is  a  most  attractive  building  and  is  a  great  asset  to  the 
Parish. 
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The  same  night  visited  Christ  Church  Mission  at  Mullins. '  This  was 
a  red-letter  day  in  the  history  of  the  Church  in  that  town.  It  was 
our  first  service  in  the  church  which  had  just  been  built.  Mr.  Penick, 
missionary  in  charge,  was  present.  The  Rev.  Albert  S.  Thomas,  who 
had  established  the  Mission,  drove  65  miles  in  his  car  from  Cheraw  after 
morning  service  in  order  to  be  present.  He  and  Mr.  Penick  conducted 
the  service.  I  preached  and  Mr.  Thomas  followed  me  with  a  few  appro- 
priate remarks.    The  occasion  was  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

The  church  building  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  Diocese,  and 
all  who  had  part  in  its  erection  deserve  our  thanks  and  congratulations. 

25th.  Attended  the  wedding  of  Miss  Alice  DeRosset  at  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston.  Afterwards  attended  a  mass  meet- 
ing of  the  women  of  Charleston,  held  in  the  Academy  of  Music,  in  the 
interest  of  law  and  order,  and  closed  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

26th.  Received  the  sad  news  of  the  sudden  death  of  my  colored  Arch- 
deacon, J.  S.  Quarles.  His  death  was  a  great  blow.  I  have  written 
a  brief  estimate  of  his  life's  work,  which  will  be  published  elsewhere  in 
the  Diocese. 

27th.  Thanksgiving  Day.  This  is  the  anniversary  of  my  wedding.  A 
happy  coincidence !  Attended  service  at  Grace  Church,  celebrated  and 
preached  for  the  Rector,  Mr.  Way.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license  to  Mr. 
Howard  S.  McCandlish,  Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion. 

28th.  Conducted  the  funeral  services  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Quarles, 
Archdeacon,  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia.  Nearly  all  of  the  colored 
clergy  of  the  Diocese  were  present,  besides  several  of  the  white  clergy. 
The  Psalms  were  read  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Elliott,  the  lesson  by 
the  Rev.  Jacob  R.  Jones,  the  creed  and  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  E. 
Howell.    I  delivered  the  address. 

The  same  afternoon  I  held  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's 
School. 

29th.  Held  a  congregational  meeting  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Colum- 
bia. I  have  placed  the  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell  temporarily  in  charge  of 
the  school  and  the  Rev.  John  B.  Elliott  in  charge  of  the  congregation 
and  church. 

30th.  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  R.  G.  Shannonhouse;  preached  and  con- 
firmed one  in  private. 

December. 

2d.  In  Synod  Hall,  New  York.  I  addressed  the  Woman's  Auxiliary 
of  that  Diocese. 

7th.  St.  John's  Church,  Florence.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Harold  Thomas.  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed a  large  class  of  42.  The  same  night  I  preached  again  and  con- 
fir  nied  16. 

8th.  In  St.  John's  Church,  Florence.  I  confirmed  at  a  special  service 
in  the  afternoon  five  more  who  could  not  be  present  on  Sunday,  and 
one  man  in  private.  That  night  visited  the  new  Mission  on  Black 
Creek;  preached  and  confirmed  two.  Thus  making  a  total  of  sixty- 
six  presented  by  Mr.  Thomas  on  this  visitation. 

11th.  At  St.  Michael's  Parish  House,  Charleston.  I  attended  an 
important  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.

It  was  decided  at  this  meeting  to  raise  the 
cost  of  board  and  tuition  to  ,$300.00  on  all  new  students,  beginning  Sep- 
tember, 1914. 

14th.  Church  of  the  Holy  Apostles,  Barnwell.  Celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Evison.    I  preached  and  con- 
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firmed  3.  The  same  night  visited  Holy  Communion,  Allendale;  preached 
and  confirmed  4. 

15th.  St.  Alban's,  Biackville.  Mr.  Evison  read  Evening  Prayer;  I 
preached  and  confirmed  2. 

17th.  As  one  of  the  coconsecrators  of  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Colmore, 
Bishop  of  Porto  Rico,  I  took  part  in  the  service  of  consecration  held 
on  this  day  in  All  Saints'  chapel,  Sewanee,  Tenn.  The  Bishops  present 
besides  myself  were  the  presiding  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Daniel  S.  Tut- 
tle,  D.  D.;  Rt.  Rev.  Albion  S.  Knight,  D.  D.;  Rt.  Rev.  Edwin  G.  Weed, 
D.  D.;  Rt.  Rev.  James  H.  Van  Buren,  D.  D.;  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  F. 
Gailor,  D.  D.    Bishop  Knight  preached  the  sermon. 

21st.  Christ  Church,  Mt.  Pleasant.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Percival  H.  Whaley;  preached  and  confirmed 
one.  The  same  night  visited  Christ  Church,  Charleston;  preached  and 
confirmed  one.  I  took  this  occasion  to  welcome  to  the  Parish  the  Rev. 
James  M.  Stoney,  who  has  just  been  put  in  charge. 

22d.  I  learned  today  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  William  H.  Bowers, 
Vicar  of  St.  Matthias,  Bethnal  Green,  London,  England,  on  October 
6th,  1913.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr.  Bowers  was  at  one  time 
Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Charleston,  and  at  the  date  of  his  death 
was  still  canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese. 

25th.  Christmas  Day.  I  attended  services  with  my  family  at  St. 
Michael's  Church,  Charleston. 

28th.  St.  Matthews,  Fort  Motte.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Holmes,  and  preached.  The  same  night  held 
service  in  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Orangeburg.  I  preached  and 
confirmed  two. 

29th.  Attended  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home  Orphan- 
age at  Columbia.  At  this  meeting  we  approved  of  the  amended  charter, 
which  is  now  before  the  Legislature.  The  same  night  I  went  with  the 
congregation  of  St.  Mary's  Church  and  took  steps  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  late  Archdeacon  Quarles. 

January,  1914. 

4th.  All  Saints',  Waccamaw.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Galbraith,  and  preached,  and  at  the  close  of  service 
blessed  the  cross  and  vases  on  the  altar  which  had  been  given  in  memory 
of  Col.  Ralph  Nesbit,  for  many  years  Senior  Warden  of  Parish.  The 
same  afternoon  addressed  the  negroes  at  the  chapel  at  Brook  Green, 
and  confirmed  eight. 

5th.  Prince  Frederick's,  Plantersville.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, preached  and  confirmed  two.  The  same  afternoon  held  service 
at  St.  Peter's  Mission •.  preached  and  confirmed  four  presented  by  the 
Rector,  Mr.  Galbraith.  I  was  glad  to  see  and  hear  of  the  increased 
interest  taken  in  this  Mission  since  Mr.  Lumpkin's  recent  visit  and  week 
of  services. 

6th.  Prince  George,  Winyah.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rector, 
the  Rev.  Percy  J.  Robottom.    I  preached. 

11th.  St.  David's,  Cheraw.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas.    I  preached  and  confirmed  four. 

The  same  night  visited  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville;  preached  and  con- 
firmed seven  presented  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Penick.  I  remained  over  the 
next  day  and  was  delighted  to  see  the  new  rectory,  which  is  fast 
approaching  completion.  This  speaks  well  for  the  good  work  Mr. 
Penick  has  done  since  he  has  been  in  Bennettsville. 

13th.  St.  Paul's,  Conway.  Held  service  in  the  Methodist  Church. 
The  Rev.  P.  J.  Robottom  read  evening  prayer  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Betts, 
the  Methodist  minister,  the  lessons;  I  preached.    After  the  service  I  met 
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with  our  church  members  and  others  who  were  interested  in  the  build- 
ing of  our  new  church  in  Conway,  and  encouraged  them  to  push  the 
work  of  restoring  the  church,  which  had  been  destroyed  by  a  tornado 
in  September,  to  its  completion.

Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Porcher;  preached.  The  same  night  visited 
St.  Bartholomew's,  Hartsville;  preached  and  confirmed  two. 

19th.  Trinity  Church,  Society  Hill.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, assisted  by  Mr.  Porcher,  and  preached.  I  announced  to  the  congre- 
gation that  arrangements  had  been  completed  whereby  Mr.  Thpmas,  of 
Cheraw,  would  hereafter  give  them  services  in  order  that  Mr.  Porcher 
might  be  released  so  that  he  could  give  more  time  to  the  growing  Mis- 
sion at  Hartsville. 

25th.  Trinity  Church,  Columbia.  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the 
Rector,  Mr.  Finlay.  I  preached  and  confirmed  twenty-five.  I  took 
this  occasion  to  congratulate  the  Rector  and  the  congregation  on  the 
improvements  recently  made  on  the  interior  of  Trinity. 

The  same  afternoon  I  addressed  a  large  mass  meeting  of  men  and 
women  in  the  opera  house,  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
on  the  "Inspiration  of  the  Bible  in  the  Light  of  Modern  Biblical 
Scholarship." 

26th.  Visited  St.  Ann's,  New  Brookland.  Evening  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Missionary  in  charge,  the  Rev.  Jacob  R.  Jones.  I  preached 
and  confirmed  seven. 

27th.  Visited  St.  Luke's  Church,  Columbia.  Evening  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Geo.  E.  Howell.    I  confirmed  a  class  of  eleven. 

28th.  Visited  St.  Mary's  and  St.  Anna's  schools,  Columbia,  and  cate- 
chised the  children.  The  same  night  visited  Trinity  Mission;  preached 
and  confirmed  six  presented  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  W.  S.  Poynor. 

February. 

1st.  Good  Shepherd,  Columbia.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Charles  E.  Woodson;  preached  and  con- 
firmed sixteen.  In  the  afternoon  visited  the  new  Mission  at  St.  John's, 
Shandon,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Bramwell  Bennett,  who  read 
Evening  Prayer,  assisted  by  Mr.  Woodson,  and  I  preached.  After 
service  I  looked  over  the  plans  of  the  proposed  new  chapel  and  Parish 
house,  and  encouraged  the  congregation  to  push  the  work  of  building  to 
a  speedy  conclusion.  The  same  night  visited  St.  Timothy's  Church. 
This  was  the  first  service  held  in  the  handsome  new  stone  church.  The 
occasion  was  one  long  to  be  remembered.  All  the  clergy  were  present 
and  took  part  in  the  service.

Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Dr.  Whaley;  preached  and  confirmed  one.  The 
same  evening  preached  at  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  and  confirmed  a 
class  of  ten  presented  by  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Baskervill. 

7th.  Heard  today  with  deep  regret  of  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Wm. 
E.  Haskell,  the  devoted  and  most  efficient  President  of  our  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  Mrs.  Haskell  has  gone  with  her  husband  to  make  her  home 
in  Cordele,  Ga.  Her  leaving  is  a  great  loss  to  the  Auxiliary  in  this 
Diocese,  and  we  part  from  her  with  the  deepest  appreciation  of  her 
splendid  work  as  head  of  our  Auxiliary. 

9th.  Appointed  the  Rev.  Erasmus  L.  Baskervill,  of  Calvary  Church, 
Charleston,  Archdeacon  of  the  colored  work  in  this  Diocese.  Else- 
where there  is  published  a  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  colored  churches 
informing  them  of  my  appointments  and  the  new  Archdeacon's  letter 
of  acceptance.  The  same  evening  visited  St.  Stephen's  Church,  St. 
Stephen's  depot.    Held  Evening  Prayer,  preached  and  confirmed  three. 

10th.  Held  service  at  Redeemer,  Pineville;  preached  and  confirmed  ten 
presented  by  the  new  Archdeacon,  the  Rev.  E.  L.  Baskervill. 

11th.  Visited  St.  Stephen's,  Pineville.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Mazyck,  and  preached. 

12th.  This  day  accepted  Prof.  Leonard  Augustus  Prouty,  now  teach- 
ing in  the  Confederate  Home  School  for  Girls  in  Charleston,  as  a 
postulant  for  Holy  Orders  from  this  Diocese.

Attended  meeting  of  the  Churchmen's  Club  of  Charleston  at 
St.  Michael's  Parish  House  and  listened  to  a  most  instructive  and  illumi- 
nating address  by  Mr.  Silas  McBee,  editor  of  the  Constructive  Quar- 
terly. 

22d.  St.  Paul's,  Summerville.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Ambler;  preached  and  confirmed  eight. 
The  same  afternoon  visited  St.  Barnabas'  Mission  and  preached.  At 
night  visited  Epiphany  Colored  Mission,  Summerville.  Evening  Prayer 
was  read  by  Archdeacon  Baskervill;  I  preached  and  confirmed  five. 

24th.  In  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston,  I  conducted  a  Quiet  Day 
for  the  clergy. 

26th.  Visited  Christ  Church,  Charleston.  Evening  Prayer  was  read 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Stoney.    I  preached  and  confirmed  six. 

27th.  Received  application  from  St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  Harts- 
ville,  desiring  to  be  organized  as  a  Parish  and  have  approved  the  same. 

28th.  Accepted  with  sincere  regret  the  resignation  of  Deaconess  Mary 
A.  Lecompte,  of  Trinity  Mission,  Columbia,  to  take  effect  June  1st. 
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March. 

1st.  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Robert  T.  Philips.  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed seventeen.  I  took  this  occasion  to  extend  a  hearty  welcome  to 
Mr.  Philips,  as  this  was  my  first  visit  to  his  Parish  since  he  had  taken 
charge.  In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Lincoln  school  building,  I  met  with 
several  colored  members  of  our  Church  and  others  and  addressed  them. 
The  prospects  for  establishing  a  new  mission  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple in  Sumter  is  good  and  I  hope  before  long  to  see  it  accomplished. 
The  same  night  I  held  service  in  the  Methodist  Church  in  Manning. 
Mr.  Mazyck  read  Evening  Prayer,  the  Methodist  and  Presbyterian 
ministers  reading  the  lessons.

Hospital,  Charleston. 

8th.  St.  Thaddaeus',  Aiken.  Celebrated  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Rector,  Mr.  Jeter;  preached  and  confirmed  six.  In  the  afternoon 
held  service  at  St.  Augustine  Colored  Mission,  assisted  by  the  lay  reader, 
Wm.  M.  Garrett.  I  preached  and  confirmed  one.  The  same  night 
visited  St.  Paul's  Mission,  Graniteville.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by 
Mr.  Taylor.    I  preached  and  confirmed  thirteen.

I 
preached  and  afterwards  met  with  the  members  of  the  congregation 
and  others  who  were  interested,  and  organized  the  new  Mission  by 
appointing  Jefferson  D.  Copeland,  Warden;  Albert  M.  Denbow,  Treas- 
urer, and  Denmark  G.  Richardson,  Secretary.  A  lot  has  been  given 
and  we  hope  soon  to  raise  enough  money  to  build  a  church. 

In.  attendance  during  the  week  upon  the  noonday  Lenten 
services  for  business  men,  at  St.  Michael's  Church,  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Churchmen's  Club.  These  services  are  being  well 
attended,  and  addresses  have  been  of  a  very  high  order  of  excellence.

20th.  Issued  Lay  Reader's  license  to  Wm.  L.  Pyatt,  of  Calvary  Church, 
Charleston.  The  same  night  visited  St.  Andrew's,  Mt.  Pleasant.  Eve- 
ning Prayer  was  read  by  Dr.  Whaley.    I  preached  and  confirmed  six. 

22d.  St.  Luke's,  Charleston.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Wood,  and  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  twelve.  The  same  night  visited  the  Holy 
Communion,  Charleston.

I  preached  and 
confirmed  a  large  class  of  thirty. 

The  same  night  visited  St.  Mark's  Church,  Charleston.  Evening 
Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Garrett;  I  preached 
and  confirmed  eleven. 

6th  to  9th.  Delivered  a  series  of  Midday  Lenten  addresses  in  St. 
Michael's  Church,  Charleston.  These  services  were  well  attended 
throughout  Lent,  and  I  feel  that  our  efforts  to  revive  them  have  been 
more  than  justified. 

9th.  Held  special  service  at  iSt.  Philip's,  Charleston,  and  confirmed 
seven.  The  same  night  (Maunday  Thursday)  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  DeRosset,  and  by  the  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell.  The 
Rev.  Arthur  Cornwell  and  the  Rev.  James  Stoney  were  present.  I 
preached.      .  , 

9th.  At  a  special  service  in  Calvary  Church,  Charleston,  I  confirmed 
two  persons  presented  by  the  Archdeacon  and  addressed  them. 

10th.  In  attendance  on  the  Good  Friday  services  with  mv  family  at 
St.  Michael's  Church. 

12th.  Easter  Day,  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  Celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Pendleton.  I  preached 
and  confirmed  thirteen.  In  the  afternoon  attended  a  children's  service 
of  the  three  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Parish  Church  and  of  the  Ark- 
wright  and  All  Saints'  Missions  and  made  a  short  address  to  the  chil- 
dren. It  was  a  lovely  and  beautiful  service,  and  one  long  to  be 
remembered. 

The  same  night  visited  Epiphany  Colored  Mission.  Evening  Prayer 
read  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev  Robt.  Bagnall.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
five. 

13th.  Attended  a  Church  Club  supper  of  the  men  of  Trinity  Parish, 
Columbia,  in  the  Satterlee  Hall  and  addressed  them. 

April  14th.  Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Church  Home 
Orphanage  at  Yorkville. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  addressed  the  children  in  the  chapel  of  the 
Orphanage  and  heard  them  sing  their  Easter  carols.  After  the  service 
I  spent  some  time  with  Mr.  Moore  in  going  over  the  farm  and  in 
inspecting  the  new  printery.  The  Trustees  at  this  meeting  decided  to 
ask  the  Diocese  to  give  us  a  new  cottage  for  the  orphanage,  as  more 
room  had  become  an  imperative  necessity  to  meet  our  growing  needs. 

The  same  night  in  the  Parish  Church  I  preached  and  confirmed 
fourteen  presented  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Walsh. 
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15th.  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill.  Evening  Prayer  read  by 
the  Rector,  Mr.  Boyd.  I  preached  and  confirmed  nine.  In  the  after- 
noon visited  the  Colored  Mission  and  confirmed  two  and  addressed  them. 

17th.  Attended  an  important  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Porter 
Military  Academy  at  St.  Michael's  Parish  House. 

18th.  Organized  St.  Paul's  Colored  Mission,  Orangeburg,  and  appointed 
Prof.  R.  S.  Wilkinson  and  Prof.  Edw.  A.  Lawrence,  Wardens,  and 
Prof.  Charles  S.  Myors,  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

19th.  St.  Michael's,  Charleston.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Dr.  Kershaw.  I  preached  and  confirmed  eight. 
The  same  afternoon  addressed  a  large  mass  meeting  of  colored  men  in 
Emanuel  A.  M.  E.  Church  on  the  subject  of  organizing  a  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
in  the  city  for  colored  men  and  boys.  At  night  attended  opening  serv- 
ices in  the  new  Navy  Yard  Chapel,  St.  Peter's-by-the-Sea ;  preached  and 
confirmed  three  presented  by  the  Missionary  in  charge,  the  Rev.  Robt.  E. 
Gribbin.  A  large  and  enthusiastic  congregation  was  present.  Addresses 
of  welcome  and  congratulation  were  made  by  Mr.  Gribbin  and  by  Dr. 
Kershaw,  the  father  of  the  Mission. 

The  new  chapel  is  splendidly  equipped  to  do  missionary  work  for 
the  people  living  in  Chicora  Park,  and  also  to  give  religious  services 
to  the  marines  and  sailors  in  the  government  reservation  near  by.  We 
are  the  first  religious  body  of  any  kind  on  the  ground  and  the  people 
have  responded  splendidly  to  our  efforts. 
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APPENDIX  II 


Report  of  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions 

Brethren  of  the  Council:  Although  there  has  been  no  sounding  of 
trumpets,  still  your  Board  has  been  quietly,  silently  but  effectively 
doing  this  past  year  the  great  work  assigned  it. 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  to  Almighty  God  and  with  sincere  thanks  to 
our  devoted  Church  people,  that  your  Board  reports  at  this  annual 
Council  all  its  obligations  met  to  the  Missionaries  and  a  small  balance  to 
its  credit.  With  a  few  exceptions  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  have 
paid  in  full  their  apportionments,  and  we  hope  that  the  delinquents  will 
make  good  before  this  report  goes  into  the  Journal.  Without  doubt 
this  has  been  an  encouraging  year  for  the  Diocese,  many  new  churches 
have  been  built,  more  lots  purchased,  a  larger  number  confirmed  and  a 
revival  of  Church  life  in  many  places.  Fewer  changes  on  the  part  of 
the  clergy  have  taken  place  than  last  year,  and  an  encouraging  feature 
has  been  the  number  of  young  clergymen  who  are  now  working  in  the 
Diocese  and  who  are  thoroughly  interested  in  their  work.  New  churches 
have  been  erected  at  Mullins,  where  there  is  a  small  but  devoted  band  of 
workers;  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Charleston,  where  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Gribbin, 
by  his  zeal  and  faithful  energies,  has  aroused  much  interest  and  pre- 
sented his  first  confirmation  class;  at  Conway,  where  the  little  flock  had 
their  almost  completed  church  destroyed  by  a  storm,  but  with  undaunted 
spirit  has  succeeded  in  rebuilding,  and  at  Ninety-Six,  where  but  a  few 
years  ago  the  Church  and  her  services  were  little  known.  We  rejoice 
with  the  Rev.  W.  S'.  Poynor  and  his  faithful  congregation  in  the  erection 
of  the  handsome  new  St.  Timothy's  Church,  which  has  replaced  the  one 
destroyed  by  fire.  This  is  one  of  the  most  promising  fields  in  the 
Diocese,  for  where  the  old  fair  buildings  once  stood  there  are  now  a 
number  of  new  houses,  increasing  the  population  in  that  community  to 
over  two  thousand  people.  A  large  graded  school  building  has  also 
been  recently  built  in  that  section.  There  is  now  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction a  beautiful  stone  church  for  St.  James'  Mission,  Greenville, 
which  will  take  the  place  of  the  wooden  structure  recently  sold.  This  is 
being  erected  on  a  valuable  lot  left  to  the  Mission  by  a  devoted  Church 
woman.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  since  the  last  Council  meeting  the 
Good  Shepherd  Mission  has  been  organized  at  Greer,  and  a  suitable  lot 
has  been  purchased,  upon  which  a  neat  church  will  be  erected.  There 
is  a  steady  increase  of  interest  in  the  Mission  work  at  McBee,  a  lot  has 
been  secured,  and  in  the  near  future  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Thomas,  who  organ- 
ized the  Mission  hopes  to  build  a  church.  The  same  may  be  said  of 
Dillon,  a  Mission  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  Jr.  Too 
much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  Finance  Committee,  who,  through  its 
extension  funds,  has  enabled  much  progressive  work  to  be  done  in  the 
Diocese. 

We  regret  to  note  that  there  are  a  few  vacant  places  in  the  Diocese, 
but  the  Missions  in  Greenville  will  soon  be  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Francis 
J.  H.  Coffin,  one  of  our  own  candidates,  who  will  be  ordained  to  the 
priesthood  this  month.  The  ChurchV  ways  and  teachings  are  being  bet- 
ter known  in  many  rural  districts,  through  the  indefatigable  labors  of 
the  Rev.  Harold  Thomas,  of  Florence.  It  must  be  noted  that  the 
Bishop  has  confirmed  for  this  clergyman  one  hundred  and  ten  candi- 
dates since  the  first  of  last  December,  an-  unprecedented  record  in  this 
Diocese.    The  mill  work  has  greatly  increased  in  those  places  where  the 
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Church  has  been  planted,  notably  in  Graniteville,  Columbia  and  Spar- 
tanburg. If  the  demand  has  been  greater  on  the  Diocese  for  funds  in 
the  past  year,  it  is  because  the  work  has  been  growing  and  not  standing 
still. 

We  regret  that  many  of  our  Missionaries  have  too  large  a  field  to 
cover,  therefore  cannot  do  justice  to  the  work  nor  can  they  hope  for  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  communicants.  Had  the  Board  more 
funds  at  its  disposal  it  could  confine  some  of  the  clergy  at  many  strategic 
points.  While  it  does  not  come  under  the  purview  of  this  report,  except 
indirectly,  we  can  not  refrain  from  noting  the  increased  interest  in  the 
colored  work,  and  the  encouraging  growth  in  the  past  year.  Your 
Board  desires  to  express  its  indebtedness  and  grateful  thanks  to  the 
Sunday  Schools  for  the  valuable  and  substantial  assistance  rendered 
this  year.  The  Advent  Offering  amounted  to  $843.04 — this,  together 
with  what  was  raised  by  the  colored  Sunday  Schools,  makes  the  grand 
total  of  $865.44,  the  largest  amount  ever  raised  at  Advent  by  the  chil- 
dren. To  the  few  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  which  rendered 
help,  we  extend  our  thanks. 

Your  Board  shall  recommend  the  same  apportionments,  with  few 
exceptions,  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  for  the  coming  year,  and 
express  the  sincere  and  earnest  hope  that  there  will  be  no  curtailment, 
but  rather  an  increase  where  it  is  possible.  We  close  this  report  with 
gratitude  to  God  for  all  His  blessings  upon  our  labors  during  the  past 
year,  and  ask  our  Church  people  for  an  increased  interest  in  the  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Diocese.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  is  herewith 
attached.

First  Convocation — Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  Dean. 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  Council  much  good  work  has  been  done  in 
the  First  Convocation  and  the  Church  life  has  been  most  active.  We 
have  had  two  most  interesting  and  successful  Convocational  meetings  in 
the  past  year.  One  meeting  was  held  in  the  growing  and  progressive 
town  of  Greer,  where  the  Good  Shepherd  Mission  had  been  organized 
some  months  before.  The  meeting  gave  a  great  impetus  to  the  work 
there.  The  Presbyterian  Church  was  kindly  loaned  to  us  and  the  services 
were  well  attended  by  members  of  the  denominations.  It  was  the  first 
time  that  many  had  ever  witnessed  an  Episcopal  service.  The  subjects 
discussed  were  most  helpful  and  the  result  of  the  Convocation  was  a 
more  kindly  feeling  toward  the  Church.  Greer  is  now  connected  with 
Greenville  and  Spartanburg  by  the  trolley  lines,  as  well  as  by  the  South- 
ern Railroad.  The  little  congregation  there  is  thoroughly  interested  in 
the  Church  work,  and  recently  a  nice  lot  on  a  prominent  street  has  been 
purchased  for  $700.  A  neat  Church  will  be  erected  in  the  near  future. 
Most  of  the  clergy  were  present  and  not  a  few  laymen;  an  encouraging 
feature  was  the  active  part  taken  by  the  laity  in  the  discussions.  The 
next  meeting  was  held  in  the  fall,  at  Union,  and  it  was  encouraging  to 
see  the  activity  and  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part  of  Rector  and  peo- 
ple in  the  Parish  of  the  Nativity.    The  Woman's  Auxiliary  met  with  the 
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Convocation.  The  reports  from  the  various  branches  and  the  manifes- 
tation of  interest  and  real  Church  life  was  an  inspiration  to  all.  At 
this  meeting  the  Dean  gave  an  account  of  the  important  work  done  by 
the  General  Convocation,  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Haskell  made  a  splendid 
address  on  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  at  its  triennial  meeting. 
Branches  of  the  Auxiliary  are  established  in  many  of  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  of  the  First  Convocational  District. 

The  Convocation  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  removal  of  Rev. 
W.  N.  Tillinghast,  its  Secretary.  He  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Mis- 
sions in  Greenville,  and  accepted  a  call  to  Washington,  D.  C.  The 
Missions  of  Bt.  Andrew's  and  St.  James'  will  soon  be  in  charge  of  the 
Rev.  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  General  Seminary. 

The  little  flock  at  Ninety-Six  has  completed  their  church  and  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Convocation  will  be  held  there  June  16th.  All  of 
our  Church  people  having  moved  from  Gaffney,  the  Mission  there  has 
been  abandoned  for  the  present. 

A  seven  thousand  dollar  stone  church  is  now  being  erected  for  St. 
James',  Greenville;  this  will  take  the  place  of  the  wooden  church  sold, 
and  is  being  erected  in  memory  of  Miss  Eliza  Powell,  who  left  the  con- 
gregation a  fine  corner  lot,  beautifully  situated. 

A  neat  Chapel  has  been  built  in  Greenville  for  the  colored  Mission  of 
St.  Philip's.  The  interest  in  the  mill  work  at  Spartanburg  is  growing 
and  the  Rector  of  the  Advent,  with  the  able  assistance  of  his  lay  people, 
is  doing  a  splendid  work. 

Our  Church  boys  at  Clemson  and  our  Church  girls  at  Winthrop  are 
given  careful  attention  by  the  Rectors  in  these  respective  places.  The 
Church's  influence  is  being  felt  in  these  colleges.  One  of  our  Church 
girls  from  Greenville  has  offered  herself  for  the  foreign  field. 

The  Orphanage  situated  in  our  Convocation  continues  to  receive  the 
hearty  support  of  all  our  Church  people  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  demand 
now  is  for  more  buildings  to  accommodate  the  many  applicants.  There 
is  a  large  number  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  Churches  at  Walhalla  and  Seneca  are  temporarily  supplied  by 
Rev.  R.  M.  Marshall,  of  Clemson.  It  is  hoped  that  some  day  a  Mission- 
ary can  be  placed  in  charge  of  these  Missions,  together  with  the  one  at 
Greer.  The  Church  is  growing  slowly  but  surely  in  the  Piedmont  section, 
and  with  more  Episcopal  oversight  an  impetus  would  be  given  to  the 
work. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Gibboney  has  taken  charge  of 
Grace  Church,  Anderson,  and  reports  from  that  Parish  are  most  encour- 
aging. 

The  problem  of  reaching  with  the  Church  more  effectively  the  rural 
districts  is  still  before  us,  and  if  the  division  of  the  Diocese  is  in  the 
distant  future,  then  a  general  Missionary  should  be  placed  in  this  por- 
tion of  the  Master's  vineyard. 

The  mountain,  mill  and  country  people  should  receive  more  attention 
from  this  old  Church  of  ours,  which,  with  her  incomparable  liturgy,  her 
dignified  services,  her  authority  and  teaching  ability,  could  do  much  to 
elevate  and  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  those  committed  to  her  care. 

Second  Convocation— Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  Dean. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  in 
1913,  it  was  decided  to  omit  the  reading  of  the  Dean's  reports  and  to 
have  them  published  in  the  Journal.  Some  of  the  clergy  have  failed  to 
answer  the  circular  letter  sent  out,  asking  for  the  information;  this 
report,  therefore,  is  but  partial.  However,  it  shows  fine  advance  at 
many  points.    A  very  good  meeting  of  Convocation  was  held  at  Bennetts- 
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ville.  The  attendance  was  not  very  large,  and  many  of  those  who  were 
on  the  program  were  absent.  However,  it  was  an  evidence  of  the  readi- 
ness of  our  men  to  discuss  important  questions  and  issues  that  the 
speakers  who  took  their  places  acquitted  themselves  so  well. 

The  reports  of  the  advances  in  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions,  so 
far  as  they  have  been  handed  in,  follows: 

Rev.  Mr.  E.  A.  Penick  reports:  At  Mullins,  church  built  and  fur- 
nished, also  memorial  window  put  in.  Rectory  at  Marion.  Rectory  at 
Bennettsville.  Plans  for  building  a  church  at  Dillon  nearly  completed. 
Formation  of  branches  of  Woman's  Auxiliary  at  Dillon  and  Mullins. 
Formation  of  Sunday  School  at  Mullins,  with  about  35  pupils. 

Rev.  W.  S.  Holmes  has  begun  holding  services  at  Badhams,  a  saw- 
mill town,  where  no  service  of  any  kind  has  been  held,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  45. 

Rev.  Bramwell  Bennett,  at  St.  John's,  Sriandon,  reports  that  they 
expect  this  summer  to  build  a  Parish  house,  to  be  used  for  the  present  as 
a  church.  Also  the  organization  of  probationary  chapter  of  the  Junior 
Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  a  Senior  chapter  of  the  same,  a  branch  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  a  Men's  Club. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  reports  at  St.  John's,  Congaree,  the  purchase  of 
a  communion  set  and  the  donation  of  a  handsome  altar. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Taylor  reports,  from  Graniteville:  Boys'  Club  organized, 
and  three  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  New  classes  have  been 
added  to  the  Sunday  School.  The  medical  dispensary  has  been  equipped. 
Also  an  illustrated  pamphlet  is  being  published. 

Rev'.  Harold  Thomas,  from  Florence,  reports  plans  for  new  church 
and  rectory.  Two  branches  of  the  Girls  Friendly  organized,  and  fine 
advance  in  the  Sunday  School.  Also  a  large  number  of  adult  baptisms 
and  confirmations. 

Rev.  F.  N.  Skinner,  from  St.  Stephen's,  Ridgeway,  reports:  Organi- 
zation of  Little  Helpers.  Also  that  the  debt  on  the  rectory  is  being 
reduced. 

Rev.  W.  S.  Poynor  reports:  Completion  of  St.  Timothy's  Church, 
donation  of  a  beautiful  oak  altar,  brass  lectern,  an  oak  font,  a  proces- 
sional cross,  brass  candle  sticks  and  altar  cross,  Bible,  prayer  books, 
altar  desk,  and  alms  basin.  Splendid  adult  and  boys'  classes  are  being 
conducted. 

Thirp  Convocation — Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Dean. 

The  Dean  of  the  Third  Convocation  respectfully  submits  the  following, 
report:  There  was  but  one  meeting  held  during  the  year,  and  this  at 
McPhersonville,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Woodward,  Rector,  the  last  week  in 
October.  The  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  was  smaller  than 
usual,  that  of  the  laity  was  smaller  still.  Sheldon  Church  alone  having 
a  representative.  Considerable  interest  was  manifested  by  the  Church 
people  of  the  community  and  others;  all  the  sessions  being  well  attended 
by  them,  and  excellent  music  furnished  by  the  Volunteer  Choir,  two  of 
them  being  young  men,  brothers,  totally  blind,  but  good  musicians,  and 
grateful  that  they  could  serve  in  this  manner.  The  papers  and  discus- 
sions were  interesting.  By  request,  the  Dean  spoke  on  the  General 
Convention,  which  he  had  recently  attended.  The  well  known  hospitality 
of  the  community  was  amply  bestowed  upon  attending  members  and 
highly  appreciated  by  them.  'The  presence  of  the  Bishop  added  much 
to  the  interest  of  the  meeting.  In  consequence  of  action  taken,  the 
Bishop  has  since  been  enabled  to  procure  the  pews  from  the  unused 
church  known  as  All  Saints',  Yemassee,  for  the  recently  erected  chapel 
at  Chicora  Place,  adjoining  the  Charleston  Navy  Yard.    To  this  event 
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the  Bishop  has  already  sufficiently  referred,  so  that  it  will  only  be  men- 
tioned in  this  place  as  an  accomplished  fact. 

As  somewhat  connected  with  this  work,  or,  rather,  as  suggested  by 
this  reference  to  it,  is  the  work  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Sul- 
livan's Island.  It  is  reported  as  one  of  the  organized  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  but  it  is  not  in  charge  of  a  clergyman.  The  devoted  Lay 
Reader  for  many  years,  Mr.  W.  G.  Mayzck,  maintains  such  services  as 
are  held,  excepting  when  he  can  procure  the  services  of  one  of  the 
Charleston  clergy  or  of  a  clerical  visitor  to  the  island.  Many,  I  may 
say  a  thousand  or  more,  persons  make  their  home  on  the  island  for  the 
whole  summer,  or  at  least  a  considerable  part  of  it,  not  including  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  garrison,  usually  numbering  several  hundred. 
There  is  also  a  small  rectory  belonging  to  the  Church,  conveniently 
situated  near  the  Church,  near  the  car  line,  and  not  too  far  from  the 
front  beach.  It  would  be  an  excellent  idea,  it  seems  to  me,  if  some  of 
our  brethren  living  in  the  interior  of  the  Diocese,  and  who  have  a  fond- 
ness for  the  cool  breezes  and  the  fascinating  diversions  of  the  seaside, 
would  come  down,  say  a  month  at  a  time  or  longer,  occupy  the  rectory 
and  conduct  the  services  in  the  church.  I  am  not  authorized  to  say  so, 
but  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  reasonable  compensation  would  be  offered  by 
the  Church  for  such  services,  since  I  have  been  told  many  times  that  the 
summer  congregations  often  crowd  the  church  to  the  doors,  and  I 
believe  they  would  gladly  contribute  to  the  reasonable  support  of  a 
clergyman  for  the  three  months  beginning  June  15th  and  ending  Sep- 
tember 15th. 

Xo  new  Missions  have  been  established  in  this  Convocation  since  my 
last  report,  but  there  are  no  vacant  Parishes  as  yet,  though  recent 
events  will  very  soon  change  this  desirable  condition.  I  refer  particu- 
larly to  the  work  of  which  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Sparks  has  had  charge.  His 
recent  affliction  renders  it  unlikely  that  he  will  be  able  to  resume  his 
work  for  some  time  to  come.  The  retirement  of  the  Rev.  John  W.  Motte 
from  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish  of  Upper  S.  John's  has  created  a 
vacancy,  which  exists  at  the  time  of  this  writing.  Other  matters  of 
interest  within  the  bounds  of  this  Convocation  have  been  so  adequately 
mentioned  in  the  Bishop's  Address  that  they  are  omitted  in  this  report.

Holy  Orders:  Oliver  James  Hart,  Leonard  Augustus  Prouty  and 
Thomas  Pearce  Bailey. 

Diaeonate:  Albert  George  Bramwell  Bennett,  having-,  at  the  request 
and  upon  the  advice  of  the  Bishop,  shortened  the  term  of  the  said 
named  candidate. 

Priesthood:  James  M.  Stoney  and  Francis  J.  H.  Coffin,  having,  at  the 
request  and  upon  the  advice  of  the  Bishop,  shortened  the  term  of  the 
former  by  several  weeks  so  as  to  permit  him  to  be  ordained  on  or  after 
the  1st  day  of  June,  1914.  The  latter  to  be  ordained  on  or  after  ISth 
May,  1914,

Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  South  Carolina 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  appended 
hereto  shows  the  income  receipts  during  the  past  fiscal  year  from  the 
invested  funds  and  property  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  and  the  dis- 
bursements from  those  receipts,  with  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand. 
The  statement  also  shows  in  detail  the  assets  on  hand,  how  invested,  and 
the  liabilities,  consisting  of  the  amount  of  the  principal  of  the  various 
funds. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  in  Charleston  on  December  11,  1913, 
a  resolution  was  passed  authorizing  a  sale  of  the  house  and  lot,  45  East 
Bay,  Charleston,  upon  the  terms  that  were  embodied  in  one  of  the 
propositions  made  by  Mr.  C.  B.  Huiet,  President  of  East  Bay  Improve- 
ment Company,  to  R.  M.  Marshall  &  Bro.,  in  his  letter  of  date,  Decem- 
ber 16,  1912.  This  offer  was  to  give  $14,000  for  the  property,  $2,000 
cash  and  the  balance  upon  a  credit  of  five  years,  secured  by  a  bond  of 
the  purchaser  with  a  mortgage  of  the  premises  sold,  interest  payable 
semiannually.    This  sale  was  accordingly  made  and  completed. 

On  December  11,  1913,  the  Trustees  passed  a  resolution  authorizing 
and  directing  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to  pay  over,  from  time  to  time, 
to  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  for  account  of  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  the  net 
income  from  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund  to  the  extent  of  $4,000  per 
annum.  , 

On  the  same  day  the  Trustees,  unon  the  application  of  the  authorities 
of  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Greenwood,  authorized  the  convey- 
ance of  the  property  of  that  Church  to  a  corporation  to  be  formed  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  and  holding  the  legal  title  thereto,  said  convey- 
ance to  be  made  subject  to  all  existing  liens  and  mortgages,  the  same  to 
be  assumed  and  paid  off  by  the  proposed  corporation.  Accordingly  a 
charter  having  been  issued  to  "The  Church  of  the  Resurrection,"  a  deed 
was  executed  and  delivered  to  this  corporation  in  January  of  the  pres- 
ent year. 

Permission  was  given  on  December  11,  1913,  upon  the  application  of 
Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Charleston,  to  remove  the  memorial  tablet  to 
Rev.  Edward  Phillips,  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Charleston,  to  Christ 
Church,  Charleston,  for  the  reason  that  Rev.  Edward  Phillips  was  the 
founder  of  Christ  Church. 

The  term  of  office  of  Rev.  T.  W.  Clift  and  of  Mr.  F.  H.  Weston,  as 
Trustees,  expire  with  the  present  Council,  and  two  members  of  the 
Trustees  should  be  chosen  by  the  Council  this  year.

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Proposed  Alterations  in  the  Constitution  as  Adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1913,  to  Be  Finally  Acted  on  in  1916 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  Section  3  of  Article  I  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

Section  3:  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  the  General  Convention  shall  elect  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall  choose  one  of  the  Bishops  having 
jurisdiction  within  the  United  States  to  be  such  Presiding  Bishop,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  such  choice  to  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  House  of  Depu- 
ties. His  term  and  tenure  of  office  and  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

But  if  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  resign  his  office  as  such,  or  if  he 
shall  resign  his  episcopal  jurisdiction,  or  if  by  reason  of  infirmity  he 
shall  become  disabled,  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority  by  consecration, 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States,  shall  thereupon  become  the 
Presiding  Bishop  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  words  in  the  second  line  of  Article  I,  Section  7,  of  the 
Constitution,  "on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,"  and  insert  in  the 
place  thereof  the  following,  "on  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Sunday 
in  October,"  so  that  the  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Section  7.  The  General  Convention  shall  meet  in  every  third  year  on 
the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  unless  a  different 
day  be  appointed  by  the  preceding  Convention,  and  at  the  place  desig- 
nated by  such  Convention;  but  if  there  shall  appear  to  the  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Church  sufficient  cause  for  changing  the  place  so 
appointed,  he  may  appoint  another  place  for  such  meeting.  Special 
meetings  may  be  provided  for  by  Canon. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Add  to  the  second  paragraph  of  Article  IX  the  words,  "Provided, 
however,  That  the  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  provide  for  a 
change  of  the  place  of  trial,"  so  that  the  paragraph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Presbyters  and  Deacons  shall  be  tried  by  a  Court  instituted  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Missionary  District,  in  which  they  are  canonically  resident:  Provided, 
however,  That  the  General  Convention  may  by  Canon  provide  for  a 
change  of  the  place  of  trial. 
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Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Amend  Article  X  by  inserting  in  line  IT  of  page  13  after  the  words 
"Table  of  Lessons"  the  words  "and  Table  of  Proper  Psalms  on  Certain 
Days  and  Table  of  Selections  of  Psalms,"  so  that  the  Proviso  as  amended 
shall  read: 

Provided,  however,  That  the  General  Convention  at  any  meeting  shall 
have  power  to  amend  the  Tables  of  Lessons  and  Tables  of  Proper  Psalms 
on  Certain  Days  and  Table  of  Selections  of  Psalms  by  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  Bisnops  entitled  to  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and 
by  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  all  the  Dioceses  enti- 
tled to  representation  in  the  House  of  Deputies  voting  by  Orders. 
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New  Charter  of  Church  Home 

An  Act  to  change  the  name  of  the  corporation  "Church  Home,"  and  to 
amend  its  charter  in  other  particulars. 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  on  the  16th  day 
of  December,  A.  D.  1852,  Cranmore  Wallace,  Paul  T.  Keith,  William 
Dehon,  William  B.  W.  Howe,  Edward  Frost,  William  Aiken,  J.  M. 
Campbell,  Edward  B.  White,  Charles  D.  Carr,  William  Patton,  and 
Jacob  K.  Sass,  then  memhers  of  the  Council  of  the  Church  Home — an 
institution  connected  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this 
State  for  the  support  of  destitute  females  and  orphan  girls — and  their 
successors  in  office,  were  declared  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate by  the  name  of  the  Church  Home;  and  the  amount  of  the  prop- 
erty the  corporation  was  authorized  to  hold  was  limited  to  twenty 
thousand  dollars; 

And,  whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  the  24th 
day  of  December,  A.  D.  1879,  William  B.  W.  Howe,  Charles  Coates- 
worth  Pinckney,  A.  Toomer  Porter,  John  Johnson,  William  H.  Hanckel, 
W.  O.  Prentiss,  Edward  L.  Kerrison,  E.  W.  Edgerton,  Henry  E.  Young, 
John  Hanckel,  William  C.  Courtney,  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  Thomas  M. 
Hanckel,  William  C.  Bee  and  William  McBurney,  then  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  said  Church  Home,  were  recognized  and  confirmed  as  suc- 
cessors of  the  original  corporators; 

And,  whereas,  The  beneficent  work  of  the  Church  Home  has  increased 
in  its  scope  and  extent,  and  it  is  desirable  that  the  charter  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  amended  in  the  particulars  hereinafter  mentioned, 
therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  charter  of  the  Church  Home  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended  in  the  following  particulars,  to  wit:  That  the  name  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  changed  to  that  of  the  "Church 
Home  and  Orphanage,"  and  its  object  shall  be  the  support,  care  and 
maintenance  of  destitute  women  and  children.  There  shall  be  two 
departments,  one  of  which  shall  be  known  as  "Church  Home"  and  the 
other  as  "Church  Home  Orphanage;"  the  former  shall  be  for  the  support 
of  destitute  women,  and  the  latter  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
orphan  and  destitute  children. 

The  funds  and  property  of  either  department  shall  not  be  liable  for 
the  obligations  of  the  other  department.  All  devises,  bequests  and  gifts 
in  wills  or  deeds  heretofore  or  hereafter  executed,  in  which  the  devisee, 
bequest  or  gift  is  to  the  "Church  Home,"  the  former  name  of  the  cor- 
poration, shall  be  taken  by  the  same  corporation  under  its  new  name, 
and  for  the  particular  department,  if  any,  designated  by  the  donor;  and 
in  the  absence  of  such  designation,  the  devisee,  bequest  or  gift  shall  be 
divided  between  the  two  departments,  as  the  Trustees  shall  determine: 
Provided,  however,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  divi- 
sion, already  made,  of  the  property  and  funds  now  owned  and  possessed 
by  said  corporation. 

2.  The  corporation  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  a  Board 
consisting  of  twelve  (12)  Trustees,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  for  the  time  being, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  Chairman  of  the  said  Board,  and  entitled  to  one 
vote  in  like  manner  as  the  other  Trustees.    The  Trustees  shall  be  elected 
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by  the  Diocesan  Councils  of  the  said  Church,  and  shall  serve  for  such  term 
as  said  Diocesan  Council  shall  determine.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may 
make  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  governance  of  the  corporation,  and 
in  the  name  of  the  corporation  may  purchase,  sell,  convey,  mortgage  or 
release,  acquire  or  alien  property,  real  and  personal,  as  it  may  deem 
advisable  for  the  welfare  of  the  corporation;  and  all  property  hereto- 
fore acquired  by  the  said  corporation  shall  be  held  by  the  corporation 
under  its  new  name. 

3.  That  so  much  of  the  charter  of  the  said  corporation  as  limits  the 
amount  of  the  property  to  be  held  by  it  to  twenty  thousand  ($20,000.00) 
dollars  be,  and  is  hereby,  repealed.

Re 31  arks — 1.  The  two  Missions  are  not  yet  sufficiently  developed  to 
be  reported  separately.  This  accounts  for  estimates.  The  number  of 
families  connected  with  the  Church  of  the  Advent  is  definitely  known 
(123).  For  the  Missions,  conditions  are  such  that  only  estimates  can 
be  given. 

2.  In  addition  to  money  raised  in  the  Parish  we  have  received  $250 
from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  This  has  been  applied  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  mill  Missions. 

3.  A  resident  worker,  Miss  Marian  R.  Perkins,  will  be  placed  in 
charge  of  the  mill  work  June  1st,  and  for  the  summer  months  the 
Rector  will  again  be  assisted  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Blackford,  of  the  Virginia 
Theological  Seminary.  With  his  assistance  services  will  be  held  each 
Sunday  at  each  Mission;  during  the  rest  of  the  year  services  are  held 
in  each  Mission  on  alternate  Sundays  by  the  Rector. 

4.  The  Every-Member  Canvass  continues  to  yield  good  results. 
Despite  the  heavy  addition  to  current  expenses  through  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  new  stone  Parish  House,  every  apportionment  is  paid  and 
the  Church  has  a  balance  to  her  credit.  Every  organization  shows  a 
balance;  and  only  the  communion  alms,  upon  which  heavy  drafts  have 
been  made  by  the  mill  work,  is  overdrawn.  Financially,  this  is  the  best 
year  of  the  Church's  life,  save  last  year,  when  the  building  of  the 
Parish  House  was  the  occasion  of  raising  $8,840.68  beyond  our  other 
regular  contributions.  The  contributions  this  year  to  Missions  and  the 
Church  Home  Orphanage  are  far  beyond  any  record  of  the  past. 

5.  By  an  oversight  no  offering  has  been  made  this  year  for  the  General 
Clergy  Relief  Fund.  This  will  be  done  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and 
without  encroaching  upon  next  year's  offering. 

6.  The  Rector  is  happy  to  report  the  best  and  greatest  Lenten 
observance  in  his  rectorate.  Especially  noticeable  was  the  deeply 
spiritual  tone  during  Holy  Week  and  the  general  observance  of  Good 
Friday,  to  which  the  Rector  contributed  in  some  degree  by  sending 
letters  to  the  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the  city  and  through  the  press 
urging  at  least  the  five-minutes'  observance  at  midday.

As 
the  members  of  the  Mothers'  Meeting  cook  in  groups,  week  by  week, 
while  the  others  sew  or  draft  patterns,  and  the  members  of  the  Young 
Woman's  Club  cook  and  sew  on  alternate  -  Saturdays,  the  numbers  actu- 
ally cooking  and  sewing  are  something  like  170  and  185.  A  Young 
Girls'  Club  has  been  organized,  numbering  fourteen  members;  at  pres- 
ent they  have  formed  a  Babette  (doll  dressing)  Circle.  The  Woman's 
Auxiliary  has  twelve  members,  in  spite  of  its  losses  by  death  and 
removal;  and  the  Junior  Auxiliary  has  grown  to  twenty-six.  The  older 
boys'  class  in  the  Sunday  School  has  organized  a  club,  with  its  teacher  as 
leader.  The  men  are  looking  forward  to  the  organization  of  a  men's 
club  in  the  autumn,  and  next  year  will,  God  willing,  see  the  men's  work 
on  a  firm  basis.  The  clinic,  or  medical  dispensary,  has  been  simply  but 
effectively  furnished  and  is  now  being  used  for  minor  operations  and 
general  dispensary  work. 

At  an  enthusiastic  meeting  of  the  communicants  it  was  decided  to 
petition  the  Bishop  and  the  Council  that  the  Mission  be  organized  and 
received  into  union  with  the  Council.  The  past  few  months  have  shown 
signs  of  an  unusual  spiritual  awakening  in  the  congregation,  which 
promises  much  for  the  future.

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APPENDIX  XI 


Standing  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given  by 
the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  communicants  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation;  or,  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Council    (Passed  1870.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  organist  officiat- 
ing during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.    (Passed  1850.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  depart  this 
life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Journal. 
(Passeed  1872.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common 
purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
(Passed  1870.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and,  if  desired  by  any  Deputy,  record  the  Clergy- 
men and  Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.  (Passed  1877, 
revised  1914.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  1914,  and  on  the  same  day  in  each  year 
thereafter,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the 
several  Clergymen,  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not 
later  than  September  15th.    (Passed  1890,  revised  1914.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and 
Missions  during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary 
Fund,  to  be  placed  in  the  hanas  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Mis- 
sionary work  in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 
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13.  Resolved,  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  is  instructed  to  publish 
the  statistics  and  reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  separately,  as  in 
former  times.  He  may  make  a  table,  such  as  has  been  done  for  some 
time,  if  he  desires,  but  a  summary  is  deemed  sufficient.  These  reports  to 
be  printed  alphabetically,  according  to  the  name  of  Church  or  Mission. 
(Passed  1895.) 

14.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the  Secre- 
tary is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union 
with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date  the  fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund 
be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  distributed  without 
compensation,  under  the  orders  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1899.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held  be 
authorized  to  secure  a  reporter  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per 
diem,  who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  the  State.    (Passed  1901.) 

IT.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  pay 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  this  resolution  to  cover  the  year  ending  May  1,  1903,  and 
the  future.    (Passed  1903.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  one  copy  of  the  Journals  of  the  Councils  of  the 
Diocese  be  mailed  to  each  and  every  Deputy  separately  by  the  Secre- 
tary as  soon  as  such  Journals  may  be  printed  and  ready  for  distribu- 
tion.   (Passed  1913.)

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Meetings. 

Section  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the* preceding  Council;  or, 
on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Ecclesias- 
tical authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such 
meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the 
notice  so  calling  said  meeting:  Provided,  That  whenever  a  special  meeting 
of  Council  is  called  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  electing  a 
Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  Lay  Deputies  from  the  several  congrega- 
tions and  organized  missions  in  union  with  the  Council  shall  be  elected 
after  the  call  has  been  issued  for  such  special  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require  a 
change  of  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or 
special,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of  holding- 
such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such  desig- 
nation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Members. 

Section-  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  the 
Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one,  the  Rector  of  the  Porter  Academy,  when 
a  Clergyman,  and  every  Presbyter  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as 
canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar 
months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same 
period  been  discharging  the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister, 
or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  Parish  or  organized  Mission, 
that  is  or  has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council;  or 
who,  after  a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council, 
is  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active 
duties  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member 
of  the  Council,  and  every  other  Clergyman  possessed  of  all  the  afore- 
said qualifications,  prescribed  in  the  case  of  the  Presbyters  (excepting 
actual  residence  within  the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Council,  but  not  to  vote:  Provided,  That  no  Clergyman  who  was 
entitled  to  seat  and  a  vote,  or  to  a  seat  only,  in  the  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  held  in  May,  1889,  shall  be'  deprived  of  his  rights  and 
privileges  in  subsequent  Conventions  or  Councils  by  reason  of  anything 
in  this  section  contained;  but  such  rights  and  privileges  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  tenor  of  the  article  as  it  was  of  force  the  first  day  of 
May,  1889:  Provided,  however,  That  any  Clergyman  shall  forfeit  said 
rights  by  failure  to  conform  to  the  Constitution  or  Canons. 
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Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  Parish 
and  two  for  each  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  male  communicants  thereof,  to  repre- 
sent it  in  the  Council.  The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take 
place  on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Parish  at  a  meeting  of  the  members  thereof;  or,  in 
default  of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry 
of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number  of  Lay  Deputies 
may  be  elected  at  any  such  election  to  serve  as  alternate  or  substitutes 
for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not,  from  any  cause, 
attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in  such 
attendance. 

Sec.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  continue  until 
the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  churches,  or 
shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy  from 
any  church  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  be 
permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of 
another  church. 

Sec.  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  church  which 
has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Council  in  which 
such  vote  is  olfered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council  or 
Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent:  Provided, 
however,  That  no  church  or  Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats 
of  its  Deputy  or  Deputies  in  any  Council  by  reason  of  any  nonpayment 
of  assessments  or  dues. 

Sec  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secretary 
shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes  and 
Deputies;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  Council  duly  organized. 

Sec  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of 
their  privilege  in  the  Council:  Provided,  That  if  a  question  be  made,  the 
right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quorum. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of 
fifteen  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business 
generally;  but  any  number  of  either  Order  that  shall  assemble  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council, 
and  in  his  absence  the  Bishop^Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case 
neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presid- 
ing officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot  from 
the  communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law, 
and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the  Diocese, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesiastical) 
affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall,  at  all 
times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  such 
advise,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired.  He  shall 
also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  special  committees  appointed  by  the 
Council  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all  other  duties  germane  to  his 
profession,  which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  Resolution  of  the 
Council.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without  the 
right  to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by 
ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with)  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
as  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
Council,  and  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec  4*.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties  shall 
be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  continue  in 
office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to  serve  for 
three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  Council. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but  at  any 
time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken  is  finally  announced  by  the 
President,  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two  churches, 
may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
individually  and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  churches  (a  majority  from  each 
church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each 
case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

Sec  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  vote  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  Orders 
being  necessary  to  a  choice:  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  churches  entitled  to  representa- 
tion, be  present;  otherwise,  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  Order  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  Into  the  Council. 

Section  1.  New  Parishes  or  churches  having  not  less  than  six  male 
adult  members  and  fifteen  communicants,  and  organized  Missions  having 
not  less  than  two  male  communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Council  in  the  following  manner:  Application  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their  church,  and 
stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
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and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  certified  copy  of  the  Articles 
of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen;  their  means 
or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  their  willingness  to 
conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  which 
are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  And 
at  the  Council  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of  its 
session;  whereupon  the  Council  shall  take  such  order  upon  said  applica- 
tion as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congregation  so  applying  be 
within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  churches,  they  shall  state  also 
the  reason  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their  place  of  worship 
from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  whatever  addi- 
tional facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing  church 
or  churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese:  Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the 
church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council:  Provided,  further,  That 
organized  Missions  shall  not  be  required  to  present  a  certified  copy  of 
Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestry,  but 
shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  article  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sectiok  1.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of  the 
Diocese  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the  actual 
communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed  in  the 
Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  another  committee  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  com- 
mittee; to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers 
addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee;  to  attest  their  public  acts;  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  "former  Council. 

Sec  4.  Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled1  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a 
majority  of  the  whole  committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention.  Immediately 
afterwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representa- 
tives and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such 
appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the 
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Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the 
substitutes,  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which 
order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election;  or  when  two  or  more  are 
elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offenses  enumerated  in  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  -"Of  Ofenses  for  Which  Ministers 
Shall  Be  Tried  and  Punished,"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Oanons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal  or  new  article  be 
proposed,  considered  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council,  and 
adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Council. 


CANONS 


I.  Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church 

CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective 
Parishes  or  cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the  institu- 
tions of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which 
they  are  engaged;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  Parishes,  Mis- 
sions or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of  residence  only; 
designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council, 
and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  votes,  and  those  who  are 
entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

Sec.  2.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have 
a  place  on  the  list. 

Sec  3.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admis- 
sion of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ignorant 
people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized 
Ministers  of  the  Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
admission. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not 
included  within  the  limits  of  a  Mission  or  Parish  already  organized 
desire  to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  Missions,  they  shall  make  appli- 
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cation  to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  promising 
conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to 
the  rules  regulating  such  Missions.  They  may  propose  a  name  for  the 
Mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will  give  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he,  or  a  Presbyter 
under  his  direction,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  always  be  a 
communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer;  and  these  officers  shall  be 
appointed  annually  thereafter,  on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during 
Easter  week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for 
public  worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and  orderly 
performance  of  Church  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all  contribu- 
tions, and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the 
Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the 
Warden,  in  like  form  as  Parishes. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain  at  least  six 
male  adults,  and  fifteen  communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be 
males,  and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  or  whenever  any 
other  persons,  under  the  same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a  church, 
they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  state- 
ment of  their  condition  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization; 
and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by  which  their 
church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  in  the 
following  form: 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  con- 
gregation of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  ,  County  of 

 ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given, 

do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a  congregation,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 

 Church  ;  and  as  such  do  hereby  acknowledge, 

accede  to  and  adopt  the  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship,  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and  C.  D. 
to  be  Wardens;   E.   F.,   G.   H.,  J.   K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of 

 Church;  to  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday, 

A.   D. and   until  others   be   chosen   in   their  places.  Witness 

our  hands,  this  day  of  ,  in  the  year  of  our 

Lord  " 

A  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be  recog- 
nized as  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  church  so  organized  and  recog- 
nized shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 

S'ec.  2.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds  of 
any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Minis- 
ters thereof;  or,  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then 
to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  3.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  application 
for  permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish  they  shall  enclose  the  written 
approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or 
Vestries  aforesaid;  and,  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of 
the  fact. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  Council. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council,  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  requirements,  they 
shall  present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association,  together 
with  their  application  for  admission. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  church  in  union  with  the 
Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the 
Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the 
following  form:

In  Parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certificate 
of  election  shall  be  required. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  at  least  one  iveek  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council, 
a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  church,  in 
order  to  aid  in  preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 

CANON  V. 
Of  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches. 

Section-  1.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish  can  no 
longer  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for 
the  Bishop  to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish. 

Sec  2.  If  any  Parish  or  church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  Section  1  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  sucli 
Parish  or  church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

Sec  3.  Parishes  or  churches  may  be  restored  to  union  with  the  Council 
by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  Canons  III 
and  IV  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt  the 
measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  Parishes  or  churches 
as  may  be  dormant  or  virtual^  extinct. 
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CANON  VI. 
Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  every  Parish  or 
church  in  this  Diocese  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of 
transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting,  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary 
be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  ATestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Parish  or  church:  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings  and  elections 
none  shall  vote  except  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their  official 
acts  during  the  year. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Vestries. 

Section  1.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  church 
Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  Wardens  shall  always  be  communicants. 

S'ec.  2.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and  also 
the  qualifications  of  those  elected  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of 
Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  The  church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together 
with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  themselves,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the  Parish 
or  church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  in  case  of  his 
absence  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside:  Provided,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of  estab- 
lished churches. 

Sec.  4.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries 
and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds 
required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  upon 
them  by  any  General  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  provide  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  divine  worship  (as 
books,  vestments,  etc.);  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  church 
building  and  furniture,  books  for  church  records,  and  the  elements  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship. 
They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the 
people,"  and  in  case  the  Parish  or  church  is  without  a  minister,  shall 
disburse  them;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship  by  occasional  Clerical 
services,  or  by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  will  permit.  They  shall 
also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  church  plate,  records, 
etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a  report 
of  the  Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church — 
as  Sunday  Schools,  etc.— and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregu- 
larities in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all  offenses  by 
their  Minister,  or  by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or 
Canons,  faith  or  morals. 
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Sec.  6.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as  pro- 
vided for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Digest. 

Sec  7.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 
notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector;  but 
not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congregation, 
and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON1  VIII. 

Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergyman 
and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special  Council, 
called  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they 
shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the 
form  of  parochial  reports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes  the  form  of  certifi- 
cate for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitution,  Canons  and 
Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their  appointment. 

Sec  2.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be  pre- 
ceded by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further 
services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  sees  fit  to  have  a  sermon 
preached,  by  another  than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and 
an  alternate. 

Sec  3.  Immediately  after  the  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Com- 
mittees on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of  three 
Clergymen,  to  whom  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the  other, 
of  three  Laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of  Deputies, 
together  with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  X,  Section  2.  And  these  committees, 
severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council  upon  the 
lists  so  referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  Parishes  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  which  are,  by  Article 
III,  of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any  certificates 
unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Secretary. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  pre- 
serve its  records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give  notice, 
at  least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or  congre- 
gation, of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

Sec  2.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, a  copy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Councils  of  this  Diocese,  and  to 
every  General' Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese, 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate 
of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretarv  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons  nominated  as 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all  other 
documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that  Body,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
Regulations. 
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Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not, 
then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 
Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse 
all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the 
Council,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all 
books,  papers  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may 
be  in  his  charge. 

Sec  2.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon 
the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or  churches  which  have  failed 
to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which  have 
for  three  successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Council. 

Sec  3.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven- 
tion, pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quota  of  this  Diocese  towards 
defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

Sec  4.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council. 

CANON  XL 
Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  <ui 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  or  in  any  one  of  the  Parishes;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for  refer- 
ence a  set  of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  to  report  annually  to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries,  and 
may,  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them. 

Sec  2.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop,  as  President  ex  oficio,  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman,  who  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each  Mission- 
ary District,  to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen  at  each 
Annual  Council;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  between  the  meetings  of 
the  Annual  Council,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec  3.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be 
ex  oficio  a  member  of  the  Board;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during  the 
year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint.  They  shall  be  a  Council  of 
Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  the  designation  of  stations  and  appointments 
of  Missionaries;  and  they  shall  devise  means  of  securing  funds  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  and  make  a  full  report,  in  writing,  to  each  Annual 
Council  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  stations  and  Missionaries  aided, 
of  churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light 
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upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Board 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese  shall 
be  divided  into  districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be 
fixed,  and  may  be  changed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  5.  In  each  District  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter — a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  or  otherwise — whose  title  shall  be 
Dean,  to  have  general  charge,  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in  that 
district.  He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Missionary 
for  the  district,  to  be  engaged  in  aggressive  Missionary  work,  and  in 
supply  services  to  vacant  and  feeble  stations.  Such  Missionary  shall  be 
detached  from  any  parochial  cure,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Bishop, 
through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  acts  and  appointments.  His  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  6.  In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of  the 
Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their  office, 
and  of  one  or  more  lay  communicants  from  each  Parish  or  Mission,  to 
be  chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 
They  shall  meet  once  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary 
work  in  the  district;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 
At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  pre- 
side. He  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Council,  at  each  annual  session, 
concerning  the  Missionary  work  in  his  district. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt 
measures  to  promote  its  efficiency,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Sec  7.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  immedi- 
ately after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this 
session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

Sec.  8.  No  organized  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of 
Missions  except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  on 
condition  that  the  Rector  will  perform  such'  work  outside  of  the  Parish 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  9.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall 
be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the 
Parish  or  Mission  which  they  serve;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

Sec  10.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

Sec  11.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman,  to  be  called  the  Arch- 
deacon, and  who  shall  be,  and  perform  the  duties  heretofore  assigned  to 
the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist 
the  Bishop  in  caring  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially 
the  work  of  gathering  together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending 
the  Church  in  such  places  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  offer 
opportunities.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  that  of  any  other  Missionary. 

Sec  12.  That  in  the  case  of  Missionaries  to  congregations  of  white 
persons  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  their  salaries  should  not  be  less  than 
nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  besides  a  residence;  or,  where  a  resi- 
dence is  not  provided  for  them,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 
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II.  Of  Ministers  and  Their  Duties 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

Section  1.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  baptisms, 
marriages  and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  another 
Minister;  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  confirmed  in 
his  Parish  or  congregation,  and  of  communicants,  and  baptized  persons 
not  communicants  belonging  to  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  register  so  kept  shall  specify  the  name  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors — in  the 
case  of  an  adult  the  name,  and  those  of  the  witnesses — the  names  of 
persons  married  and  buried,  with  the  date  of  every  rite  performed. 

Sec  3.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister,  in 
a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for  that  purpose — and  in  case 
there  be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry 
be  made — which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  register,  and  pre- 
served as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this  reg- 
ister with  the  church  Wardens. 

Sec.  4.  Every  Minister  having-  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if  any  Parish  be 
vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Council,  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Council,  an 
accurate  statement,  in  writing,  of  the  number  of  families,  members  of 
the  Church,  specifying  the  adults  and  children  under  fourteen;  the  num- 
ber of  communicants,  specifying-  the  changes  by  admission,  removal  or 
death;  the  number  of  baptisms,  infant  and  adult;  of  confirmations, 
marriages  and  burials;  the  state  and  condition  of  Sunday  and  parochial 
school,  if  there  be  any,  and  also  the  number  of  times  and  the  places 
where  divine  service  has  been  performed  the  number  of  communions 
celebrated;  the  amount  of  offerings — for  alms,  for  Missions,  Diocesan, 
domestic  and  foreign — for  the  Parish  school  or  any  Church  institution, 
of  assessments  paid,  of  Rector's  salary  paid,  paid  for  the  support  and 
current  or  other  expenses  of  the  Parish,  whether  by  pew  rent,  offerings, 
subscriptions  or  otherwise,  and  in  general  for  all  parochial,  Diocesan, 
general  objects;  also  for  any  other  matters  which  may  tend  to  throw 
light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  5.  And  every  other  Clergyman  shall  also  report  his  official  acts; 
or,  if  he  has  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec  6.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending  the  30th 
of  April  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  they,  or  such  portions 
of  them  as  the  President  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Council,  and 
may  be  entered  on  the  Journal  thereof. 

Sec  7.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported 
separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.  And 
the  failure  of  any  person  to  make  out  his  parochial  report,  according  to 
this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such 
report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Candidates  for  Orders,  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  Parish  or  church. 
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III.  Of  Discipline 

CANON  XV. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  persons, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts 
alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same,  with 
copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence  required.  If  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will  con- 
stitute any  one  or  more  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  of  the  General  Convention,  and  that  it  would 
be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should  be  had, 
they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the  accused 
upon  his  trial,  and  if  satisfied  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  presentment 
to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the  offense  or 
offenses  which  they  deem  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence,  and  specifying 
facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances, 
as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein 
(excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  Presbyters,  and  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee)  ;  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to 
be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  ofv  the  presentment,  to  be.  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within  thirty 
days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and 
the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days 
thereafter,  strike*  off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as 
the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off ;  and  in  such  case  the  seven 
remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous 
to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present, 
shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec  3.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  appoint;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in 
actual  communion  with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and,  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of  the 
accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place 
within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall 
stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space 
of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number  do 
not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be 
had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no  less  than  five,  shall 
organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from  their 
own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and 
declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause 
the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by 
the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  depositions  and  other  evidences  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to 
be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  '  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
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oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Court  to  administer  an  oath  of  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall 
furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more 
of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  advisers,  who  may  be  present  at  all 
its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  Court  an  opinion 
on  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion, 
but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court 
shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  and  the  like  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  the  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present 
the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel  must  be  com- 
municants of  the  Church. 

Sec  &.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial 
in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to 
another  day;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him 
to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon  him  sen- 
tence of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised 
by  the  Bishop  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report 
to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that 
end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  riot  so  report  and  appear,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charge  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him 
sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of 
a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
take  the  deposition  of  such  witness;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give 
to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to 
be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  resides 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposi- 
tion, an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  certi- 
fied by  the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

Sec  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall  declare, 
in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentments,  distinctly 
stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty 'or  not  guilty;  and  if  guilty 
of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 
this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion, 
ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offenses  enu- 
merated in  Section  1,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Conons  of  this 
Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the 
decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop; 
whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  sug- 
gested by  the  Court,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop, 
the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it; 
in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
(excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Court),  before  which  the  proceed- 
ings shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided.  * 
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Sec  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by 
the  Court)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his 
trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the 
charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the 
finding  of  the  Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering 
with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
2,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Convention.  And  whenever,  upon 
such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  just 
ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they 
shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts  and  of  the  evidence 
to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made>  to  the 
ocanding  Committee. 

Sec.  Y2.  The  expense  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer 
shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same 
shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in 
the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Council  by  Canon  XVII. 

IV.  Miscellaneous 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  the  parochial 
reports  and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any 
Canon.  From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to 
prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to 
its  future  progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon  each 
church  in  union  therewith  an  assessment  sufficient  to  dray  such  appro- 
priations as  Council  may  make,  and  also  an  assessment  on  ali  ciiurches 
and  Missions,  whether  in  union  with  the  Council  or  not,  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate.  These  assessments  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  communicant,  for  Diocesan  expenses,  nor  fifty  cents  for 
each  communicant  for  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee.  . 

For  these*  assessments  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Section  1.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall 
any  new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.    Nor  shall  any 
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Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same 
Council  in  which  it  was  proposed,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tutions and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it 
shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of 
amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following'  form:  "Canon — (or  section)  of 
Canon — is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:" 

Sec.  3.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council  not  included  in  these 
Canons,  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIX. 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and 
stead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  Act,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

S'ectiox  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the 
Bishop,  ex  officio,  and  eight  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say, 
three  Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders 
immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one  Presbyter 
and  one  Layman  shall  hold  office  for  two  years;  one  Prebyter  and  one 
Layman  for  four  years;  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  six  years, 
and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years.  The  respective  terms  of  the  members 
of  the  said  Board  so  elected  to  be  determined  by  lots  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  said  Board  after  the  said  election;  which  meeting  for  organization 
shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  members  of  the  same  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors,  respectively,  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the 
term  for  which  any  Trustee  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to 
expire,  the  next  Annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall 
elect  their  successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Annual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  board  by 
reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the 
Board  shall  choose  some  communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or  Lay- 
man, as  the  case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  chosen 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating  the 
same,  or  until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from 
their  own  number  or  some  other  communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  he  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths 
of  all  bonds,  stocks,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
keeping,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  income  of  the  property  in  his  care 
and  custody. 

Sec  4.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and  doings, 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  investment 
thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular 
meetings  of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meet- 
ings, and  of  the  notification  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  6.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  said  Board. 

CANON  XX. 
Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

Section  1.  The  institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby 
recognized  and  adopted  as  the  institution  of  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose 
of  caring  for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  Council  twelve  Trustees  of 
the  said  "The  Church  Home  Orphanage"  (five  from  among  the  Clergy 
and  seven  communicants  from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualify,  and  who  shall  control 
and  manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  member  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  Board  shall 
annually  report  to  the  Council. 

CANON  XXI. 
Of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  five  (5) 
Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  who,  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  constitute  the 
Committee  on  Finance  Of  the  Diocese.  Said  Committee  shall  be  a  Board 
of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  all  financial  matters. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  it  shall  organize  by 
electing  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  quarterly  reports  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  from  such  other  persons  as 
shall  be  charged  with  the  receipt  and  custody  of  funds  for  any  Diocesan 
purposes.  It  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Chairman,  or  any  two  members  of  the  Committee,  upon 
written  request. 

Sec.  4.  The  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee  in  each  fiscal  year 
shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  at  which 
meeting  it  shall  prepare  its  annual  report  to  Council.  It  shall  submit 
to  Council  a  table  of  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of 
the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  and  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year,  as  provided  by  Canon  XVII.  It  may  submit  such  other 
recommendations  relating  to  the  finances  of  the  Diocese  as  it  may  deem 
proper.  It  shall  also  make  provision  for  the  necessary  funds  to  carry 
on  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  Immediately  after  this  meeting 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  each  Parish 
and  Mission  of  the  amount  of  its  apportionment,  and  that  such  appor- 
tionment shall  be  recommended  to  Council  for  adoption. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee,  by  and  with  consent 
and  advice  of  the  Bishop,  to  raise  funds  for  Church  extension  in  the 
Diocese,  to  be  used  in  strengthening  weak  points  and  establishing  the 
Church  in  new  fields.  All  moneys  donated  or  collected  for  this  work- 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  kept  by  bin;  sis 
a  separate  fund,  to  be  disbursed  by  direction  of  the  Committee  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop,  to  adopt  for  its  government  and  for  the  conduct  of  its  work 
such  rules  and  regulations- as  it  may  deem  advisable,  and  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  payment  of  its  necessary  expenses  and  the  necessary 
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expenses  of  its  members  upon  their  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee. 

Sec.  7.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  financial 
agent  whenever,  and  for  period  of  time,  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  It 
shall  be  his  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  to  canvass  the 
Diocese  for  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  special  fund  for  Church 
extension  and  for  such  other  Church  purposes  as  the  Committee  may 
direct. 

CANON  XXII. 
Of  the  Commission  on  Missions. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Commission  on  Missions,  subject 
to  Council,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  promote  the  Forward  Move- 
ment recommended  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  especially  by 
endeavoring  to  secure  the  introduction  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  of 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  for  Missions,  and  the  Duplex  Envelope 
System;  and,  also,  the  prompt  payment  in  full  of  the  Apportionment 
for  Missions  for  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  President,  ex  officio,  and  six  Clergymen  and  six  Laymen,  two  of 
each  Order  from  each  Convocational  District,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  upon  the  nomination  of  their  respective  Convocations,  and 
who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
Membership  shall  be  limited  to  those  who  themselves  heartily  approve 
of  the  plan,  are  willing  to  inform  themselves  thoroughly  with  regard 
to  it,  and  to  visit  Parishes  and  Missions  when  invited  to  do  so  in  the 
effort  to  further  the  adoption  of  the  plan  by  such  Parishes  and  Missions 
and  the  payment  of  the  apportionment.  Any  member  who  fails  without 
sufficient  cause  to  discharge  these  duties  shall  be  dropped  and  the 
vacancy  filled  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  elect  its  own 
officers. 

Sec  3.  The  Commission  shall  hold  at  least  one  meeting  each  year,  and 
in  addition,  the  members  from  each  Convocational  District  shall  meet  at 
the  time  their  Convocation  meets,  and,  together  with  any  other  members 
of  the  Commission  willing  to  attend,  hold  an  open  meeting  to  set  for- 
ward the  work  in  their  respective  Convocations. 

Sec  4.  In  addition  to  these  meetings  the  Commission  may  hold  Mis- 
sionary Conventions  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  see  fit. 

Sec  5.  The  Commission  shall  present  a  report  to  each  Council,  together 
with  an  estimate  of  the  funds  needed  for  its  work  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  a.  financial  report  showing  the  disposition  of  any  funds  expended 
the  year  before,  which  report  shall  be  audited  as  other  financial  reports 
are. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first 
day  shall  be: 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

2.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

3.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz.:  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman   and   two   Laymen;   a   Committee  on   the  Constitution  and 
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Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
consist  of  five  Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

4.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

5.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese.  ' 

6.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund, 
and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

8.  The  appointment  of  special  committees. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  suc- 
ceeding the  first  day  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every 
day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the 
President. 

The  anniversary  sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day  after 
Morning  Prayer. 

Wnen  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  .Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in  order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in 
oruer. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  when  in  order. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  when  in  order. 

8.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  when 
in  order. 

9.  Reports,  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 

Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South.

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath 
leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without 
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advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determineed  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  same 
session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and 
seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  churches 
shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for, 
and  no  votes  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the 
votes:  Provided,  That  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  and  their 
votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers  first,  and  immediately  thereupon  the 
Roll  of  the  Churches  shall  be  called  and  their  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless  sec- 
onded and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  house,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution. 
Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall 
be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech, 
or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber unless  full  and  sufficient  reasons  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 

XVIII.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Council  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined 
in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond 
an  adjournment. 

XX II.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  may  be  read  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both 
Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
